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CONTROLLING OWNER AND CHAIRMAN, BOARD OF DIRECTORS 





Amy Adams Strunk assumed the role of controlling owner of the team in 
March 2015. She also serves as the co-chairman of the franchise’s Board 
of Directors. 


In her time as controlling owner Strunk has transformed the franchise 
through her vision, commitment and decisions that have set the team on 
an ascending trajectory. She hired Jon Robinson as General Manager 
and Mike Vrabel as Head Coach, while installing Steve Underwood first 
and then Burke Nihill to the position of President/CEO. Additionally, she 
has annually committed significant resources to upgrade Nissan Stadium 
and the team’s practice facility, Saint Thomas Sports Park. Strunk also 
continues to grow the administrative staff for the franchise with significant 
additions across all departments. 


All those changes translated to success on the field as the Titans went from 
a three-win team in 2015, to posting five consecutive winning seasons, 
playoff berths in three of the last four years, a trip to the AFC Championship 
game in 2019 and a division title in 2020. It was the franchise’s first division 
title since 2008, first appearance in the AFC Championship game since 
2002, and the streak of five consecutive winning seasons is the longest in 
the “Titans era” (1999-present). 


In the spring of 2018, she collaborated with Nashville city officials to secure 
the 2019 NFL Draft for downtown Nashville. By any measure, the 2019 NFL 
Draft was the most successful in NFL history, drawing a record 600,000 
fans to downtown Nashville over the three-day event and setting television 
ratings records. The Draft resulted in $224 million in economic impact 
and $133 million in direct spending for the Tennessee economy, which 
were both NFL high-water marks. In June of 2019, Strunk was honored by 
the Tennessee Sports Hall of Fame as the “Tennessean of the Year,” for 
her role in bring the NFL Draft to Nashville and her work to transform the 
franchise into a consistent winner.

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Three years ago, the Titans launched the 
“We Stand For” campaign, designed to bring 
attention to the causes that are important to 
the team’s players, coaches and executives. 
In July 2019, Strunk presented $450,000 in 
grant funding to 10 local non-profit organizations to help aid their causes. 
Strunk also was a leader in the community following the tornado which 
struck Nashville and Middle Tennessee in 2020, stepping up to donate $1 
million from the Titans Foundation to the Community Foundation of Middle 
Tennessee to help those affected by the disaster. 





In 2019, the team broke ground on a significant addition to Saint 
Thomas Sports Park, which doubles the facility footprint and will allow all 
departments to be under one roof, after spending many years spread out 
over multiple locations. Additionally, the team has refurbished a number of 
football areas that previously were untouched since the building opened 
in 1999. 


One of the daughters of Titans franchise founder K.S. “Bud” Adams, Jr., 
Strunk was raised on football and is proud of her father’s role in founding 
the American Football League as well as the decades of leadership he 
provided not only to the Titans franchise, but also to the National Football 
League. Her goal is to build upon that legacy and establish the Titans as 
one of the league's elite franchises. 


An independent businesswoman for more than 30 years, Strunk is the 
owner and president of both Kenada Farms and the Little River Oil and Gas 
Company. She has been significantly involved in the family’s farming and 
ranching businesses, including serving as the vice president of Bud Adams 
Ranches, Inc. These ventures provided her valuable knowledge about 
customer service as well as the opportunity to manage a diverse range of 
employees and business operations, and these experiences have shaped 
her management style. 


“| believe in hiring good people and letting them do their jobs,” said Strunk. 
“Everything should revolve around what's best for the Titans and not around 
the owner. While | talk frequently with the leaders of the Titans as | do with 
all of our family’s companies, the people in our football operations need the 
control and latitude necessary to create an exciting and competitive team. 


“Our business staff needs the same freedom in order for our organization to 
reach its full potential and to continue to create a first-class fan experience 
at Nissan Stadium. Decisions will always be made based on what is the 
best for the team to reach our goals of becoming one of the elite franchises 
of the NFL and enriching the communities of Nashville and Middle 
Tennessee. 


“Nashville is one of the most dynamic and rapidly growing cities in the 
nation with a very promising future,” said Strunk. “We are proud to be a 
part of Nashville and Middle Tennessee, and we want the Titans to be a 
leader in providing opportunities for people and businesses in the city and 
the region to achieve their dreams.” 


Engaged in the process of improving all aspects of the franchise, Strunk 
has the best interest of the football team and the fans on her mind as she 
makes her decisions. As evidence of that engagement, the Titans have 
become one of the best home teams in the NFL, posting a 25-11 home 
mark in the last 36 games leading into the 2021 season. 


In 2016, Strunk was appointed to the NFL’s Hall of Fame Committee. 
Her appointment continues a family legacy, as her father was a long-time 
member of the committee. Additionally, in 2017, Strunk was named to the 
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Strunk announced an expansion of Saint Thomas Sports Park in December 
2019. 


PRESIDENT AND CEO 





Burke Nihill is in his sixth season with the Titans and his second as the 
team’s President and CEO. Prior to becoming President and CEO in May 
of 2020, he was elevated in February to Senior Vice President-Business 
Operations & Chief Legal Officer. He originally joined the organization as 
General Counsel in 2016 and was elevated to Vice President and General 
Counsel in 2019. 


His first season as the team President and CEO was one of change 
and progress on many fronts. Taking over as President in the middle 
of the COVID-19 pandemic, he guided the franchise through a variety 
of challenges. The Titans were one of only 14 NFL teams to host fans 
for the majority of their games and it was the culmination of months of 
preparation to host fans safely. His work on the future for the franchise 
overlapped last year’s specific challenges, as he oversaw the work on 
the new expansion to the team’s practice facility and the remodeling of 
existing spaces in the original building. Additionally, Nihill has been at the 
forefront of the discussions with Metro Nashville government and the State 
of Tennessee about a potential development around the stadium campus 
and a re-imagined Nissan Stadium. 


In his previous roles with the team, Nihill oversaw the club’s legal and 
human resources functions and worked on club initiatives related to state 
and local government, company culture, and general business planning 
and strategy for both the Titans and Nissan Stadium. During his time with 
the Titans, he has participated in the negotiation of club contracts with team 
sponsors, media rights partners, stadium vendors, and major concert and 
event promoters. Nihill was instrumental in Nashville’s effort to secure and 
execute the 2019 NFL Draft. 
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Board of Trustees for the Pro Football Hall of Fame. In 2018, she added an 
appointment to the NFL’s Super Bowl and Major Event Advisory Committee. 


A graduate of the University of Texas with a degree in history, Strunk is 
an avid horse enthusiast whose other interests include farming, ranching, 
tennis and a variety of other outdoor activities. She also served as a 
volunteer coach of both the boys and girls varsity tennis teams at her 
daughter’s high school. 


Never one to turn down a challenge, during the 2017 offseason, Strunk 
accepted an invitation to skydive with members of the Army’s Golden 
Knights to kick off draft week. 


Strunk is married to her husband Bill. She has three children — Tracy, 
Tommy, and Blanche, who are all avid sports fans and outdoor enthusiasts. 


Before joining the Titans, Nihill gained 15 
years of professional experience in several 
industries. He held legal and management 
roles at VMware, an international software 
company based in Silicon Valley. Prior 
to VMware, he served as Associate General Counsel at OfficeMax 
Incorporated and as a private attorney at a Chicago law firm. 





Nihill received his bachelor’s degree in Business Administration from Illinois 
Wesleyan University and his law degree with honors from Chicago-Kent 
College of Law. 


Nihill resides in Franklin, Tenn., with his wife, Holly, and their three children, 
Emma, Jack, and Chase.

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EXECUTIVE VICE PRESIDENT/GENERAL MANAGER 





Jon Robinson enters his sixth season as the team’s general manager. He 
was hired in January of 2016 and was promoted in 2017 to executive vice 
president/general manager. 


Robinson’s work in his first five years helped the team go from three wins in 
the season prior to his arrival to five consecutive winning seasons, earning 
playoff berths in three of the past four seasons, a spot in the 2019 AFC 
Championship Game and an AFC South division title in 2020. Robinson 
also is the only general manger during the “Titans era” (1999-present) to 
oversee five consecutive winning seasons. Currently, the Titans, Seattle 
and Kansas City are the only NFL teams without a losing season from 
2016 to 2020. In re-constructing the roster during his tenure with the team, 
Robinson has selected 43 players in the draft, engineered 26 trades, made 
11 waiver claims and hundreds of free agent signings. 


In preparing for the 2021 season, Robinson made key additions to bolster 
both sides of the ball by signing free agents outside linebacker Bud 
Dupree, defensive lineman Denico Autry and cornerback Janoris Jenkins 
and trading for wide receiver Julio Jones. The draft saw the addition of 
cornerback Caleb Farley and offensive lineman Dillon Radunz in the first 
two rounds. 


In 2020, Robinson assembled a team that captured the first division 
title (11-5 record) and hosted their first home playoff game since 2008. 
Tennessee did so while navigating the challenges associated with the 
COVID-19 pandemic. Coming off a successful 2019 campaign, Robinson 
locked up running back Derrick Henry and quarterback Ryan Tannehill to 
long-term contracts headed into the 2020 season. Those two keyed an 
offense that ranked second in the NFL in total offense (396.4 yards/gm) and 
fourth in scoring offense (30.7 points/gm). The Titans yardage total was the 
most in franchise history and Henry became just the eighth player in NFL 
history to surpass 2,000-rushing yards in a season (2,027). 


In the 2019 offseason, Robinson added key veterans to bolster the roster, 
engineering a trade with Miami that brought Tannehill to the team, while 
also adding guard Rodger Saffold, wide receiver Adam Humphries and 
outside linebacker Cameron Wake. Robinson also was able to keep two key 
contributors on the roster, re-signing safety Kenny Vaccaro and punter Brett 
Kern. On draft day, Robinson added Mississippi State defensive lineman 
Jeffery Simmons in the first round and wide receiver A.J. Brown from Ole 
Miss in the second round. 


Early in the 2018 unrestricted free agent signing period, Robinson targeted 
a pair of former New England Patriots: cornerback Malcolm Butler and 
running back Dion Lewis. During the 2018 NFL Draft, Robinson used trades 
to move up three times as he selected linebackers Rashaan Evans and 
Harold Landry. 


During the 2017 offseason, Robinson used free agency to address needs 
on defense and special teams. Most notably, he spearheaded deals 
for cornerback Logan Ryan (New England), safety Johnathan Cyprien 
(Jacksonville) and special teams Pro Bowler Brynden Trawick (Oakland). 


In the 2017 NFL Draft, Robinson spent first-round picks on wide receiver 
Corey Davis (fifth overall) and cornerback Adoree’ Jackson (18th overall). It 
marked the first time the franchise had a pair of first-round draft selections 
since 1987. Overall, the members of the 2017 draft class combined for 76 
games played and 42 starts as rookies. 


In his first year as an NFL general manager, Robinson's leadership and 
decision-making helped the Titans triple their win total from the previous 
season, finishing 9-7 in 2016 after a 3-13 finish in 2015. The six-win 
improvement tied for the most in franchise history (1967 and 1974) and 
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doubled the previous club benchmark for 
the most wins in the first year under a new 
general manager (three by Bum Phillips in 
1975). 





Within the first four months at his post, Robinson pulled the trigger on 
several key personnel decisions. On March 9, 2016, he made his first major 
acquisition, swapping fourth-round draft picks with the Philadelphia Eagles 
in exchange for running back DeMarco Murray. The trade provided major 
dividends in 2016, as Murray led the AFC and ranked third in the NFL with 
1,287 rushing yards. 


Around the same time, Robinson began to work the free agent market. 
Ben Jones and wide receiver Rishard Matthews highlighted the haul, and 
both were instrumental in helping to transform the Titans offense into the 
11th-ranked unit in the NFL in 2016. Jones started all 16 games and keyed 
a rushing attack that ranked third in the league, while Matthews set career 
highs with 65 receptions (tied for the team lead), a team-high 945 receiving 
yards and a team-high nine touchdown receptions. The latter number tied 
for sixth in the NFL and tied for ninth in franchise history. 


On April 14, 2016, two weeks before the NFL Draft, Robinson and the 
Titans dealt the first overall pick to the Los Angeles Rams in one of the 
biggest trades in recent NFL history. The Titans gave up the No. 1 pick 
and a fourth-rounder in order to receive the 15th overall pick, two second- 
rounders and a third-rounder in 2016, plus the Rams’ first- and third-round 
picks in 2017. From 1990-2015, there were seven trades involving the 
No. 1 overall pick, but this was the first since 2004, when the San Diego 
Chargers selected Eli Manning with the first pick and dealt his rights to the 
New York Giants. 


The Titans had their hands at one point or another on 17 selections in the 
2016 draft due to five different trades (including one trade in 2015), and 
in the end, they ended up with a class of 10 players, including four of the 
top 45 picks. Robinson swung a draft-day trade with the Cleveland Browns 
to move back up to the eighth slot to choose Michigan State tackle Jack 
Conklin. 


All 10 members of Robinson's first draft class played in at least one game 
in 2016. They accumulated a total of 110 games played and 38 starts, 
including 16 starts at right tackle by Conklin. The eighth-overall pick capped 
his successful rookie campaign by being named first-team All-Pro by 
Associated Press. Other rookies in 2016 who made significant contributions 
included Henry, safety Kevin Byard and fifth-round wide receiver Tajaé 
Sharpe. Byard earned first-team All-Pro honors and a Pro Bowl berth in his 
second season. 





Jon Robinson is in his sixth season with the Titans. 
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Robinson engineered a trade for Julio Jones during the 2021 offseason. 


Robinson arrived in Tennessee with a wide range of experience from 
working his way up on the personnel side of the NFL. From 2014-2015, 
he served as director of player personnel for the Buccaneers and oversaw 
both college and pro departments as the team rebuilt its roster. The 2015 
Buccaneers draft class made a significant impact, including four rookie 
starters: quarterback Jameis Winston, tackle Donovan Smith, guard Ali 
Marpet and linebacker Kwon Alexander. 


Prior to joining Tampa Bay, Robinson spent 12 years with the New England 
Patriots, including his last five years (2009-13) as the director of college 
scouting. In the five years heading up their college scouting, the Patriots 
added a number of key components to their roster that won the Super Bowl 


SENIOR VICE PRESIDENT/CHIEF MARKETING & REVENUE OFFICER 





Gil Beverly enters his third season with the Titans and his second as Senior 
Vice President/Chief Marketing & Revenue Officer. In his role, he directs 
Ticketing, Marketing, Corporate Partnerships and Digital Communications. 
He joined the team in 2019 as team’s Vice President of Brand, Marketing 
& Communications. 


Working with local and national health experts, the Titans were one of a 
handful of NFL teams to host fans for the majority of the 2020 season at 
limited capacity. With the challenges associated with a season being played 
during a pandemic, Beverly's team found new ways to connect with fans 
at home. The team hosted a Virtual Draft Party around the NFL Draft and 
launched a variety of content series that gave fans an inside look at players’ 
lives away from the football field. The organization also debuted a brand 
campaign called “Tennessee Tough” that illustrated the resiliency, unity 
and hope of Tennessee community. The campaign featured video assets 
as well as a new downtown mural spanning over 130 feet. As COVID-19 
restrictions eased, the Titans hosted several in-person ‘Celebrate 615’ 
events in tribute to the city of Nashville. 


In his first season with the Titans, Beverly challenged and guided 
departments to find innovative ways to engage with fans. Highlights on 
the marketing side included a joint venture with Lipscomb University 
on the development and launch of the cartoon character “Titan Man,” a 
series of Pop Up Shop parties to introduce new merchandise to a younger 
demographic and “Titans Art Rush,” an art show that featured Titans-centric 
photos and artwork. On the ticketing side, the team introduced a digital 
season ticket for new fans, the “Fireball Fast Pass,” and a season ticket 
member reward program, “The 22nd Element.” 
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in 2014, including wide receiver Julian Edelman, defensive back Devin 
McCourty, tight end Rob Gronkowski, tackle Nate Solder and defensive 
end Chandler Jones. He joined the Patriots as an area scout in 2002, a 
role he served for four seasons. Robinson then spent two years (2006-07) 
as a regional scout, before being promoted to assistant director of college 
scouting in 2008 and then director of college scouting in 2009. In his time 
scouting for the Patriots the team won 10 division titles, four conference 
titles and two Super Bowls (2003, 2004). 


Robinson played three years at Southeast Missouri State as a defensive 
lineman after starting his college career at the Air Force Academy. Following 
his college career as a player, he spent one season (1998) coaching at his 
alma mater and three years (1999-2001) coaching at Nicholls State. 


A native of Union City, Tenn., Robinson and his wife, Jaimie, have two 
daughters, Taylor and Bailey. 


He and his wife are deeply involved in the Juvenile Diabetes Research 
Foundation (JDRF), as the disease affects their oldest daughter, Taylor. In 
2018, the Robinsons chaired the JDRF Gala in Nashville which raised over 
1.8 million dollars for diabetes research.

Adolpho Birch Ill is in his second season with the Titans as Senior Vice 
President, Business Affairs & Chief Legal Officer. He joined the organization 
in 2020 after spending 23 years at the NFL headquarters in New York. 


Birch’s responsibilities with the Titans include legal affairs, government 
relations, community impact and business planning and strategy. 


In his first season with the team, he took on an important role in the 
organization’s on-going discussions with Metro Nashville government 
and the state of Tennessee on the potential development of the stadium 
campus and a re-imagined Nissan Stadium. He also has been a catalyst on 
re-defining priorities for the team’s Community Impact department moving 
forward. 


As an advisor to Commissioners Paul Tagliabue and Roger Goodell, Birch 
served in many senior-level roles throughout his time at the league office, 
prior to joining the Titans. 


From 2015 to 2020, Birch served as the NFL’s Senior Vice President of 
Labor Policy & League Affairs. His broad range of duties covered labor 
negotiations, litigation matters, government relations, player engagement, 
employee development and the league’s critical response team. He helped 
develop, administer and enforce policies respecting the integrity of the 
game and the reputation of the league, including those on substances of 
abuse, performance-enhancing drugs, gambling and criminal misconduct. 


Working with government officials, he also advanced the NFL’s legislative, 
political and regulatory interests on key issues such as youth concussion 
laws, the league’s tax status and the FCC’s blackout rule. 


In supervising the NFL’s player engagement efforts, which encompass a 
number of programs to support player and employee off-field success, he 
helped improve access to continuing education, financial education, career 
development and clinical assistance. 


Additionally, he served on several executive working groups and cross- 
organizational committees including those related to sponsorship, legalized 
sports betting, media advertising policy and disaster relief. 


VICE PRESIDENT OF PLAYER PERSONNEL 





Ryan Cowden is in his 22nd NFL season and his sixth with the Titans. In 
2018, he was promoted to Vice President of Player Personnel. He originally 
joined the franchise as the Director of Player Personnel. 


Cowden oversees all areas of the scouting department, both college and 
pro, including advance scouting, free agency preparation, and evaluation of 
players in the NFL and all other professional leagues. In addition, he assists 
with college scouting and preparation for the NFL Draft. 


He joined the Titans in 2016 after 16 years with the Carolina Panthers. 
In Carolina, Cowden last held the title of Assistant Director of College 
Scouting, a position he held for two years. Prior to that role, he served as 
the team’s National Scout/Senior College Scout for two years (2012-14) 
and was a national scout from 2008-12. 
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Birch began his career with the NFL as 
Labor Relations Counsel from 1997 to 2007. 
His primary responsibility in that role was 
the enforcement of the league’s Collective 
Bargaining Agreement, including player 
and club contract and injury grievances, benefit matters and salary cap 
disputes. He later was promoted to Vice President of Labor Policy and 
Player Development (2007-2010), Senior Vice President of Law and 
Labor Policy (2010-2012), and Senior Vice President of Labor Policy and 
Government Affairs (2012-2014). 





Prior to his work in the league office, Birch clerked for the Honorable 
Thomas A. Wiseman, Jr., Chief Judge of the U.S. District Court for the 
Middle District of Tennessee. He then worked in private practice in Houston 
as an associate at Fulbright & Jaworski and later a labor and litigation 
boutique. 


A Nashville native and graduate of Father Ryan High School, Birch 
attended Vanderbilt University Law School as a Patricia Roberts Harris 
Scholar, serving on the Editorial Board of the Vanderbilt Law Review 
and earning his juris doctorate in 1991. He did his undergraduate work at 
Harvard University, where he graduated with honors in government. 


Birch is involved with several professional and philanthropic organizations, 
including Vanderbilt University Board of Trust (Secretary); Sports Lawyers 
Association (Board of Directors); Partnership for Clean Competition (Board 
of Governors); Business of Sports School, New York City (Industrial 
Advisory Board); and Why Not Sports? (Advisory Board). 


His father, A.A. Birch, Jr., was the first African-American Chief Justice of 
the Tennessee Supreme Court and became the first judge to serve at every 
level of the Tennessee judiciary. In 2006, the city of Nashville named its 
new criminal justice building after him. 


Cowden originally joined the Panthers as a 
scouting assistant in 2000. He became an 
area scout in 2001 and was responsible for 
the southeast area from 2001-07. During his 
time in Carolina, the franchise won two NFC 
titles, five division crowns and advanced to the playoffs six times. 





Cowden and his wife, Dana, have a son, Noah, and a daughter, London.

Vincent Marino is in his 15th season with the Titans and 11th as Vice 
President of Football Administration in 2021. He originally joined the 
organization in 2007 as the Senior Director of Football Administration after 
spending 18 years at the NFL offices in New York. 


Marino’s primary responsibilities include the management of the Titans’ 
salary cap and player contract negotiations. He interacts closely with Titans 
General Manager Jon Robinson on numerous football-related issues. 


Marino also serves as the Titans liaison with the NFL office regarding 
labor and contract issues as well as player personnel matters. In 2014, he 
was selected to participate in the prestigious NFL’s Career Development 
Symposium at the Wharton School of Business in Philadelphia. Currently, 
he is amember of the NFL Player Insurance Trust; and additionally, he sits 
on the appeals panels for the NFL Player Tuition Assistance Plan and the 
NFL Severance Pay Plan. 


During his time with the NFL’s Management Council, Marino spent eight 
years in the Player Personnel Department (Analyst, 1990-95; Manager/ 
Player Personnel, 1995-98) and eight years in Labor Operations (Sr. 
Manager of Labor Operations, 1998-03), the last three as the Director of 
Labor Operations (2003-06). Marino gained expertise in various capacities

and his experience includes: being a primary 
club contact for player contract valuations, 
enforcing the rules of the CBA (collective 
bargaining agreement), salary cap regulation 
and participating in a strategic group related 
to forming the CBA between the league and the players. 





Additionally, he has assisted the league in Super Bowl game operations 
and has served as a replay communicator at numerous games during his 
tenure. He originally joined the NFL as an assistant in the Public Relations 
department, where he spent two years. 


Born and raised in the Bronx, N.Y., Marino graduated from the Bronx 
High School of Science and went on to earn summa cum laude honors 
from Fordham University. While at Fordham, he earned a communications 
degree and is a member of Phi Beta Kappa. 


Marino and his wife, Nikoleta, have two sons: Nikolas and Alexander.

Mike Vrabel is in his fourth season with the Titans after being named head 
coach on Jan. 20, 2018. He became the 19th head coach in franchise 
history. 


In 2020, the Titans made their second consecutive playoff appearance 
under Vrabel, who tied Jack Pardee (1990 to 1992) for the most wins (31) 
and best winning percentage (.596; 31-21) in franchise history over a head 
coach’s first three seasons with the organization. The Titans won the 2020 
AFC South title with an 11-5 record in the regular season, claiming their 
best record and first division title since going 13-3 in 2008. They finished 
with a 5-1 record within the division and a 6-2 mark in road games, all while 
navigating the challenges of the COVID-19 pandemic. 


The Titans led the NFL in 2020 with a plus-11 turnover differential. Their 
23 takeaways ranked seventh in the NFL, while their 12 turnovers were the 
second-fewest in the league and tied for the ninth-lowest number since the 
NFL went to a 16-game schedule in 1978. 


The Titans tied for second place in total offense (396.4 yards per game) 
and ranked fourth in scoring offense (30.7 points per game) in 2020. They 
became the first team in NFL history to generate at least 2,500 rushing 
yards (2,690) and 3,500 net passing yards (3,653) while surrendering 25 or 
fewer sacks (25). Their 6,343 total yards and 381 first downs established 
franchise records, while their 491 points amounted to the organization’s 
second-best total. The Titans joined the 1997 Detroit Lions as the only 
teams in NFL history to feature a 2,000-yard rusher (2,027 by Derrick 
Henry), a 3,000-yard passer (3,819 by Ryan Tannehill) and a 1,000-yard 
receiver (1,075 by A.J. Brown). 


Situationally, Vrabel’s teams fared well among the NFL leaders in his first 
three seasons as head coach. From 2018 to 2020, their .935 winning 
percentage (29-2) in regular season games in which they had a fourth- 
quarter lead ranked second in the NFL behind the New Orleans Saints 
(.974). In the same time period, the Titans had a .643 winning percentage in 
three-point games (9-5), good for fifth in the league. The Titans and Saints 
were the only clubs to win at least three overtime contests in the regular 
season from 2018 to 2020, and neither suffered a loss. 


The Titans were called for 267 penalties from 2018 through 2020, which 
was the second-fewest total in the NFL. Only the New England Patriots 
(249) fared better. 


Also from 2018 to 2020, the Titans were a top-10 team in scoring defense. 
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They allowed opponents to score 22.4 points 
per game during that time period, the eighth- 
lowest average in the NFL. 





In 2019, Vrabel led the franchise to the AFC 

Championship game for the first time since 2002, after posting his second 
consecutive 9-7 mark in the regular season. His 20 wins over the first two 
seasons were the second most in franchise history (Pardee, 21 wins) and 
he became the first head coach to win multiple playoff games within the first 
two years. The 2019 Titans became just the third team since 1990 to start 
the season 2-4 or worse and reach the Championship Game (2002, Titans 
and 1996, Jacksonville). 


The 2019 squad ranked in the NFL’s top 10 in scoring margin (eighth, 
+71), turnover margin (sixth, +6), offensive yards per play (fourth, 6.12), 
rushing offense (third, 138.9 yards per game), red-zone efficiency (first, 
75.6 percent), total touchdowns (tied for third, 54) and third-down defense 
(eight, 36.3 percent). Individually, Derrick Henry led the NFL in rushing, 
Ryan Tannehill was the league’s highest rated passer and A.J. Brown was 
the NFL's leading rookie receiver. 


In his first season as a head coach, Vrabel guided the Titans to a 9-7 record 
and to within one game of a playoff berth, all while navigating one of the 
NFL’s toughest schedules. The Titans played a league-high nine games 
during the regular season against seven eventual playoff teams, and their 
four wins against playoff clubs tied for the most in the league. Only New 
England, the Los Angeles Rams and Carolina had as many. The Titans 
committed only 82 penalties in 2018. Not only was that number the best in 
franchise history over a 16-game season, it was the lowest total by an NFL 
team since 2014. 


The Titans improved from having the 13th-ranked NFL defense in 2017 to 
an eighth-overall ranking in 2018 (333.4 yards allowed per game). They 
finished third in scoring defense at 18.9 points allowed per game, recording 
their best mark since 2008. The 2018 Titans defense also ranked second 
in the red zone (44.7 touchdown percentage), 10th on third down (36.6 
percent), sixth in passing defense (216.9 yards per game), second in 
touchdowns allowed (32) and first in fourth-quarter defense (65.9 yards 
per game). 


The 2018 Titans offense relied heavily upon a strong running attack. 
Averaging 126.4 rushing yards per game, the team upgraded from the 
NFL’s 15th-ranked rushing offense the year before Vrabel arrived to the 
seventh-ranked rushing offense in 2018. 


Vrabel ascended quickly to his position as a head coach following a 14-year 
playing career as a linebacker with the Pittsburgh Steelers (1997-2000), 
New England Patriots (2001-08) and Kansas City Chiefs (2009-10). He 
spent three years as an assistant coach at Ohio State (2011-13) and 
four years on the Houston Texans staff (2014-17), including 2017 as the 
defensive coordinator, before he was hired to his current post by Titans 
controlling owner Amy Adams Strunk. 


Vrabel’s accomplishments as a player included three Super Bowl wins 
(2001, 2003 and 2004), one Pro Bowl selection (2007) and an All-Pro 
honor (2007). He appeared in 206 NFL games and totaled 57 sacks, 496 
tackles, 11 interceptions (one returned for a touchdown), 20 forced fumbles 
and nine fumble recoveries. A cerebral and versatile athlete, he also saw 
action as a tight end and totaled 10 touchdown receptions. Additionally, his 
teams advanced to the playoffs eight times (20 postseason games), with 
Vrabel recording eight postseason sacks and two additional postseason 
touchdown receptions. 


Vrabel has spent his football life around accomplished leaders. After 
entering the NFL as a player in 1997, he played or coached under Bill

Belichick, Bill Cowher, Romeo Crennel, Urban Meyer and Bill O’Brien. He 
gleaned attributes from each that helped form his philosophies as a head 
coach. 


Upon arriving in Tennessee, Vrabel stated: “We want to build a culture 
around winning, competitiveness and toughness. Everything we do is going 
to be geared towards winning and being physical. We want to prepare our 
players so they know what to do, which will allow them to play fast and 
aggressive.” 


Vrabel likewise made his own indelible impression on the same group 
of coaches. Upon the trade of Vrabel from the Patriots to the Chiefs in 
2009, Belichick, who coached Vrabel his entire time in New England, 
made this comment: “Mike Vrabel epitomizes everything a coach could 
seek in a professional football player: toughness, intelligence, playmaking, 
leadership, versatility and consistency at the highest level. Behind the 
scenes, Mike’s wit and personality is one of the things we have all enjoyed 
about coming to work every day. The toughest aspect of my job is the 
day | stop coaching people like Mike, who did everything in his power to 
contribute to team success. Of all the players | have coached in my career, 
there is nobody | enjoyed working with more than Mike.” 


Vrabel joined the Titans after four seasons with O’Brien at the Houston 
Texans, spending the first three seasons (2014-16) coaching linebackers 
and one year (2017) as the team’s defensive coordinator. During his 
time in Houston, the Texans built one of the top defenses in the NFL and 
experienced tremendous success as a team, earning division titles in 2015 
and 2016. 


In 2017, Vrabel’s first year as a defensive coordinator, the Texans finished 
the campaign with 19 players on injured reserve. Despite the setbacks, he 
led the defense to the fifth-best third-down percentage in the NFL and a 
franchise-record 3.97 yards per carry by opponents. Houston also had 18 
different players record at least half a sack and 26 players tally at least one 
tackle for loss. 


As the Texans linebackers coach from 2014-16, Vrabel helped mold 
several top-notch performers within his position group, including Jadeveon 
Clowney, Whitney Mercilus, Benardrick McKinney and Brian Cushing. 
During those three seasons, the Texans defense ranked third in the NFL 
in yards allowed per game (319.9) and net passing yards (218.4). Houston 
also ranked first in third-down defense (33.6 percent), fourth in opponent 
completion percentage (59.5) and sixth in points allowed per game (19.8). 


The 2016 Texans ranked number one in the NFL — for the first time in 
franchise history — in total defense, surrendering only 301.3 yards per 
game. The defense also gave up the fewest first downs per game (17.0) 
and second-fewest net passing yards per game in the league (201.6). 
Clowney, Mercilus and McKinney all earned second-team All-Pro honors,

while Clowney was named to the Pro Bowl for the first time in his career 
after posting then personal bests with 52 tackles, six sacks, 16 tackles for 
loss and 17 quarterback hits. Mercilus led the team in sacks for the first 
time in his career with 7.5 quarterback takedowns and tied for the NFL lead 
with four defensive fumble recoveries. McKinney led the team with a then 
career-high 129 tackles and became the second player in franchise history 
with over 100 tackles and five sacks in a season. 


The 2015 Texans had the top third-down defense in the NFL, allowing a 
28.5 percent conversion rate, which was the lowest percentage in franchise 
history and the lowest by any NFL team since the 2003 Titans (27.7 
percent). The 2015 defense also set a franchise mark with 45 sacks — 22.5 
of which came from Vrabel’s linebacking corps. The 2015 squad also 
finished third in the NFL in net yards per game (310.2) and net passing 
yards allowed per game (210.4) and tied for seventh in points allowed per 
game (19.6). Cushing’s 110 tackles led the linebacking corps and were the 
third-highest mark of his career. Mercilus enjoyed the best year of his career 
as he set a personal high with 12 sacks. 


Prior to joining the NFL coaching ranks, Vrabel transitioned immediately 
from an NFL player to college coach. He started as the linebacker coach 
at Ohio State in 2011 and coached the defensive line from 2012-2013. In 
2012, the Buckeyes finished the season undefeated at 12-0, and Vrabel 
was named Big Ten Recruiter of the Year by ESPN.com. That same 
season, he coached four Ohio State defensive linemen who were either 
drafted into the NFL or signed free agent contracts. 


Vrabel was selected by the Pittsburgh Steelers in the third round (91st 
overall) of the 1997 NFL Draft after playing four years at Ohio State (1993- 
96). With the Buckeyes, he was a dominant performer, earning back-to- 
back All-American honors and becoming the first two-time winner of the Big 
Ten Conference Defensive Lineman of the Year Award (1995 and 1996). 
He graduated from Ohio State with a degree in exercise science. 


A native of Akron, Ohio, Vrabel attended Walsh Jesuit High School. He and 
his wife, Jennifer, have two sons: Tyler and Carter.

Shane Bowen is in his fourth season with the Titans and his sixth season 
coaching in the NFL. He was promoted to defensive coordinator in 

2021 after spending his first three seasons with the Titans as outside 
linebackers coach. 


In 2020, Bowen added defensive play-caller to his responsibilities. The 
Titans defense ranked seventh in the NFL with 23 takeaways, which tied 
for the most by a Titans defense since 2013 (25). The Titans also tallied 
15 interceptions, which ranked seventh in the NFL and the most by the 
Titans since 2012 (19). 


With Bowen as his position coach for the first three seasons of his career, 
outside linebacker Harold Landry III totaled a team-high 19 sacks from 
2018 through 2020. Other than Jevon Kearse (36.0), Landry III produced 
the highest sack total by a Titans/Oilers player in his first three NFL 
seasons since individual sacks became an official NFL statistic in 1982. 
In 2020, Landry led the team with a career-high 32 quarterback pressures 
and a career-high 10 tackles for loss. 


Among Titans outside linebackers in 2019, Landry III (nine sacks) and 
Kamalei Correa (five) achieved career highs in sacks, while undrafted 
rookie Derick Roberson added three sacks. 


In 2018, the Titans defense ranked eighth overall (333.4 yards per game), 
third in points allowed (18.9 per game), 10th on third down (36.6 percent) 
and second in the red zone (44.7 touchdown percentage). Bowen helped 
two rookies—Landry Ill, a second-round draft pick, and undrafted free 
agent Sharif Finch—combine for six sacks. 


Bowen joined the Titans after spending two seasons with the Houston 
Texans as a defensive assistant. In 2017, despite being beset by key 
injuries, the Texans ranked fifth in third-down defense and set a franchise 
record for fewest yards per carry by opponents (3.97). In 2016, he was 
part of a coaching staff that produced the NFL’s top-ranked defense 
(301.3 yards allowed per game) for the first time in franchise history. The 
2016 squad, which also gave up the fewest first downs (17.0) and second- 
fewest net passing yards (201.6) per game, won the AFC South Division 
and advanced to the Divisional Playoff Round. 


Before joining the Texans, Bowen was hired by Kennesaw State 
University in 2013 as one of the first coaches to help launch the school’s 
new football program. The team’s first season was 2015, and with 
Bowen serving as linebackers coach, the Owls went 6-5 in the Big South 
Conference.

Bowen spent the 2012 campaign as a 
defensive graduate assistant at Ohio State. 
He assisted with the defensive line, a unit 
that produced two first-team All-Big Ten 
selections and the conference’s Defensive 
Player of the Year, former Texans outside linebacker John Simon. 
The Buckeyes concluded the year with a 12-0 mark and ranked No. 3 
nationally. 





The 2012 season at Ohio State was the first time Bowen and current 
Titans head coach Mike Vrabel were on the same staff. They reunited 
from 2016-17 with the Texans. 


Bowen began his coaching career as a student assistant at Georgia 
Tech after an injury ended his playing career during his junior season. He 
finished the year assisting with the linebackers before being named an 
offensive graduate assistant in 2010. He held that position for two years 
before leaving for Ohio State. 


Bowen was a three-year letterman at Georgia Tech, where he played 
outside linebacker. He started 10 games and had a streak of 38 
consecutive games played before an injury sidelined him for the remainder 
of his junior season. He helped the Yellow Jackets win Atlantic Coast 
Conference (ACC) Coastal Division titles in 2006 and 2008. The team also 
played in three consecutive bowl games, participating in the 2007 Gator 
Bowl, 2007 Humanitarian Bowl and 2008 Chick-fil-A Bowl. 


Bowen, named to the Dean’s List three times while at Georgia Tech, 
earned a Bachelor of Science degree in business management in 2009, 
and a master’s degree in workforce development and education from Ohio 
State in 2014. He is a native of Pickerington, Ohio. 


He and his wife, Courtney, have a daughter, Harper Belle, and a son, 
Brooks.

Todd Downing enters his third season with the Titans, his 21st NFL 
season and his 23rd season in coaching. He was promoted to offensive 
coordinator in 2021 after initially joining the Titans in 2019 as tight ends 
coach. 


While Downing coached the tight ends from 2019 to 2020, their 21 
touchdowns tied for the third-highest total in the NFL among tight end 
groups. Over those two seasons the Titans tight ends also produced the 
league’s seventh-best receiving yardage total (1,915) and tied for the 
eighth-best reception total (170). 


Among their peers in 2020, the Titans tight end corps ranked second 

in total touchdowns (14), third in touchdown receptions (12), sixth in 
receptions (94) and ninth in receiving yards (967). Jonnu Smith tied 

the franchise single-season record for tight ends with eight touchdown 
catches, which also tied for third place in the NFL in 2020. Emerging 
playmaker Anthony Firkser also set career highs with 39 receptions and 
387 yards. The tight end corps, which also featured MyCole Pruitt and 
Geoff Swaim, played a pivotal role in Derrick Henry’s 2,027-yard rushing 
season. 


In Downing’s initial campaign with the team, the Titans tight ends totaled 
76 receptions and seven touchdowns as a group. Downing helped Smith 
set career highs in receptions (35) and yards (439). Firkser (15 games) 
and Pruitt (10 starts) also saw the most extensive playing time of their 
careers, as Pro Bowl veteran Delanie Walker was limited to only seven 
total games due to injuries. The tight ends played an integral role in the 
Titans finishing third in the NFL in rushing offense (138.9 yards per game). 


Downing joined the Titans after spending 2018 with the Minnesota Vikings 
as tight ends coach. In his one season with Downing, Pro Bowl tight end 
Kyle Rudolph posted the second highest reception (64) and yardage totals 
(634) of his eight-year career. Downing was initially hired as a senior 
offensive assistant in the spring before being named the tight ends coach 
near the start of training camp. 


Downing served as the Raiders offensive coordinator in 2017 after 
spending two years as quarterbacks coach. During his Raiders tenure, he 
helped Derek Carr earn three consecutive Pro Bowl berths (2015-17). 


In 2016, Downing helped the Raiders offense finish sixth in the NFL in 
total offense (373.3 yards per game) while Carr enjoyed a career year. 
Carr finished with 3,937 yards on 357-of-560 passing (63.8 percent) with 
28 touchdowns, six interceptions and a passer rating of 96.7. In Week 8 
against Tampa Bay, he set the franchise record with 513 passing yards 
in the team’s overtime victory, the second time a Downing-coached 
quarterback surpassed 500 yards in a game (Matthew Stafford on Jan. 1, 
2012). 


Carr’s 2016 campaign was highlighted by seven fourth quarter/overtime 
comeback and game-winning drives in 2016. His seven such games 
ranked second in the NFL in 2016 and set a new franchise single-season 
record. Carr also became the first quarterback in NFL history with five 
game-winning touchdown passes in the fourth quarter/overtime in a single 
season. He was named the Castrol Edge Clutch Performer of the Year. 


In his first season with Oakland, Downing helped Carr post one of the 
most prolific passing campaigns in team history on his way to becoming 
the first quarterback to represent the Raiders in the Pro Bowl since 2002. 
For his efforts with the position group in 2015, Downing was named Pro 
Football Focus’ Quarterbacks Coach of the Year. Raiders quarterbacks 
combined for the second-most passing touchdowns (34) and the third- 
most passing yards (4,129) in team history. 
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Prior to joining the Raiders, Downing 
coached quarterbacks for the Buffalo Bills 
in 2014 after previously coaching for the 
Detroit Lions from 2009 to 2013. Downing 
served as the Lions offensive quality control 
coach in 2009, assistant quarterbacks coach in 2010 and quarterbacks 
coach from 2011-13. 





In Downing’s three seasons as quarterbacks coach in Detroit, Stafford 
started all 48 games and passed for at least 4,600 yards and 20 
touchdowns each year, including a 5,000-yard, 41-touchdown season 
in 2011, which led to the Lions’ first playoff berth since 1999. Under 
Downing’s tutelage, Stafford went on to become the franchise leader 
in attempts, completions and passing yards, and he ranked second in 
touchdowns with 109 by the end of 2013. 


Before working exclusively with quarterbacks, Downing served as a 
defensive assistant and assistant special teams coach with the St. Louis 
Rams in 2006 and 2007. In 2008, he was named assistant secondary/ 
defensive quality control coach in St. Louis. 


Downing got his start in the NFL with Minnesota, where he worked as an 
intern and coaching assistant from 2001-02 and as a football systems 
analyst from 2003-04. He was named offensive quality control coach for 
the Vikings in 2005. He helped the Vikings achieve top-five offfensive 
finishes in three years (2003-05) and a playoff appearance in 2004. 


Before he entered the NFL ranks, Downing began his coaching career 
with his high school alma mater, Eden Prairie High School, from 1999 
to 2000.

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SPECIAL TEAMS 





Craig Aukerman enters his fifth season with the Titans and his fourth 
season as special teams coach. The 2021 campaign is his 12th NFL 
season and his 22nd year coaching. He originally joined the Titans in 2017 
as assistant special teams coach. 


In 2020, Aukerman managed three punters, two kickers and two long 
snappers who saw playing time during the season. Punter Brett Kern’s 59.5 
percent (22 of 37) of punts placed inside the 20 was the best of any player 
with at least 30 punts in a season since 1991. Stephen Gostkowski’s seven 
50-yard field goals established a new franchise record, and Gostkowski’s 
46 extra points ranked fourth in club annals. 


In 2019, Tennessee tied New England for the NFL lead with four total 
blocked kicks and punts (three field goals and one extra point). It was the 
team’s highest number of total blocks in its “Titans era” (1999 to present). 
The Titans’ three blocked field goals in 2019 were the most in the NFL and 
the most by the club since 1997. 


Also in 2019, the Titans finished fourth in the NFL in net punting. Kern 
was named to his third consecutive Pro Bowl, and he added first-team 
Associated Press All-Pro honors. His 37 punts inside the 20 led the NFL, 
and his 43.1-yard net average ranked second in team history. 


The 2019 Titans tied for sixth place in the NFL with only 14 special teams 
penalties, following a season in 2018 with just nine special teams penalties, 
which ranked second in the NFL behind Minnesota (eight). From 2000 
through 2018, the lowest previous single-season penalty total for the Titans 
special teams units was 14 infractions in 2002. Only the Vikings had fewer 
total special teams flags than the Titans from 2018-19. 


In 2018, the Titans set a new NFL record for kickoff return average (32.0), 
becoming the first team in NFL history to average more than 30.0 yards per 
kickoff return in a season. Darius Jennings’ 31.7-yard kickoff return average 
set a new individual franchise record, and his 94-yard touchdown return at 
Miami was one of two special teams touchdowns on the season. The other 
came on a fake punt against Houston on a 66-yard touchdown pass from 
Kevin Byard to Dane Cruikshank. 


Kern’s 41.7-yard net average ranked second in team annals at the time 
(surpassed in 2019). His 39 punts placed inside the 20-yard line set a 
franchise record, and his 52.7 percent of punts (39 of 74) placed inside the 
20 led the NEL. 


STRENGTH AND CONDITIONING ASSISTANT 





Brian Bell is in his fourth season as a strength and conditioning assistant 
with the Titans and his seventh season coaching in the NFL. 


In 2020, Bell was part of a coaching staff that earned its second consecutive 
playoff appearance. The Titans won the 2020 AFC South title with an 11-5 
record in the regular season, claiming their best record and first division 
title since going 13-3 in 2008. The 2019 Titans advanced to the AFC 
Championship Game for the first time since 2002. 


Prior to joining the Titans, Bell spent three seasons with the Houston 
Texans as assistant strength and conditioning coach. He was a member of 
back-to-back AFC South division championships in his first two campaigns 
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In 2017, with Aukerman serving as assistant 
special teams coach, Kern’s 44.6-yard net 
average ranked second in NFL history, and 
his 49.7-yard gross average was eighth in 
league annals. Both numbers led the NFL. 
Additionally, kicker Ryan Succop tied a franchise record with 136 points 
during the season, while his 35 field goals tied for second place in team 
history. 





Aukerman joined the Titans after four seasons (2013-16) with the San 
Diego Chargers, first as an assistant special teams coach (2013-15) and 
then as the special teams coordinator (2016). In 2016, second-year kicker 
Josh Lambo led the NFL in touchbacks (67) and rookie punter Drew Kaser 
ranked 10th in the NFL for average (46.3). 


Aukerman broke into the NFL as a defensive assistant for the Denver 
Broncos in 2010 and then joined the Jacksonville Jaguars in the same 
capacity in 2011. In 2012, he was an assistant special teams coach with 
the Jaguars. 


Aukerman has 10 years of coaching experience on the collegiate level. He 
spent time coaching at Kent State (2009), Miami (Ohio) (2005-08 & 2001- 
02), Western Kentucky (2003-04) and University of Findlay (Ohio) (2000). 


He was a two-time NAIA All-America at the University of Findlay, where he 
played defensive back and wide receiver from 1995-98.

SAFETIES 


Scott Booker is in his fourth season with the Titans and in his second 
season as Safeties coach. He arrived in Tennessee in 2018 as a defensive 
assistant following 15 years of college coaching experience. 


In 2020, safety Kevin Byard led the team and set a career high with 111 
tackles, while second-year safety Amani Hooker emerged as a playmaker 
for the defense, tying for the team lead with four interceptions. As a unit, 
the Titans defense ranked seventh in the NFL with 15 interceptions, which 
was most by the Titans since 2012. 


In 2019, Booker helped Byard and Kenny Vaccaro solidify themselves as 
one of the NFL’s top safety duos. Each safety started all 16 games, a first for 
the team since 2010. Byard’s five interceptions tied for the second-highest 
total among all NFL safeties, and only four teams had more interceptions 
from their safeties than the six combined from Byard and Vaccaro during 
the regular season. In the playoffs, Byard and Vaccaro each notched an 
interception in a divisional round win at Baltimore. 


As a defensive assistant focused on the safeties in 2018, Booker helped 
Byard accumulate four interceptions and worked to acclimate Vaccaro to 
the Titans defense after the veteran was added during training camp. The 
Titans ranked sixth in the NFL in passing defense (216.9 yards per game), 
and they ranked eighth in the league with an opponent passer rating of 
88.4. 


Prior to joining the Titans, Booker coached safeties and special teams for 
Nebraska in 2017. 


Booker spent seven years at Notre Dame, first as an offensive intern from 
2010-11 and then as tight ends and special teams coordinator from 2012- 
16. During his time in South Bend, the Fighting Irish participated in six 
bowl games, including the 2012 BCS National Championship Game and 
the 2015 Fiesta Bowl. In 2012, tight end Tyler Eifert won the John Mackey 
Award and was a consensus first team All-American. Eifert, along with 
tight ends Ben Koyack and Troy Niklas, were all drafted in the NFL after 
playing under Booker.

On special teams under Booker’s watch, 
kicker Kyle Brindza set Notre Dame career 
records for field goals (57), field-goal 
attempts (81) and 50-yard field goals (four), 
while also establishing the top three single- 
season point totals by a kicker in Irish history. From 2015-16, Booker’s 
special teams units scored six touchdowns, including four in 2015, which 
was the most by a Notre Dame team since 2000. The previous year (2014), 
Notre Dame led the nation in blocked kicks. 


Booker was the secondary coach at Western Kentucky in 2009 after playing 
and coaching under former Titans defensive coordinator Dean Pees at Kent 
State. After playing in the secondary for the Golden Flashes when Pees 
was the head coach, he joined the coaching staff as a graduate assistant 
from 2003-04 and then served as the secondary coach from 2005-08. In 
that time, he developed a pair of NFL Draft picks in Jack Williams and 
Usama Young and helped Kent State rank first or second in the MAC in 
pass efficiency defense, pass defense and interceptions in 2006. 


The Pittsburgh, Pa., native was a four-year letter winner for the Golden 
Flashes from 1999 to 2002, and he was named to the MAC all-academic 
team in 2001. He earned his bachelor’s in business administration from 
Kent State in 2003, and his master’s in sport studies in 2006.

Kylan Butler joined the Titans for the 2021 season as part of the NFL Bill 
Walsh Diversity Coaching Fellowship after seven years coaching at the 
collegiate level. 


Prior to his arrival in Tennessee, Butler spent two seasons coaching wide 
receivers at Morehead State University. He also served as co-special 
teams coordinator in 2019 and was promoted to associate head coach for 
2020-21. 


After Morehead State’s fall 2020 season was postponed due to the COVID- 
19 pandemic, the team played in the spring of 2021. Butler helped wide 
receiver BJ Byrd earn unanimous first-team All-Pioneer League honors 
as the senior finished as the conference’s leader with eight touchdown 
receptions.

Keith Carter is in his fourth season as the Titans offensive line coach, his 
ninth season coaching in the NFL and his 16th total season in coaching. 


In 2020, while using three different starting left tackles, the Titans had the 
NFL’s second-ranked rushing offense (168.1 yards per game), and the 
unit’s 25 sacks allowed was the sixth-best number in the league. Three 
of the team’s regulars on the offensive line by the end of the season 
established new career highs in starts: right tackle Dennis Kelly (16), left 
tackle David Quessenberry (six) and right guard Nate Davis (16). The unit 
helped Derrick Henry (2,027 rushing yards) lead the NFL in rushing for the 
second consecutive year and record the fifth-highest single-season rushing 
total in NFL history. 


In 2019, the Titans offense finished third in the NFL in rushing (138.9 yards 
per game) with Henry leading the league in rushing yards (1,540). The 
offensive line protected NFL Comeback Player of the Year Ryan Tannehill 
as the veteran quarterback led the NFL with a 117.5 passer rating. Third- 
round rookie Nate Davis started 15 consecutive games (including playoffs) 
at right guard. 


In 2018, a season in which the offense implemented a new blocking 
scheme, the Titans used five different starting offensive line combinations 
due to injuries. Nevertheless, the Titans had the seventh-ranked rushing 
offense in the NFL (126.4 yards per game), as Henry finished second in the 
AFC with 1,059 rushing yards and placed third in the NFL with 12 rushing 
touchdowns. Left tackle Taylor Lewan was named to the Pro Bowl following 
the 2018 campaign.

In his 15 seasons of college coaching, 

Edwards mentored 13 players who went on to play professional football. 
From 2014 through 2017, Edwards served as the defensive coordinator at 
Tiffin University. He helped Tiffin to consecutive winning seasons (8-3 in 
2016 and 6-5 in 2017) in his final two years there. In 2017, the Dragons led 
the Great Lakes Intercollegiate Athletic Conference in sacks (3.0 per game) 
and tackles for loss (8.7 per game), ranking 19th and eighth, respectively, 
in all of Division Il. Opposing offenses only managed to convert 31 percent 
of third downs, ranking second in the conference and 20th in Division II. 


Edwards served as special teams coordinator and coached the defensive 
line at Florida Atlantic University in 2013. The FAU defense finished 11th 
nationally in total defense, broke four sack records and finished bowl 
eligible. 


In 2011, Edwards returned to his alma mater and coached the Miami 
Redhawks’ defensive ends for one season before taking on the responsibility 
of special teams coordinator and linebackers coach in 2012. 


After beginning his coaching career in 2003 as the linebackers coach at 
the College of Wooster, Edwards spent the next seven seasons working 
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at Kent State, initially as a graduate assistant (2004-05) and then as the 
defensive line coach (2006-10). 


Edwards played his college football at Miami (Ohio), where he served as 
a linebacker and defensive end and was named a team captain during his 
senior season. He earned his bachelor’s degree in sport organization in

Erik Frazier is in his first season with the Titans in 2021 after spending 
seven years coaching in the college ranks. 


Frazier has had three previous stints in the NFL as a participant in the Bill 
Walsh Diversity Coaching Fellowship program, including stops with the 
Kansas City Chiefs (2017), Minnesota Vikings (2018) and the New York 
Giants (2019). 


From 2019 to 2020, Frazier was the wide receivers coach and passing 
game coordinator at Montana State. The 2019 Bobcats advanced to the 
FCS playoff semifinals and finished with a No. 4 national ranking, as wide 
receiver Kevin Kassis received third team All-Conference recognition. 
Wide receiver Travis Jonsen was a first team All-Big Sky All-Purpose 
selection prior to joining the Tampa Bay Buccaneers. The university’s 2020 
campaign was canceled due to the COVID-19 pandemic. 


Frazier spent 2018 as the wide receivers coach at Western Illinois, where 
he helped construct a Leathernecks passing attack that produced three 
receivers with at least 600 receiving yards and three receivers with at 
least 40 catches. Senior Isaiah LeSure (615 receiving yards) was named 
second team All-Missouri Valley Football Conference, while junior receiver 
John Brunner (625 receiver yards) was named to the All-MVFC Newcomer

Mondray Gee enters his third season with the Titans, his 21st NFL season 
and his 22nd season in coaching. 


Gee joined the Titans after spending nine seasons with the Seattle 
Seahawks (2010-18), where he served as an assistant strength and 
conditioning coach. 


In 2020, Gee was part of a coaching staff that earned its second 
consecutive playoff appearance. The Titans won the 2020 AFC South title 
with an 11-5 record in the regular season, claiming their best record and 
first division title since going 13-3 in 2008. The 2019 Titans advanced to the 
AFC Championship Game for the first time since 2002. 


During his time with the Seahawks, in conjunction with working with all of 
the players, Gee worked alongside the athletic training staff to conduct 
rehabilitation programs for players returning from injured reserve and/ 
or the team’s physically unable to perform list. Gee helped manage the 
return to the field of nine injured players. He was in charge of the rookie 
orientation lifting program and organized the weekly wellness programs for 
the specialists. The Seahawks earned playoff berths in seven of his nine 
seasons there, including back-to-back Super Bowl appearances, a Super 
Bowl XLVII victory following the 2013 season, and an NFC title the following 
year. Collectively during his tenure in Seattle, the Seahawks won four NFC 
West titles, two NFC Championships, and won 10 or more games in six of 
nine seasons. 


From 2008-09, Gee was a strength and conditioning assistant with 
the Green Bay Packers, working with players on improving power 
development, speed, recovery, regeneration and flexibility. His stint in 
Green Bay followed seven seasons (2001-07) with the Detroit Lions as a 
strength and conditioning assistant.

Jim Haslett is in his second season with the Titans, his 26th season as an 
NFL coach and his 33rd overall year in coaching. Additionally, he was an 
NEL linebacker for nine years prior to his coaching career. 


In 2020, inside linebacker Rashaan Evans started all 16 games for the 
second consecutive season and finished third on the defense with 96 
tackles. Jayon Brown was leading the team with 76 total tackles and was 
on pace for a career high prior placed on injured reserve 10 games into 
the campaign. 


Haslett (pronounced “HAZ-lett”) arrived in Tennessee after most recently 
spending three seasons (2016-18) as the linebackers coach for the 
Cincinnati Bengals. He came to the Titans with 12 total seasons of NFL 
coordinating experience, and he has been an NFL head coach for seven 
campaigns, including a six-year run with the New Orleans Saints (2000-05) 
and an interim head coaching position with the St. Louis Rams in 2008. 
With New Orleans, he earned Associated Press Coach of the Years honors 
in 2000. 


Haslett’s tenure as defensive coordinator in Pittsburgh coincided with the 
first three seasons of current Titans head coach Mike Vrabel’s playing 
career. They were together with the Steelers from 1997 through 1999. 
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Gee also worked in many capacities at 
Michigan State from 1996 to 2001. With 
the Spartans, he assisted the strength and 
conditioning department and the football 
team, working with several future NFL and 
NBA players. He worked as an intern as an undergrad and served as a 
graduate assistant from 2000-01. 





In the summer of 1999, Gee interned for the Chicago Cubs Class A affiliate, 
the Lansing Lugnuts. 


Gee earned a bachelor’s degree in kinesiology education from Michigan 
State in 1999 and added a master’s degree in athletic administration 
in 2002. In 2010, he achieved a Level 1 certification through USA 
Weightlifting, the governing body of the U.S. Olympic weightlifting team. 


Gee, pronounced like the letter ‘G,’ served on the 2014 Gatorade advisory 
board along with fellow NFL strength coaches, athletic trainers and 
nutritionists. 


His cousin, Karl Williams, played for the Tampa Bay Buccaneers and 
Arizona Cardinals.

Haslett holds the distinction of being the only 
person recognized as a College Football 
Hall of Fame member (as a player), an 
Associated Press NFL Defensive Rookie of 
the Year and an AP NFL Coach of the Year. 





From 2017 to 2018, the Cincinnati linebackers fought through a rash of 
injuries. Nevertheless, the 2017 Bengals ranked sixth in the NFL in fewest 
yards per play (5.0), eighth against the pass (211.2 yards per game) and 
sixth in red-zone defense (46.4 percent). Vincent Rey (team-leading 84 
tackles in 2017), Nick Vigil (77) and Vontaze Burfict (69) all finished in the 
top five on the team in tackles that season, despite missing a combined 13 
games. Vigil then set a career high with 84 total stops in 2018. 


In 2016, Haslett’s first in Cincinnati, the linebackers helped the Bengals 
defense rank eighth in the NFL in fewest points allowed per game (19.7) 
and seventh in red-zone defense (51.0 touchdown percentage). 


Haslett spent 2015 as a consultant to the Penn State University football 
program after five years (2010-14) as defensive coordinator with the 
Washington Football Team. In Washington, he worked under head coach 
Mike Shanahan for the first four seasons and head coach Jay Gruden for 
one campaign. 
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Haslett was head coach of the St. Louis Rams for the last 12 games of 
2008, after opening the season as defensive coordinator. Once Scott 
Linehan was released after an 0-4 start, he directed the team’s only two 
victories on the year. 


Haslett’s New Orleans record was 46-52, including 1-1 in postseason. He 
ranks third in Saints history in career wins. He was named Associated 
Press NFL Coach of the Year in 2000, when he took over the Saints and 
raised them from a 3-13 finish in 1999 to a 10-6 record and the NFC South 
title. The Saints’ 31-28 wild card playoff win that season over St. Louis was 
the first postseason victory in New Orleans franchise history. 


Haslett was also a head coach in the developmental United Football 
League in 2009, leading the Florida Tuskers to a 6-0 record before the 
team lost in overtime in the league championship game to a Las Vegas club 
coached by former New York Giants head coach Jim Fassel. 


His first NFL coaching job was as linebackers coach for the Los Angeles 
Raiders (1993-94) before serving in the same capacity with the Saints in 
1995. In 1996, the Saints promoted him to defensive coordinator, and he 
joined the Steelers the following season as coordinator. 


He received his start in coaching at the University of Buffalo for three 
seasons (1988-90) before joining the World League of American Football's 
Sacramento Surge as defensive coordinator for two seasons (1991-92). 

A Pittsburgh native, Haslett was a four-time Little All-America defensive

Jason Houghtaling (name pronounced “HO-tail-ing”) is in his first season 
with the Titans in 2021 after 14 years of college coaching experience, 
including five seasons as the head coach at Wagner. He arrived in 
Tennessee after spending 2020 as the offensive line coach at Colgate. 


Houghtaling had three different stints at Wagner, gaining experience as 
a running backs coach (2006), offensive line coach (2007-09), offensive 
coordinator (2011-12) and associate head coach/offensive coordinator 
(2014) prior to his tenure as head coach from 2015 to 2019. 


During his time as Wagner’s head coach, he coached 28 All-Northeast 
Conference selections, including Greg Senat, who he helped develop into 
a sixth-round pick in the 2018 NFL Draft by the Baltimore Ravens, and 
Matt Diaz, who was signed by the Titans as a rookie free agent in 2018. 
Houghtailing’s teams also produced a two-time conference Defensive 
Player of the Year in Cam Gill and the nation’s second-leading rusher in 
2018 in Ryan Fulse. 


In Houghtaling’s three total seasons as Wagner's offensive coordinator, the 
Seahawks amassed a 16-6 NEC record with a pair of league titles. 


Known as “Hoss” to players and fellow coaches, Houghtaling was a Wagner 
assistant coach from 2006 to 2009, before becoming head coach at Hudson 
Valley Community College in 2010. Following one season as head coach of 
the Vikings, he returned to Wagner as offensive coordinator in 2011, where 
he spent two seasons, including the 2012 NEC Championship campaign. 
He spent 2013 as the offensive coordinator at Cornell before heading back 
to Wagner the next season. 


During the 2013 campaign at Cornell, Houghtaling coached quarterback 
Jeff Mathews, who led the Ivy League in attempts, completions and passing 
yards, before signing a rookie free agent contract with the Atlanta Falcons.

Zak Kuhr (pronounced “COOR’) is in his second season coaching in the 
NEL. He was hired in 2020 as a quality control coach to work with the Titans 
defense and became the inside linebackers assistant in 2021. 


Prior to joining the Titans, Kuhr spent the 2019 season at the University of 
Texas with head coach Tom Herman. The Longhorns finished with an 8-5 
record, including a win in the Valero Alamo Bowl. They were 25th in the 
final Associated Press Top 25 rankings. 


Kuhr was with head coach Everett Withers for two years at Texas State 
(2017-18). In his first season with the Bobcats, during which time he was 
the co-offensive coordinator and running backs coach, Texas State’s 
offense averaged over 389 yards of total offense and nearly 23 points 
during the final five games after netting just 304 yards and 13.4 points per 
contest in the first seven games. Kuhr also coached a trio of running backs 
(Anthony Taylor, Anthony Smith and Robert Brown, Jr.) who combined for 
over 1,200 yards and five touchdowns. He was promoted to assistant head 
coach/offensive coordinator/running backs coach for the 2018 season. 


Before his time at Texas State, Kuhr had a one-year stop in 2016 at 
Rutgers, where he was the Scarlet Knights’ running backs coach. 


After spending 2013 as a graduate assistant at Old Dominion, where he 
worked with the running backs and special teams, Kuhr completed two 
campaigns (2014-15) on the coaching staff at James Madison. He served 
as the co-offensive coordinator and running backs coach for the Dukes 
in 2015 after being hired as running backs coach the previous year. In 
2015, James Madison finished with a 9-3 record, advanced to the second 
round of the FCS playoffs, leading the country in third-down efficiency (54 
percent) while ranking second in scoring offense (44.3 points per game) 
and third in total offense (528.8 yards per game). 


SECONDARY 





Anthony Midget is in his second year with the Titans as secondary coach 
and his eighth total season coaching in the NFL. He also has seven 
seasons of college coaching experience. 


In 2020, Titans defense ranked seventh in the NFL with 15 interceptions. 
Cornerback Malcolm Butler's five combined interceptions in the regular 
season and postseason tied for fourth in the league. Meanwhile, safety 
Kevin Byard led the defense and set a career high with 111 tackles. 


Prior to his arrival in Tennessee, Midget was Houston’s secondary coach 
for two years (2018-19) following four seasons as the team’s assistant 
secondary coach (2014-17). 


In 2019, Midget directed a defensive backfield that incorporated several 
new pieces, helping the Texans capture their second consecutive AFC 
South title and their fourth in five years. They added safety Tashaun 
Gipson Sr. and cornerback Bradley Roby in free agency, while corners 
Vernon Hargreaves and Gareon Conley were acquired during the season. 
Meanwhile, safety Justin Reid continued to flourish in only his second NFL 
season. 


In Midget’s first season overseeing Houston’s secondary in 2018, the 
Texans allowed 19.8 points per game, including an NFL-best 17.3 points 
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He was an intern under Urban Meyer at Ohio 
State for two seasons (2011-12), working 
with running backs and special teams units. 
It was there that he first worked with current 
Titans head coach Mike Vrabel, who was an 
assistant for the Buckeyes at the time. Kuhr helped mentor running back 
Carlos Hyde, who went on to earn All-American honors. 








A native of Jacksonville, Fla., Kuhr launched his coaching career in his 
hometown at a young age. He first worked as an assistant coach at 
Mandarin High School and Westside High School, where he served as 
offensive coordinator. He then spent two seasons (2009-10) as special 
teams coordinator at Edward Waters College. 


Kuhr earned his bachelor’s degree in sports management at Florida in 
2013.

per game from Weeks 5-17. Reid quickly 
blossomed into an impact player in his 
rookie season, appearing in all 16 games 
and becoming the first rookie to post a stat 
line of 81 total tackles, three interceptions 
(including one returned 101 yards for a touchdown), 10 passes defensed, 
one quarterback hit, two tackles for loss, one forced fumble, two fumble 
recoveries and seven special teams tackles since each stat became 
officially tracked by the NFL. Midget also helped veteran Kareem Jackson 
record the best season of his nine-year career with a career-high 17 passes 
defensed and two interceptions. 





In 2017, Houston tied with Cincinnati, Miami and Pittsburgh for the NFL 
lead with three different defensive backs posting at least one interception 
and at least one sack—Jackson, Marcus Gilchrist and Eddie Pleasant. 
Houston had seven different players record an interception. 


The Texans won back-to-back AFC South championships in 2015-16 and 
put together three consecutive winning seasons (2014-16) for the first time 
in franchise history. Houston’s 7-1 record at home and 5-1 record in the 
division in 2016 both tied franchise records. The team also advanced to the 
AFC Divisional Round for the first time since 2012. 
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The Texans finished the 2016 season with the NFL's top-ranked defense 
for the first time in franchise history, surrendering an average of only 301.3 
total net yards per game. They also gave up the fewest first downs (17.0) 
and second-fewest net passing yards (201.6) per game. Houston was the 
only team in the NFL to not allow a 300-yard passer in 2016. Safety Quintin 
Demps led all NFL safeties with a career-high six interceptions, which also 
tied for the second-most in a single season in Texans history. Cornerback 
A.J. Bouye set single-season career highs with 62 total tackles and 16 
passes defensed, and he became the first player in team history with a pick 
in back-to-back postseason games. 


In 2015, the Texans defense finished third in the NFL in net yards (310.2) 
and net passing yards allowed per game (210.4), tied for third in passes 
defensed (90) and tied for seventh in points allowed per game (19.6). 
The Texans also allowed the fifth-lowest opponent completion percentage 
(59.0) in the league. They led the league on third down (28.5 percent), 
surrendering the lowest opponent third-down percentage by any NFL team 
since the 2003 Titans (27.7). 


In 2014, the Texans secondary was involved in 22 of Houston’s 34 
takeaways and had seven players with either a forced fumble, fumble 
recovery or interception. The group accounted for nine forced fumbles, 
five fumble recoveries, 16 interceptions and three interceptions returned 
for touchdowns. 


Prior to joining the Texans, Midget spent the 2013 season at Penn State, 
where he held the role of safeties coach for head coach Bill O’Brien. In his 
lone year at the school, Penn State’s pass defense efficiency ranked fifth 
in the Big Ten, and the Nittany Lions joined Ohio State as the only two 
teams to have three players rank in the top 20 of passes defensed in the 
conference. 


From 2008 through 2012, Midget served as secondary coach and special 
teams coordinator (2008-11) before becoming defensive coordinator (2012) 


WIDE RECEIVERS 





Rob Moore is in his fourth season with the Titans as wide receivers coach, 
his 20th NFL season as a player or coach, and his 13th total season in 
coaching. 


Under Moore's tutelage from 2019 to 2020, wide receiver A.J. Brown 
totaled 122 receptions for 2,126 yards (17.4 avg.) with 19 touchdown 
catches. Brown became the 11th player to reach 1,000 receiving yards in 
each of his first two NFL seasons, the first player to do so since Michael 
Thomas (2016-17), and the only player in Titans/Oilers history other than 
Bill Groman (1960-61) to accomplish the feat. 


In 2020, Brown was selected to his first Pro Bowl after leading the team 
with 70 receptions, 1,075 receiving yards and 11 touchdown catches 
in 14 games (12 starts). He tied for fifth place in the NFL in touchdown 
receptions and joined Drew Bennett (11 in 2004) as the only players in the 
team’s “Titans era” (since 1999) with 10 or more touchdown receptions in 
a season. Additionally, wide receiver Corey Davis set career highs with 
984 receiving yards and five touchdowns and tied his career high with 65 
catches. 


In 2019, the Titans offense ranked fourth in the NFL in yards per play (6.12) 
and first in red zone efficiency (75.6 percent). Along the way, Moore helped 
Brown, a second-round draft pick, put together one of the best seasons 
by a rookie in franchise annals. Brown led the 2019 NFL rookie class in 
receiving yards (1,051), tied for the rookie lead in touchdown receptions 
(eight), and ranked fifth among rookies in receptions (52). Among all 
rookies in franchise history, Brown ranked third in receiving yards and 
fifth in receptions, and he tied for the third-highest receiving touchdown 
total. Among all NFL players in 2019—rookies and veterans—Brown 
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at Georgia State. During his tenure, he worked with kick returner Albert 
Wilson, who led the Colonial Athletic Association with a 25.9 kickoff return 
average en route to being selected CAA Co-Special Teams Player of the 
Year in 2012. Midget was also instrumental in the development of punter 
Lain Vance, who was a third team All-American in 2010. 


Midget joined the collegiate coaching ranks as a graduate assistant at 
Virginia Tech, his alma mater, helping the Hokies win the 2007 Atlantic 
Coast Conference title. He began his coaching career at Lake Worth (Fla.) 
High School, where he served as an assistant coach for four seasons 
(2003-06). 


As a player, Midget was a four-year letterman and a three-year starter at 
cornerback at Virginia Tech. As a senior in 1999, he earned third team 
All-American honors and first team All-Big East honors, helping the Hokies 
reach the BCS National Championship Game. He also was named to the 
Big East All-Academic team and the Athletic Director's Honor Roll. Midget 
was selected by the Atlanta Falcons in the fifth round (134th overall) of the 
2000 NFL Draft. 


Midget and his wife, Tresica, have two daughters, Anaiya and Kaylin, and 
one son, Jalen.

finished second in receiving average (20.2), 
behind only the Los Angeles Chargers’ Mike 
Williams (20.4). 





Moore oversaw the development of a 

youthful group in 2018 that included Davis in his second year and and 
third-year veteran Tajaé Sharpe. Davis led the offense with 65 receptions, 
891 receiving yards and four touchdowns, seeing dramatic increases from 
his rookie campaign (34 catches for 375 yards). His yardage total ranked 
ninth among all AFC wide receivers. 


Prior to arriving in Tennessee, Moore spent three seasons (2015-17) as 
the Oakland Raiders wide receivers coach. In Oakland, he worked with 
Amari Cooper and Michael Crabtree, who combined for 435 receptions, 
5,446 receiving yards, 43 touchdowns and 17 100-yard games during 
their three seasons together. With seven touchdowns by Cooper and eight 
from Crabtree in 2017, the two became the first Raiders teammates since 
Tim Brown and Rick Dudley from 1997-99 to have at least five touchdown 
receptions apiece in three consecutive seasons. 


In 2016, Cooper (1,153 yards) and Crabtree (1,003) became the first pair 
of Raiders wide receivers to surpass 1,000 receiving yards in the same 
season since 2001. Cooper became only the third player in NFL history 
to surpass 1,000 receiving yards and 70 receptions in each of his first two 
seasons (2015-16) in the league, joining Odell Beckham Jr. and Marques 
Colston. 


In his first season in Oakland, Moore was charged with overseeing the 
rookie development of Cooper, the team’s first-round draft selection in 


Tennessee Titans 2021 Media Guide 


2015. Cooper set franchise rookie records for receptions (72), receiving 
yards (1,070) and 100-yard games (five), and his reception total was the 
highest by any NFL wide receiver 21 years old or younger. Additionally, first- 
year player and former undrafted wide receiver Seth Roberts accounted for 
five touchdown receptions. 


After coaching five seasons at the collegiate level, Moore joined the 
Buffalo Bills in 2014 to help mentor a youthful wide receiving corps. Moore 
helped rookie Sammy Watkins, the team’s fourth-overall pick in the 2014 
NFL Draft, total 65 receptions for 982 yards and six touchdowns, setting 
the team’s rookie records for receptions and yards. Second-year receiver 
Robert Woods set new personal bests with 65 catches for 699 yards and 
five touchdowns, while another young receiver, Chris Hogan, set career 
highs with 41 receptions, 426 yards and four touchdowns. 


As wide receivers coach for four years at Syracuse (2010-13), Moore 
helped the Orange to three bowl victories. Under his tutelage, wide receiver 
Alec Lemon finished his career ranked first in the Orange record books for 
all-time receptions (201) and second in all-time receiving yards (1,780). 


Moore got his start in coaching at Montclair (N.J.) High School from 2002- 
03, working with wide receivers, and in 2009, he became the wide receivers 
coach for Phoenix (Ariz.) Junior College. He also spent time working as a 
consultant for Protect Management and Athlete’s Performance, training 
athletes for the NFL Draft, such as future draft picks Robert Meachem, 
Dwayne Bowe, Vernon Davis, Golden Tate and Arrelious Benn. 


QUARTERBACKS 





Pat O'Hara is in his fourth season with the Titans as quarterbacks coach 
after spending the previous three seasons (2015-17) with the Houston 
Texans. 


O’Hara brings a deep and varied set of experiences to the Titans, with a 
playing career as a quarterback that spanned 16 years in the NFL, World 
League and the Arena Football League. Additionally, he spent 10 years 
coaching in the AFL, including multiple stints as a head coach. 


Under O’Hara’s guidance in 2020, quarterback Ryan Tannehill ranked 
fifth in the NFL with a 106.5 passer rating, which was second in franchise 
history behind Tannehill’s own 2019 record (117.5). Tannehill produced 
top-five numbers on several other franchise single-season lists in 2020, 
including 40 total touchdowns (first), 3,819 passing yards (third), 33 
touchdown passes (tied for second), 65.5 completion percentage (fourth) 
and 7.9 yards per attempt (tied for fifth). 


In 2019, O'Hara was part of a staff that turned the season around from a 
2-4 start to the team’s first AFC Championship Game appearance in 17 
seasons. The Titans traded for Tannehill during the 2019 offseason, and in 
Week 7 he recorded his first start for the club. Tannehill subsequently set 
single-season franchise records and led the NFL with a 117.5 passer rating 
and a passing average of 9.6 yards per attempt. His passer rating was the 
fourth-highest figure in NFL history among qualifiers. Additionally, he set a 
club record and placed third in the NFL with a 70.3 completion percentage. 
He capped the season by winning the Associated Press Comeback Player 
of the Year Award in addition to Pro Bowl honors. 


In 2018, O’Hara helped guide quarterback Marcus Mariota to a single- 
season franchise record with a 68.9 completion percentage (228 of 331), 
shattering the previous record of 65.6 percent by Cody Carlson in 1992. 
Mariota also finished 2018 with a career-best average of 7.64 yards per 
attempt (2,528 passing yards), a career-best 357 rushing yards and a 
career-low eight interceptions. At Houston, he completed 22 of 23 passes 
to rank second in NFL history with a single-game completion rate of 95.7 
percent. 
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Moore played 12 years as a wide receiver in the NFL after being selected 
by the New York Jets in the first round of the 1990 Supplemental Draft. He 
spent five seasons with New York Jets (1990-94) and seven years with 
the Arizona Cardinals (1995-2001). His career totals included 153 games, 
146 starts, 628 receptions, 9,368 receiving yards and 49 touchdowns. He 
was named to the Pro Bowl following the 1994 and 1997 campaigns, the 
latter of which he led the NFL with 1,584 receiving yards en route to being 
named All-Pro. 


A native of Hempstead, N.Y., Moore played collegiately at Syracuse from 
1987-89, starting all three seasons. He set team records for receiving yards 
per game (75.8) and career touchdown receptions (22) while going to three 
consecutive bowl games. He was on Syracuse’s undefeated (11-0-1) team 
in 1987. In 1999, he was named to Syracuse’s All-Century Team. 


He is married to Candice and has five children: son Satchel and daughters 
Dakota, Savoy, Meadow and Charlie.

In his time with the Texans, O’Hara was 
an offensive assistant and helped coach 
quarterbacks. In 2017, rookie quarterback 
Deshaun Watson completed 61.8 percent 
of his passes for 1,699 yards and 19 
touchdowns in only seven games before suffering a season-ending injury. 
Watson set NFL records for most passing touchdowns (19) through 
a player’s first seven career games in NFL history and most passing 
touchdowns (18 in Weeks 3-8) by a rookie over any five-game span in 
NFL history. Watson recorded three games with four-or-more passing 
touchdowns, joining Fran Tarkenton (1961) as the only rookies in NFL 
history to do so. He also became the fifth quarterback and first rookie in 
NEL history to have a five-game stretch of at least 225 passing yards and 
at least 20 rushing yards. 





The Texans won the AFC South in 2015 and 2016 with back-to-back 9-7 
records. In 2015, Houston became the first NFL team since 1950 to earn 
a trip to the postseason with four different starting quarterbacks winning at 
least one regular season game. 


Before joining the Texans, O’Hara spent the 2014 AFL offseason as the 
director of player personnel for the Jacksonville Sharks, following 10 
seasons coaching arena football. He was the head coach for the Los 
Angeles Avengers (2009), Tri-Cities Fever (AF2, 2009), Orlando Predators 
(2010-11) and New Orleans VooDoo (2012-14). 


While still playing quarterback in the Arena League, O’Hara began his 
coaching career in 1996 as the quarterbacks coach at Point Loma High 
School in California. Two years later, he became the quarterbacks coach 
for New Smyrna Beach (Fla.) High School and was eventually named 
offensive coordinator at Olympia (Fla.) High School in 2001. O’Hara got his 
first AFL coaching job as the offensive coordinator of the Tampa Bay Storm 
in 2005 and held the unique position of a player-coach. Eventually, O’Hara 
retired as a player in 2007 and landed his first head coaching job with the 
Los Angeles Avengers (AFL) in 2009. 
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As a player, O’Hara spent six seasons in Orlando and helped lead the 
Predators to wins in ArenaBowls XII and XIV. He then joined the Toronto 
Phantoms in 2001 and the Tampa Bay Storm in 2003, helping lead the 
Storm to a win in ArenaBowl XVII. 


O'Hara attended the University of Southern California, where he played 
quarterback for the Trojans under head coach Larry Smith. After Rodney 
Peete left in 1989, O’Hara was poised to take over as USC's starting 
quarterback until a knee injury ended his junior season just 10 days before 
the first game. 


After graduating from USC with a degree in public administration, O’Hara 
was drafted by the Tampa Bay Buccaneers in the 10th round of the 1991 
NFL Draft. Following the 1991 season, he was allocated to the World 
League of American Football’s Ohio Glory. He then spent the 1992 and 
1993 seasons with the San Diego Chargers before heading to training 
camp with the Washington Football Team in 1994. 


O'Hara has done consulting work in the film industry, coordinating and 
choreographing football action scenes for movies such as “The Longest 
Yard,” “Invincible,” “We Are Marshall” and “The Game Plan.” His work 
includes coaching actors Adam Sandler, Mark Wahlberg and Dwayne “The 
Rock” Johnson. He appeared on screen in “The Waterboy,” “Any Given 
Sunday,” and “The Game Plan.” 


STRENGTH AND CONDITIONING 





Frank Piraino is in his third season as strength and conditioning coach 
with the Titans. He arrived in Tennessee with 16 years of experience in 
the collegiate ranks developing the strength and conditioning of athletes. 


In 2020, Piraino was part of a coaching staff that earned its second 
consecutive playoff appearance. The Titans won the 2020 AFC South title 
with an 11-5 record in the regular season, claiming their best record and 
first division title since going 13-3 in 2008. The 2019 Titans advanced to the 
AFC Championship Game for the first time since 2002. 


Piraino joined the Titans after serving as head strength and conditioning 
coach for football at Boston College, where he spent six total seasons 
(2013-18). 


Piraino joined head coach Steve Addazio at Boston College after spending 
two seasons (2011-12) as his head strength and conditioning coach at 
Temple and one year as the head strength and conditioning coach for 
football at Marshall (2010). 


He served on the strength and conditioning staff at the University of Florida 
for five years (2005-09), during a stretch when Florida won a pair of national 
championships (2006 and 2008) under head coach Urban Meyer. 
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O’Hara served as an analyst for CBS Sports Network on AFL broadcasts 
from 2014-18. Additionally, he has worked as a television football analyst 
for Spectrum Sports/Bright House Sports Network covering Florida High 
School football and served as the color analyst for the University of Central 
Florida IMG Radio Network. 


A native of Santa Monica (Calif.), O’Hara and his wife, Billie, have two sons:

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SENIOR DEFENSIVE ASSISTANT 





Jim Schwartz is in his 28th NFL season and his 11th campaign with the 
Titans. He rejoined the team in 2021 as senior defensive assistant after 
previously serving on the staff from 1999 to 2008, including eight years as 
defensive coordinator. 


Schwartz brings to the Titans 14 total years of experience as an NFL 
defensive coordinator and an additional four years as the head coach of 
the Detroit Lions (2009-13). 


From 2016 to 2020, Schwartz was the defensive coordinator with the 
Philadelphia Eagles. During his five seasons in Philadelphia, the Eagles 
ranked third in third-down defense (35.9 percent), sixth in red-zone defense 
(52.7 percent), third in rushing defense (99.1 yards per game) and seventh 
in sacks (208). 


In 2020, the Eagles defense ranked third in the NFL with 49 sacks, and in 
2019, the team led the NFL in forcing three-and-out drives (27.5 percent). 
The defense featured a pair of Pro Bowl selections in defensive end 
Brandon Graham and defensive tackle Fletcher Cox. 


In 2019, Philadelphia forced the highest percentage of opponent three-and- 
out drives (27.5 pct.) in the NFL and ranked third in rushing defense (90.1 
ypg), fourth in third-down defense (34.2 pct.) and 10th in yards allowed per 
game (331.7). Including playoffs, the Eagles allowed 17-or-fewer points in 
eight of the last 10 games of the season. 


Philadelphia finished first in the league in red zone defense (44.6 pct.) 
and ranked sixth in third-down defense (35.3 pct.) and seventh in rushing 
defense (96.9 ypg) in 2018. Schwartz’s defensive line, led by Cox, a first- 
team All-Pro with a career-high 10.5 sacks, produced more sacks (36.5) 
than any other defensive line in the NFL. 


During the Super Bowl LIl-winning campaign in 2017, the Eagles allowed 
the fewest rushing yards per game (79.2) in the NFL, ranked third in 
third-down defense (32.2 pct.) and produced the fourth-most takeaways 
(31). Philadelphia also allowed its fewest touchdowns (31) and rushing 
touchdowns (seven) since the 2008 campaign. In the playoffs, the defense 
played a pivotal role, surrendering only 10 points in the Divisional Round 
and seven points in the NFC Championship. 


In 2016, Schwartz's first season with the Eagles, he guided the team’s 
transition from a 3-4 to a 4-3 defensive and oversaw a unit that ranked third 
in the NFL in red zone defense (45.1 pct.). The defensive front featured two 
All-Pro honorees in Cox and Graham (led the NFL with 78 combined sacks, 
hurries and knockdowns) and Jordan Hicks led all NFL linebackers with five 
interceptions (career high). 


In his lone season with the Buffalo Bills (2014), Schwartz directed a 
defense that notched a league-high 54.0 sacks and held opponents to 
a league-best 33.2 percent third-down conversion rate. The Bills ranked 
second in both scoring defense (16.9 ppg) and opponent quarterback 
rating (74.5). Schwartz also tutored a talented defensive line that saw Mario 
Williams (14.5), Marcell Dareus (10.0) and Jerry Hughes (10.0) set career 
highs in sacks, with Dareus, Williams and Kyle Williams collecting Pro Bowl 
honors at the end of the season. 


Schwartz earned his first head coaching job in 2009, when he was 
hired by Detroit after the team went 0-16 in 2008. The Lions drafted 
Matthew Stafford in Schwartz's first offseason and the team saw steady 
improvement under his direction over the next three seasons, including a 
10-6 record in 2011 that resulted in the team’s first postseason appearance 
since the 1999 campaign. 


In 2013, Detroit's defense led the league in opponent third-down conversion 
rate (30.3 pct.) and boasted the NFL’s second-best red zone defense (161 
points allowed and 38.1 pct. touchdown efficiency). 
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Schwartz's 2011 Lions playoff team recorded 
34 total takeaways, which was tied for the 
third-highest mark in the NFL, including a 
league-leading and franchise-record seven 
return touchdowns (five interceptions and 
two fumbles). That year’s defensive unit also finished third in the NFL in 
third-down conversion rate (67.3 pct.). Led by defensive end Cliff Avril and 
defensive tackle Ndamukong Suh, Detroit's defensive line accounted for 
35.0 sacks, the fourth-most by a defensive line that season. 





Prior to his tenure in Detroit, Schwartz spent 10 seasons with the Titans 
and served as the team’s defensive coordinator from 2001-08. In those 10 
seasons, the Titans made an appearance in Super Bowl XXXIV, played in 
two AFC Championship Games, captured three division titles and earned 
six playoff berths. 


In Schwartz's eight-year run as Tennessee's defensive coordinator, Titans 
defenses boasted a number of Pro Bowl selections, including Keith Bulluck, 
Kevin Carter, Cortland Finnegan, Albert Haynesworth, Chris Hope, Jevon 
Kearse and Kyle Vanden Bosch. 


From 2007-08, the Titans accumulated a 23-9 record in the regular season, 
including a league-best 13-3 mark in 2008. In those two seasons combined, 
Tennessee’s defense ranked fifth in sacks (84.0), third in interceptions 
(42) and fourth in forced fumbles (39). Also during that span, the Titans 
surrendered the second-fewest points in the NFL (531) and the fourth 
fewest total yards in the league (9,363). 


Before taking over as defensive coordinator, Schwartz served as 
Tennessee’s linebackers and third-down package coach in 2000. That 
season, the Titans boasted the league’s top third-down defense, as the unit 
allowed just a 30.8 percent conversion rate. 


Schwartz was originally hired by the Titans in 1999 as a defensive assistant 
after serving in the same capacity for the Baltimore Ravens during the 
1996-98 seasons. 


After coaching in the college ranks for four years from 1989-1992, Schwartz 
entered the NFL in 1993 as a college/pro scout for the Cleveland Browns. 
While in Cleveland, he worked with then-Browns head coach Bill Belichick 
and members of the Cleveland personnel department, including George 
Kokinis, Michael Lombardi, Ozzie Newsome, Scott Pioli and Phil Savage. 


A native of Baltimore, Md., Schwartz attended Georgetown University, 
where he was a four-year letter winner at linebacker and earned his 
degree in economics. In 1988, Schwartz was named a team captain for 
the Hoyas and earned Division II| CoSIDA/GTE Academic All-America and 
All-America honors. 


Schwartz and his wife, Kathy, have three children: Christian, Allison and 
Maria.

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TIGHT ENDS 





Luke Steckel is in his ninth season with the Titans and his eighth as an 
assistant coach. He was promoted to tight ends coach in 2021 following 
three years as offensive assistant. 


In 2020, Steckel was part of an offensive staff that helped the Titans rank 
second overall (396.4 yards per game), second in rushing (168.1) and 
fourth in scoring (30.7 points per game). 


In 2019, Steckel worked with the Titans wide receivers throughout the 
offseason and preseason. Second-round draft pick A.J. Brown would go 
on to lead the 2019 NFL rookie class in receiving yards (1,051), tie for 
the rookie lead in touchdown receptions (eight), rank fifth among rookies 
in receptions (52), and place second among all NFL players in receiving 
average (20.2). 


During the 2019 regular season, Steckel’s focus was on the quarterbacks. 
His work contributed to the success of the NFL’s Comeback Player of the 
Year, Ryan Tannehill, who set single-season franchise records and led 
the NFL with a 117.5 passer rating and a passing average of 9.6 yards 
per attempt. The Titans offense ranked fourth in the NFL in yards per play 
(6.12) and first in red zone efficiency (75.6 percent). 


In 2018, Steckel helped develop a youthful group of wide receivers. 
Second-year talent Corey Davis led the offense with 65 receptions, 891 
receiving yards and four touchdowns, seeing dramatic increases from his 
rookie campaign (34 catches for 375 yards). His yardage total ranked ninth 
among all AFC wide receivers. 


Steckel was initially hired by the Titans in 2013 as the assistant to the head 
coach and then began helping with the running backs the following year. 
In 2016, he worked with Arthur Smith and the tight ends, and in 2017, he 
served as assistant wide receivers coach. 


COORDINATOR OF FOOTBALL DEVELOPMENT 





John Streicher is in his fourth season with the Titans and his second 
season as coordinator of football development. He joined the club in 2018 
as the assistant to head coach Mike Vrabel. 


In 2020, Streicher was part of a coaching staff that earned its second 
consecutive playoff appearance under Mike Vrabel, whose 31 total wins 
and .596 winning percentage (31-21) from 2018 to 2020, including the 
regular season and postseason, each tied Jack Pardee’s results (31-21 
from 1990 to 1992) for the best in franchise history over a head coach’s 
first three seasons. The Titans won the 2020 AFC South title with an 11-5 
record in the regular season, claiming their best record and first division 
title since going 13-3 in 2008. The 2019 Titans advanced to the AFC 
Championship Game for the first time since 2002.

From 2014-15, Streicher served on James Madison's football staff. He was 
promoted to the director of football operations and player personnel in 2015 
after originally joining JMU as special assistant to the head coach. 
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Prior to joining the Titans, Steckel spent four 
seasons with the Cleveland Browns as the 
assistant to the head coach. In that capacity, 
he handled a variety of duties for the head 
coach and the coaching staff. 





Steckel was a three-year letterman as a linebacker at Princeton (2004-06), 
where he earned a degree in political economy. As a senior, he served 
as team captain and led the Tigers to a 9-1 record and the Ivy League 
Championship. 


Born in Boston, he is the son of former Titans offensive coordinator Les 
Steckel. Luke Steckel went to Brentwood (Tenn.) High School, where he 
helped the team to a 5A State Championship as team captain in his senior 
season.

Mike Sullivan is in his 19th year as an NFL coach and his eighth season 
with the Titans. He has worked with the Titans offensive line since joining 
the club in 2014. Having played the position for a number of years within 
the NFL, Sullivan brings experience and insight to his position. 


In 2020, while using three different starting left tackles, the Titans had the 
NFL’s second-ranked rushing offense (168.1 yards per game), and the 
unit's 25 sacks allowed was the sixth-best number in the league. Three 
of the team’s regulars on the offensive line by the end of the season 
established new career highs in starts: right tackle Dennis Kelly (16), left 
tackle David Quessenberry (six) and right guard Nate Davis (16). The unit 
helped Derrick Henry lead the NFL in rushing (2,027 yards) for the second 
consecutive year and record the fifth-highest single-season rushing total in 
NEL history. 


In 2019, the Titans offense finished third in the NFL in rushing (138.9 yards 
per game) with Henry leading the league in rushing (1,540 yards). The 
offensive line protected NFL Comeback Player of the Year Ryan Tannehill 
as the veteran quarterback led the NFL with a 117.5 passer rating. Third- 
round rookie Nate Davis started 15 consecutive games (including playoffs) 
at right guard. 


In 2018, Sullivan’s efforts with the offensive line contributed to the NFL’s 
seventh-ranked rushing offense (126.4 yards per game), despite the team 
utilizing five different starting line combinations due to injuries. Henry 
finished second in the AFC with 1,059 rushing yards and placed third in the 
NFL with 12 rushing touchdowns. Left tackle Taylor Lewan was named to 
his third consecutive Pro Bowl following the 2018 campaign. 


In 2016, the revamped Titans offensive line gained a reputation as one 
of the best lines in the NFL. Lewan earned his first Pro Bowl berth while 
rookie right tackle Jack Conklin earned first-team Associated Press All-Pro 
honors. The line paved the way for the AFC’s leading rusher, DeMarco 
Murray (1,287 rushing yards), and allowed the seventh-lowest sack total 
in the NFL (28). 


In his first two years (2014-15), the offensive line group dealt with a myriad 
of injuries, which forced a number of different starting combinations during 
his time working with the group. Despite some of the hardships, Lewan 
earned All-Rookie honors from the Pro Football Writers of America for his 
play in limited starts in 2014. 


In 2013, Sullivan coached two of the Cleveland Browns linemen to Pro 
Bowl selections — tackle Joe Thomas and center Alex Mack. 
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Sullivan’s third stint with the Browns was 
preceded by four seasons as an offensive 
line coach for the San Diego Chargers. His 
coaching helped lead the Chargers offensive 
unit to average 1,640 rushing yards and 13 
rushing touchdowns per season. He also guided guard Kris Dielman to 
three Pro Bowl selections (2009, 2010, 2011) and Louis Vasquez to PFW/ 
PFWA All-Rookie team in 2009. 





Prior to joining the Chargers, Sullivan coached for the Browns on two 
separate occasions: first from 2001-04 as an assistant offensive line coach 
and then from 2007-08 as offensive line coach. His second stint with the 
team helped produce two consecutive Pro Bowl selections for Thomas. 


Sullivan also has three seasons of college coaching experience, first as 
a graduate assistant for his alma mater, the University of Miami (Fla.), in 
2000 and then as the offensive line coach for Western Michigan from 2005- 
06. His coaching career began abroad in 1997, his first of five campaigns 
coaching in Germany, France and Spain for teams within the European 
Federation of American Football. 


A four-year starter (48 games) for the Miami Hurricanes from 1987-90, 
Sullivan played both guard and tackle collegiately before being drafted in 
the sixth round of the 1991 NFL Draft by the Dallas Cowboys. He was a 
member of two National Title teams in 1987 and 1989 and was inducted 
into the University of Miami Sports Hall of Fame in 2009. Sullivan would 
go on to play a total of 48 NFL games, all for the Tampa Bay Buccaneers 
from 1992-95. 


A Chicago native and graduate of St. Francis de Sales High School, he 
was inducted into the Chicago Catholic League Hall of Fame in April 2020. 


He and his wife, Carole, have three children: daughter Teagan and sons 
Patrick and John.

Kenechi Udeze is in his first season with the Titans and his second full 
season as a coach in the NEL. He additionally has five years of NFL playing 
experience and 10 years coaching in the college ranks. 


Udeze’s previous NFL coaching experience came in 2012, when he was 
the assistant defensive line coach with the Seattle Seahawks. He also had 
two stints in the NFL as a participant in the Bill Walsh Diversity Coaching 
Fellowship program, working with the defensive lines during training camp 
and preseason with the Minnesota Vikings (2013) and the Buffalo Bills 
(2015). 


Udeze joined the Titans after spending the 2020 season as the linebackers 
coach at Vanderbilt University. 


In 2019, he was a defensive analyst for Louisiana State University and 
defensive coordinator Dave Aranda during the team’s 15-0 campaign. The 
Tigers, who capped the season with a victory over Clemson in the College 
Football Playoff title game, finished the season ranked fifth nationally with 
17 interceptions and placed 15th in turnover margin. 


Prior to joining LSU, Udeze served on the staff at his alma mater, the 
University of Southern California, from 2015-18. He first joined the coaching 
staff as an assistant strength and conditioning coach in 2015 and then 
coached the defensive line for the next three seasons. 


In 2017, USC led the nation in sacks (46) and was fourth nationally in red 
zone defense. Defensive lineman Rasheem Green was an All-Pac-12 first- 
team choice and was a third-round pick in the 2018 NFL Draft. 


He began his coaching career as an assistant strength and conditioning 
coach at Washington from 2009 to 2011, also working with the defensive 
line during his time there. He then went to the Seahawks in 2013, followed 
by a season as the assistant strength and conditioning coach at the 
University of Pittsburgh.

As a player, Udeze was selected by the 
Minnesota Vikings in the first round (20th 
overall) of the 2004 NFL Draft. He started 47 
of 51 games in his four years (2004-07) with 
the Vikings, compiling 117 tackles, 11 sacks, 
three fumble recoveries and two forced fumbles. 





In 2008, Udeze was diagnosed with acute lymphoblastic leukemia and 
spent the season on injured reserve. After receiving chemotherapy and 
a bone marrow transplant from his brother, he was voted by his Vikings 
teammates as the club recipient of the 2008 NFL Ed Block Courage Award. 
As a result of the cancer and treatment, he retired in 2009 and immediately 
launched his coaching career at Washington. 


A native of Los Angeles, Udeze was a starter at defensive end for the 
University of Southern California from 2001 to 2003. He tied an NCAA 
record with 14 forced fumbles and also produced 135 tackles, 51 tackles 
for loss, 28 sacks and three fumble recoveries during his career. As a 
senior in 2003, he earned consensus first team All-America honors during 
the Trojans’ national championship run, leading the nation with 16.5 sacks 
and ranking fourth with 26 tackles for loss. He later received his bachelor’s 
degree in sociology from USC in 2010. 


He and his wife, Katherine, have a daughter, Bailey.

Terrell Williams is in his fourth season with the Titans as defensive line 
coach. It is his 24th season in coaching and his 10th campaign in the NFL. 


Under Williams’ guidance, defensive tackle Jeffery Simmons continued to 
emerge as one of the NFL’s top young talents in 2020. Simmons ranked 
second on the team with 19 quarterback pressures and became the first 
player in the franchise’s “Titans era” (since 1999) to post at least three 
fumble recoveries, three sacks and five passes defensed in the same 
season. 


In 2019, Williams helped acclimate Simmons to the NFL as a first-round 
pick, while veteran Jurrell Casey earned his fifth consecutive Pro Bowl 
berth after posting five sacks and a team-high 30 quarterback pressures. 
The Titans rebounded from a 2-4 start to make the franchise’s first AFC 
Championship Game in 17 years. 


In Williams’ first season with the Titans, Casey was named to the Pro Bowl 
after leading the defense with seven sacks. The Titans defense ranked 
eighth overall (333.4 yards per game), third in points allowed (18.9 per 
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game), 10th on third down (36.6 percent) 
and second in the red zone (44.7 touchdown 
percentage). 


Prior to his arrival in Tennessee, Williams’ 

most recent stop was three years (2015-17) with the Miami Dolphins 
coaching the defensive line. During Williams’ three seasons with the 
Dolphins, defensive end Cameron Wake tallied 29 sacks, which was the 
eighth-highest total by a player in that period, while Ndamukong Suh 
totaled the eighth-highest number of sacks (15.5) among defensive tackles. 
Wake’s nine forced fumbles tied for fifth in the NFL over the same span. 


In 2016, Williams helped the Dolphins to their most successful season in 
eight years, winning 10 games and earning their first playoff berth since 
2008. Both Suh and Wake earned Pro Bowl selections. Wake returned 
from an Achilles injury at 34 years old and had one of the most dominant 
seasons of his eight-year NFL career, finishing third in the AFC and tied for 
sixth in the NFL with 11.5 sacks. Miami won nine of its final 11 games, and 
in those 11 contests, Wake was second in the NFL with 10.5 sacks. Suh 
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posted five sacks, and his 72 total tackles set a career high and ranked third 
among all interior defensive linemen in the league. 


In 2015, Williams’ first season with Miami, he helped the Dolphins defensive 
line become one of just four NFL teams to have three players with at least 
six sacks — seven by Wake, six by Suh and 7.5 by defensive end Olivier 
Vernon. Wake posted four sacks in a win at Tennessee (10/18), tied for 
the fifth-most sacks in a single game in club history. Vernon finished the 
2015 campaign with 36 quarterback hits, the third-most in the NFL, and tied 
for fourth among all players with 18 tackles for loss. Among all defensive 
tackles, Suh was second with 11.5 tackles for loss. He also was tied for 
fourth among players at his position with 20 quarterback hits. 


Williams spent three seasons as the defensive line coach for the Oakland 
Raiders (2012-14). In 2014, Williams’ unit helped the defense rank eighth 
in the NFL in fewest rushing yards allowed per play (3.97) and finished 
second in the NFL in stuffs (tackles recorded at or behind the line of 
scrimmage) with 54. 


Prior to joining the Raiders, Williams spent two seasons (2010-11) 
as defensive line coach at Texas A&M. During his tenure, the Aggies 
advanced to a pair of bowl games, including a win over Northwestern in the 
Meineke Car Care Bowl of Texas in 2011. The Aggies led the nation with 51 
sacks in 2011 and finished third nationally with an average of eight tackles 
for loss per game. In 2010, Williams helped lead the Aggies to a share of 
the program’s first Big 12 South crown in more than a decade and a berth 
in the Cotton Bowl. 


From 2006 through 2009, Williams was the defensive line coach at Purdue. 
During his time with the Boilermakers, he coached the entire line each 
year with the exception of 2008, when he focused solely on the defensive 
end position. Williams tutored future NFL lineman Anthony Spencer, who 
led the NCAA in tackles for loss and was a first team All-American before 
becoming a first-round pick of the Dallas Cowboys. He also coached future 
NEL players Cliff Avril, Alex McGee, Mike Neal, Ryan Kerrigan, Kawann 
Short and Ryan Baker. 
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Williams coached the defensive line at Akron from 2004 through 2005. During 
that period, the Zips won the Mid-American Conference Championship 
Game (2005) and played in the Motor City Bowl, both marking firsts in 
program history. Williams spent two years (2002-03) as the defensive line 
coach at Youngstown State and served on the coaching staff at North 
Carolina A&T from 1999-2001. He got his start in coaching working with 
the defensive line at Fort Scott Community College during the 1998 season. 


Williams had three summer internships in the NFL during his college 
coaching tenure. During the summer of 1999, he assisted the Jacksonville 
Jaguars with the defensive line, and he had a similar role with the Seattle 
Seahawks in 2007 and with the Dallas Cowboys in 2008. 


A native of Los Angeles, Williams played nose guard at East Carolina 
and helped the Pirates to a Liberty Bowl victory over Stanford in 1995. He 
transferred to East Carolina from West Los Angeles College and earned a 
bachelor’s degree in communications with a minor in history. 


He and his wife, Tifini, have two sons: Tahj and Tyson, who passed away 
in 2012.

PRO: The Titans selected Brady Breeze in the sixth round (215th overall) 
of the 2021 NFL Draft. The 6-foot, 197-pounder is an instinctive player 
with a knack for finding the football and capable of developing into a key 
special teams player. The Lake Oswego, Ore., native totaled 95 tackles, 
three interceptions, eight passes defensed, one forced fumble and one 
fumble recovery over three seasons (2017-19) at Oregon. In his final 
season at Oregon in 2019, he was named the 2020 Rose Bowl Defensive 
MVP. He tied for the most defensive touchdowns in the nation with three, 
and was one of eight FBS players since 2000 with two fumble returns for a 
touchdown and a pick-six in the same season. 


CAREER HIGHLIGHTS: 

¢ Breeze was named the 2020 Rose Bowl Defensive MVP after totaling a 
career-high 11 tackles, one forced fumble and one fumble recovery for a 
touchdown in the contest against Wisconsin. 

¢ In 2019, Breeze became one of eight FBS players since 2000 with two 
fumble recoveries returned for scores and an interception returned for a 
touchdown in the same season. His three defensive touchdowns tied for 
the most in the nation in 2019. 

¢ While at Oregon, Breeze made an impact playing special teams. ‘| wasn’t 
getting much playing time early on in college but kept quiet and grinded 
through it. | made sure to play all the special teams, and that ended up 
being one of the reasons | got drafted,’ Breeze said. ‘Every single year | 
played at Oregon, | played every single special teams, all phases of the 
game and everything. | really took pride in that.’ 


TITANS TIDBITS: 

¢ Breeze comes from a football family. His father, Jim Breeze, was a 
receiver and punt returner at Arizona State and Southern Oregon. His 
uncle, Chad Cota, played safety at Oregon and in the NFL. His cousin, 
Chase Cota, plays wide receiver for UCLA, cousin Carson Cota plays tight 
end at Arizona, and cousin Mason Montgomery plays linebacker at Cal- 
Poly. 

¢ Breeze has known teammate Elijah Molden his entire life. Breeze’s uncle, 
Chad Cota, and Molden’s father Alex were teammates at Oregon and later 
in the NFL for New Orleans. 

¢ During COVID, Breeze honed in practicing the ukelele. ‘We went to 
Hawaii for spring break on a family vacation. We were there right when 
COVID hit, and so as a family we just decided to stay. All seven of us ended 
up living in Hawaii for almost two months at an Airbnb for really cheap 
because there was nobody else to rent out the house there.’ 

¢ At his Pro Day, Breeze raised $6,000 in ‘Reps for Rare Diseases’ pledge 
drive to help bring awareness to diabetes, of which his grandmother battles. 
¢ He was recruited by the Oregon baseball team before the Oregon football 
team when he was in high school. Even after committing to the football 
team, he was presented the opportunity to play centerfield for the Ducks. 
Ultimately, he decided to focus solely on football. 


CAREER TRANSACTIONS: 
¢ The Lake Oswego, Ore., native was selected by the Titans in the sixth 
round (215th overall) of the 2021 NFL Draft. 


COLLEGE: 

¢ In three seasons at Oregon (2017-19), Breeze appeared in 38 games 
with four starts. He tallied 95 tackles, three interceptions with one returned 
for a touchdown, eight passes defensed, one forced fumble and four fumble 
recoveries with two returned for scores. 


AS A SENIOR (2020), opted out. 


AS A JUNIOR (2019), saw action in 14 games and made four starts. Tallied 
62 tackles, two interceptions with one returned for a touchdown, five passes 
defensed, one forced fumble and four fumble recoveries with two returned 
for scores. His three defensive touchdowns tied for the most in the nation 
during 2019 and he became one of eight FBS players since 2000 with a 
pick-six and two fumble recovery returns in the same season. Named Rose 
Bowl Defensive MVP.

He earned a roster spot and played 12 games with one 
start as a rookie, providing depth at guard and center. The 6-foot-1-inch, 
295-pounder appeared in 48 games with 47 consecutive starts over four 
seasons (2016-19) at Texas State, where he registered starts at all five 
offensive line positions.

PRO: The Titans selected A.J. Brown in the second round (51st overall) of 
the 2019 NFL Draft. The 6-foot-1-inch, 226-pounder owns a complete skill 
set as a wide receiver, excelling in route-running, blocking, and the ability to 
get open and catch the ball. In 2020, the Ole Miss product garnered his first 
career Pro Bowl selection after leading the team with 70 receptions, 1,075 
receiving yards and 11 receiving scores. As a rookie in 2019, he led all NFL 
rookies in receiving yards (1,051) and total touchdowns (nine), while his 
20.2-yard receiving average ranked second among all NFL players behind 
only Los Angeles Chargers veteran Mike Williams (20.4). 


CAREER HIGHLIGHTS: 

¢ Brown became the 11th player to reach 1,000 receiving yards in each of 
his first two NFL seasons (2019-20). Became the fifth NFL player since 
1970 with at least 2,000 receiving yards and 19 receiving touchdowns in 
their initial two seasons. 

¢ In 2019, Brown was selected to his first career Pro Bowl after leading 
the team with a career-best 70 receptions, a career-high 1,075 receiving 
yards and tying a “Titans era” (1999-present) record with 11 receiving 
touchdowns. 

¢ In 2019, Brown led the Titans in every major receiving category, totaling 
52 catches for 1,051 yards and eight touchdowns. Among all rookies in 
franchise history, he ranked third in receiving yards and fifth in receptions, 
and he tied for the third-highest receiving touchdown total. 

¢ Brown led the 2019 NFL rookie class in receiving yards and total 
touchdowns, and he tied for the rookie lead in touchdown receptions. He 
also placed fifth among rookies in receptions. Among all NFL players in 
2019—rookies and veterans—Brown finished second in receiving average 
(20.2), behind only the Los Angeles Chargers’ Mike Williams (20.4). 

¢ In his first NFL game at Cleveland on Sept. 8, 2019, he recorded three 
catches for 100 yards, becoming the franchise’s first player with 100 
receiving yards in his first career game since Sid Blanks on Sept. 12, 1964. 
¢ In 2018, Brown started all 12 games in his final season at Ole Miss and set 
school single-season records in receiving yards (1,320) and catches (85). 
He led the SEC in both categories. 


TITANS TIDBITS: 

¢ Brown was selected in the 19th round of the 2016 Major League Baseball 
Draft by the San Diego Padres as a centerfielder, and he participated in 
the team’s extended spring training program each summer from 2016-18. 

¢ He has a dog, Bentley Juan Brown, and runs an Instagram account for 
him @bentleyjuant. 

¢ During a pre-draft visit to San Francisco, Brown was able to link up and 
work out with Hall of Fame NFL receiver and fellow Mississippian Jerry 
Rice. Rice took Brown on the horse trail at Edgewood Park in Redwood 
City, known as one of Rice’s training sites, where the pair ran hills as part 
of their work out. Brown’s hometown Starkville, Miss., and Rice’s hometown 
Crawford, Miss., are a 30-minute drive apart. 

¢ In every sport Brown played growing up, he wore jersey No. 1. 

¢ Brown names the 2017 Egg Bowl as his most memorable college football 
moment. “Playing against Mississippi State in my hometown,” he says, 
“Everything was great. We won, and | had six catches for 167 yards and 
one touchdown.” After reaching the end zone, Brown yelled to the crowd, 
“This is my city.” 

¢ Brown briefly stopped playing football during junior high and his freshman 
year of high school. He returned to the field his sophomore year after his 
high school coach suggested he play again. 

¢ He enjoys shooting pool in his free time.

With his 100 receiving yards, 
he became the franchise’s first player with 100 receiving yards in his first 
career game since Sid Blanks on Sept. 12, 1964. Got the Titans’ opening 
scoring drive rolling with his first career reception, a 47-yard catch-and-run 
play, in the first quarter. Kickstarted the Titans’ scoring drive early in the 
third quarter with a 51-yard reception over the middle. 

¢ At Atlanta (9/29), led the team with 94 receiving yards on three catches, 
including a team-high two touchdowns. Became the first Titans rookie with 
two or more touchdown receptions in a game since Chris Sanders against 
the Denver Broncos on Nov. 26, 1995. Gave the Titans an early 7-0 lead 
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with a 55-yard catch-and-run touchdown on the first play of the second 
possession.

A three- 
down linebacker, Brown is one of the Titans’ top defensive playmakers and 
leaders, often serving as the defensive signal caller.

PRO: The Titans selected Kevin Byard with the first pick of the third round 
in the 2016 NFL Draft, and he is now considered one of the top safeties 
in the NFL. Following his second season, during which he tied for the NFL 
lead in interceptions (eight) and led the NFL in total takeaways (10), he 
was named first-team Associated Press All-Pro and earned his first Pro 
Bowl berth. From 2017 through 2019, no player had more interceptions 
than Byard, who totaled 17. The 5-foot-11-inch, 212-pound defender was 
named a team captain for the defense for the first time in 2019. A product of 
Middle Tennessee State University, Byard has a reputation as a sideline-to- 
sideline, ball-hawking safety who plays with tremendous intelligence and effort. 


CAREER HIGHLIGHTS: 

¢ In 2020, Byard was named the team’s Walter Payton Man of the Year for 
his work in the community. 

¢ Byard led the team and set a career-high in 2020 with 111 tackles. 

¢ From 2017 through 2020, Byard ranked second in the NFL with 18 
interceptions, behind only Miami’s Xavien Howard. 

¢ From 2017 through 2019, Byard led the NFL with 17 interceptions. 

¢ In 2019, Byard led the team in interceptions (five) for the third consecutive 
season, while starting every contest for the third consecutive season. 

¢ In 2018, Byard led the team with four interceptions and ranked third on 
the team with 96 tackles and 10 passes defensed. 

¢ In 2017, Byard was named to the Pro Bowl and earned first-team 
Associated Press All-Pro honors after tying Detroit’s Darius Slay for the 
NEL lead with eight interceptions. He added a pair of fumble recoveries to 
pace the league with 10 total takeaways. 

¢ His eight interceptions in 2017 tied for seventh in franchise history and 
made up the highest total by any franchise player since Oilers cornerback 
Richard Johnson picked off eight passes in 1990. 

¢ In 2016, Byard saw action in all 16 games with seven starts and compiled 
63 tackles, a sack, five tackles for loss, three quarterback pressures, four 
passes defensed and 10 special teams tackles. His seven starts were the 
most by a Titans rookie safety since Michael Griffin (10) in 2007. 


TITANS TIDBITS: 

¢ In July 2020, Byard was named the official spokesperson for the United 
Way of Greater Nashville. His first order of business was to participate in 
the organization’s virtual Stuff the Bus school supply drive. 

¢ During the 2020 season, Byard assisted his wife, Clarke, in the 
unintentional home birth of their son, Kevin Leon Byard IV. ‘It’s one of 
those deals where we just couldn’t make it to the hospital,’ Byard said. 
‘We weren't planning on having the baby at the house.’ Byard said Clarke 
started having mild contractions on the evening of August 23. Around 10:30 
p.m., she woke up and things escalated quickly. Then, she started having 
more severe contractions while on the bathroom floor. The baby was 
due on August 24th. ‘I kind of got up, | wasn’t really panicking, but | was 
scrambling to get some clothes on, helping her try to get dressed,’ Byard 
recalled. ‘Her mom was downstairs, so | called her up.’ Byard then got the 
car ready, as Clarke started moving around. Byard called the doula and 
said, ‘meet us at the hospital,’ but with things changing, it became, ‘meet 
us at the house.’ With the doula being 30 minutes away from the Byard’s 
home, she provided instructions. The first: ‘Let’s try and get her in the 
bathtub.’ But by this time, Byard said his son’s ‘head was already poking 
out.’ At this point, Byard said his wife was on her hands and knees. ‘The 
(doula) said, “Tell her to start pushing, the baby is coming,” Byard recalled. 
‘His face was pointing upward, so | could see his face was real purple. | 
was nervous about that, so the doula told me to support his head.’ About 
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10 or 15 minutes later, he was holding Kevin IV in his arms. ‘Once he got 
his head out, his shoulders and everything just kind of slipped out,’ Byard 
said. ‘And | kind of caught him in my arms. He waited about five seconds, 
he coughed about two or three times, and started crying.’ Byard has said it 
is a story he will be able to tell his son for the rest of his days. 

¢ Byard credits his mother, Artina Stanley, for much of his success. 
Following a divorce when Byard was in ninth grade, his mother moved 
with the children from Philadelphia to Atlanta. Although it was a financial 
struggle, Stanley worked long hours to make sure her children received 
what they needed. Byard claims he and his older brother “had to grow up 
really fast” as they helped their mother with taking care of the younger kids 
in the family. In May 2020, Byard was able to accomplish a goal of helping 
to purchase his mother her “forever home.” 

¢ During the 2019 offseason, Byard hosted 200-plus youngsters at the 
inaugural Kevin Byard Football Camp at Ensworth School. He plans to hold 
the camp—which is free—every year. 

¢ The Titans had an inside track in their scouting of Byard. Titans general 
manager Jon Robinson received glowing reports on Byard from his friend 
and MTSU recruiting coordinator Steve Ellis. When Robinson was a 
linebackers coach at Nicholls State, Ellis was one of his pupils, and the two 
remained close through the years. Additionally, Patrick Callaway, college 
scout for the Titans, was Byard’s high school teammate. 

¢ Byard says his football role models are Ed Reed, Brian Dawkins and Troy 
Polamalu. 

¢ Byard has aspirations to travel the world, and his bucket list includes 
setting foot on every continent.

The club found just that when they signed 
veteran Bud Dupree as an unrestricted free agent on March 19, 2021.

PRO: The Titans selected Heisman Trophy winner Derrick Henry in the 
second round of the 2016 NFL Draft out of the University of Alabama. The 
6-foot-3-inch, 247-pounder is a powerful, downhill runner who displays 
tremendous speed and balance. In 2020, Henry secured the NFL’s rushing 
title for the second consecutive year after recording 2,027 rushing yards 
and 17 rushing touchdowns, becoming the eighth player in NFL history to 
eclipse 2,000 rushing yards in a season. In 2019, Henry was the NFL’s 
leading rusher with 1,540 yards and 16 rushing scores. He racked up 5,860 
rushing yards and scored 55 rushing touchdowns during his first five NFL 
seasons, including consecutive 1,000-yard seasons each year from 2018- 
20. At Alabama, the Heisman Trophy winner set numerous school and SEC 
records while leading his team to a National Championship in 2015. 


CAREER HIGHLIGHTS: 

¢ In 2020, Henry was named the NFL Offensive Player of the Year, 
Associated Press first-team All-Pro, and FedEx Ground Player of the Year 
for the second consecutive season after leading the NFL with a franchise- 
record 2,027 rushing yards, becoming the eighth player in NFL history to 
eclipse 2,000 rushing yards in a season. His 2,027 rushing yards gave him 
the fifth-highest total in NFL history behind Eric Dickerson’s 2,105 (1984), 
Adrian Peterson’s 2,097 (2012), Jamal Lewis’ 2,066 (2003) and Barry 
Sanders’ 2,053 (1997). Henry broke Chris Johnson's franchise mark of 
2,006 rushing yards in 2009. 

¢ Additionally, in 2020 he earned first-team All-Pro honors from Pro 
Football Focus, Pro Football Writers of America and Sporting News and 
was the 101 Awards AFC Offensive Player of the Year. 

¢ Henry became the first player to lead the NFL in rushing yards in 
consecutive seasons (2019-20) since LaDainian Tomlinson (2006-07). 

¢ In 2020, Henry became the fifth all-time NFL player to lead the NFL in 
rushing yards, attempts and rushing touchdowns in consecutive seasons. 
The last to do so prior to Henry was Cleveland’s Leroy Kelly from 1967 to 
1968. The only other players to achieve it are Jim Brown (1958-59), Steve 
Van Buren (1947-49) and Bill Paschal (1943-44). 

¢ In 2020, Henry recorded three 200-yard rushing games in a season, 
becoming the fifth player in NFL history to do so, joining Earl Campbell (four 
in 1980), O.J. Simpson (1973), Tiki Barber (2005) and Jay Ajayi (2016). He 
became the first player in NFL history with five career games with at least 
200 rushing yards and two rushing touchdowns. 

¢ In the 2020 regular season finale at Houston (1/3/21), set the franchise 
record with 250 rushing yards, breaking his own club record of 238 rushing 
yards (12/6/18 vs. Jacksonville). Henry's 250 rushing yards tied for the 
13th-best single-game total in the NFL since 1948. 

¢ Henry set a career high with 17 rushing touchdowns in 2020, finishing 
with the second-best total in franchise history behind Earl Campbell's 19 
rushing touchdowns in 1979. 

¢ In 2020, Henry totaled 1,221 rushing yards in road games, the most by 
any NFL running back since 1948. The previous high was held by Eric 
Dickerson (1,087 in 1984). Dating back to 2019, he had a streak of nine 
consecutive road games with at least 100 rushing yards, passing Chris 
Johnson (eight games from 2009-10) for the second-longest such streak in 
NEL history behind only Barry Sanders’ 10-game road streak (from 1996- 
97). 

¢ Henry totaled 2,141 scrimmage yards (2,027 rushing and 114 receiving) 
in 2020 to finish second in franchise history behind Chris Johnson's 2,509 
scrimmage yards in 2009.

for 1,500 yards and 15 touchdowns in two consecutive seasons. 

¢ From 2019-20, Henry established a streak of 20 consecutive games in the 
regular season and playoffs with at least 18 rushing attempts, the second- 
longest streak of its kind in the NFL since 1948. The only player with more 
consecutive 18-carry games in the regular season and postseason was 
Emmitt Smith, whose streak was 23 games with the Dallas Cowboys from 
1995 to 1996. 

¢ In 2020, he became the first player in NFL history to produce more than 
one overtime touchdown run in a season. He joined LaDainian Tomlinson 
as the NFL’s only players with multiple career touchdown runs in overtime. 
Tomlinson had three during his career. 

e In 2020, Henry joined Bo Jackson, Ahman Green, Chris Johnson 
and Lamar Miller as the only NFL players to record two career rushing 
touchdowns of at least 90 yards. Henry joined Miller (two 97-yard 
touchdown runs) as the only players to ever record multiple touchdown runs 
of at least 94 yards. 

¢ In 2019, Henry was the NFL’s leading rusher with a then career-best 
1,540 rushing yards on a career-high 303 carries for a career-high 16 
rushing touchdowns. 

e In 2019, Henry received numerous awards and recognition, including 
the NFL’s FedEx Ground Player of the Year, second-team All-Pro by the 
Associated Press and his first career Pro Bowl selection. 

¢ In 2019, led the AFC, ranked third in the NFL, and led the team with a 
career-high 18 total touchdowns. 

¢ Ranked second in the AFC and fourth in the NFL with a career-high 1,746 
yards from scrimmage in 2019. 

¢ In 2019, Henry recorded eight 100-yard rushing performances including 
the postseason. 

¢ In 2019, moved into fifth place on the franchise’s all-time rushing 
touchdowns list after passing Lorenzo White (29) against Kansas City

¢ Passed Steve McNair (3,439 career rushing yards) for sixth place on the 
team’s all-time rushing list, and later passed Hoyle Granger (3,514) for fifth 
place on the team’s all-time rushing list in 2019. 

¢ In 2019, Henry started all three of the team’s playoff games and 
finished the postseason with 83 carries for a league-best 446 yards and 
two touchdowns, all of which set career-highs. His 446 rushing yards in 
the postseason ranked second in franchise playoff history behind Eddie 
George’s 449 rushing yards during the 1999 playoffs. 

¢ In 2019, during Wild Card Weekend at New England (1/4/20), Henry set 
a then-franchise playoff record with 182 rushing yards on 34 carries and a 
touchdown, which marked the second-most yards on the road in an NFL 
playoff game since 1950. The following week during the Divisional Round 
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at Baltimore (1/11/20), set a franchise playoff record with 195 rushing yards 
on 30 carries. 

¢ In 2018, Henry was named to the PFWA All-AFC team after setting then 
single-season career highs in carries (215), rushing yards (1,059), rushing 
long (99t), and touchdowns (12). 

¢ 2018 marked Henry’s first career 1,000-yard season. He finished sixth in 
the NFL in rushing yards. 

¢ In 2018, named AFC Offensive Player of the Week for Week 13 after 
collecting a franchise-best 238 rushing yards with a franchise-tying four 
rushing touchdowns against Jacksonville on Thursday Night Football 
(12/6). In the same game, he scored four rushing touchdowns to tie the 
franchise’s single-game record (Earl Campbell, Lorenzo White). 

¢ In Week 13 of the 2018 season, recorded the second 99-yard touchdown 
run in NFL history (Tony Dorsett).

¢ In 2018, named AFC Offensive Player of the Month for December after 
registering 97 carries for 625 yards and eight touchdowns. 

¢ In 2018, became the seventh NFL player since the 1970 AFL-NFL merger 
with at least four rushing touchdowns and at least 200 rushing yards in 
a game (Clinton Portis, Barry Sanders, Doug Martin, Jonas Gray, Mike 
Anderson and Corey Dillon). Henry became the first to accomplish the feat 
in fewer than 20 carries (17). 

¢ In 2017, Henry led the Titans with 744 rushing yards on 176 carries, and 
he rushed for five touchdowns for the second consecutive season. 

¢ In the team’s Wild Card playoff victory at Kansas City on Jan. 6, 2018, 
Henry recorded a franchise postseason record of 191 scrimmage yards 
(156 rushing, 35 receiving), breaking a 57-year-old postseason record set 
on Jan. 1, 1961, when Billy Cannon had 178 scrimmage yards against 
the Los Angeles Chargers. Henry’s 156 rushing yards ranked second in 
franchise postseason history (162 by Eddie George on Jan. 16, 2000). 

¢ In 2016, Henry rushed for 490 yards and five touchdowns to become 
the third rookie for the franchise in the “Titans era” to score at least five 
touchdowns in a season, joining Vince Young (Seven rushing touchdowns 
in 2006) and Chris Johnson (nine rushing and one receiving in 2008). 

¢ Despite playing just three seasons and not seeing extensive action in 
his first campaign at Alabama, Henry finished his career as the school’s 
all-time rushing leader with 3,591 yards. 

¢ As a senior in 2015, Henry claimed the Heisman Trophy and led his 
team to the College Football Playoff National Championship. He also 
won the Doak Walker and Maxwell Award and was selected as the Walter 
Camp Player of the Year after rushing for an Alabama and Southeastern 
Conference record 2,219 yards. 


TITANS TIDBITS: 

¢ In high school, Henry broke the 51-year-old national high school rushing 
record with 12,124 yards after compiling 4,261 rushing yards as a senior. 
¢ Henry sealed an Iron Bowl victory with an epic, career-best 271 rushing 
yards against the Tigers in 2015. He put the Crimson Tide on his back by 
carrying the ball a school-record 46 times. His 271 rushing yards were 11 
more yards than Auburn had in total offense (260). He ended the game 
with 14 consecutive rushes to run out the clock. 

¢ His late grandmother, Gladys Henry, helped raise him and played a key 
inspirational role in his development. In 2018, he fulfilled a promise to her 
and graduated from Alabama with his bachelor’s degree. He has a portrait 
tattoo of her on his chest. 

¢ Gladys Henry nicknamed him “Shocka” as a baby because he “shocked 
the whole family” when he was born. 

¢ Henry has been growing out his hair since he was in elementary school.

PRO: The Titans signed veteran cornerback Janoris “Jackrabbit” Jenkins 
early in the 2021 offseason to add more experience to their secondary. 
The 5-foot-10-inch, 190-pounder arrived in Tennessee having collected 
26 interceptions and 123 passes defensed in nine seasons (2012-20) with 
the St. Louis Rams, N.Y. Giants and New Orleans Saints. The 2016 Pro 
Bowler has a knack for finding the end zone, having returned eight career 
interceptions for touchdowns. Jenkins originally entered the league as a 
second-round pick of the Rams out of North Alabama. 


CAREER HIGHLIGHTS: 

¢ Jenkins has scored 10 career touchdowns - eight interception returns, 
one fumble return, one blocked punt return — which ranks first among active 
defensive players. 

¢ In 2019, Jenkins split time between the Giants and Saints and finished 
the regular season tied for fourth in the NFL with a career-best five 
interceptions. 

¢ In 2016, Jenkins was named to his first career Pro Bowl and received 
Associated Press second-team All-Pro honors after notching three 
interceptions and a career-high-tying 18 passes defensed. 

¢ In 2012, Jenkins was named to the PFWA All-Rookie team, after leading 
the Rams with four interceptions and tying the NFL rookie record with three 
interception returns for touchdowns.

PRO: The Titans signed Ben Jones early in the 2016 free agency period 
to bring veteran leadership and experience to the center position and he 
has provided just that during his tenure with the club. The 6-foot-3-inch, 
308-pounder was originally selected by the Houston Texans in the fourth 
round (99th overall) of the 2012 NFL Draft. From 2012 through 2020, Jones 
appeared in 143 of 144 possible regular season games, including starts in 
all but one game during his first five seasons in Tennessee. The University 
of Georgia product is a versatile player, having started contests at center 
and both guard spots in his first four seasons with the Texans. 


CAREER HIGHLIGHTS: 

« Jones has started games at center, left guard and right guard during his 
NFL career and has opened holes for an 1,000-yard rusher in six different 
seasons. 

¢ In 2020, Jones started every game at center and was a part of an offense 
that tied for the second-overall ranking in the NFL (396.4 yards per game), 
finished second in rushing (168.1), and allowed the sixth-fewest sacks (25). 
He helped pave the way for Derrick Henry to produce the NFL’s eighth all- 
time 2,000-yard rushing season (2,027). 

¢ In 2019, Jones started 15 games at center and helped Derrick Henry lead 
the NFL with 1,540 rushing yards. 

¢ In Week 9 of the 2019 season, Jones missed the first game of his eight- 
year NFL career when he was inactive due to injury. It ended his streak 
of 120 consecutive games played and 88 consecutive starts. At the time, 
Jones’ consecutive games streak tied Kansas City’s Mitchell Schwartz 
for the longest active streak in the NFL among offensive linemen, and his 
starting streak ranked first in the NFL among all centers. 

¢ In Week 11 of the 2019 season, Jones returned to the lineup and started 
his 100th career game. 

¢ Jones made a career-high three postseason starts in 2019. 

¢ In 2018, Jones started all 16 games at center, registering five consecutive 
seasons with a start in every contest (2014-15 with Houston). 

¢ Jones appeared in his 100th career game in Week 4 of the 2018 season. 
¢ As of the completion of the 2018 season, among NFL offensive linemen 
listed as centers, Jones ranked first in the NFL with 80 consecutive games 
started. He had played in 112 consecutive games, which at this point tied 
for the longest active consecutive games streak among NFL offensive 
linemen. 

¢ In 2016, Jones centered all 16 games in his first campaign with the Titans 
and was a part of an offensive front that blocked for the NFL’s third-ranked 
rushing attack which averaged 136.7 rush yards per game.

¢ Jones switched from jersey #61 to #60 prior to his senior season at 
Georgia, to honor his father, Steve, a former collegiate star, who was killed 
in a helicopter crash when he was 10 years old. 

¢ Jones’ pregame ritual consists of walking barefoot on the field “to get a 
feel for the turf.”. The routine began before one game with his brother in 
high school and after enjoying success that night, it has continued ever 
since. 

¢« When he was 10 years old, Jones suffered a blow to the head with a 
baseball bat. The impact caused a blood clot to develop on his brain and 


fractured his skull. The injury kept him out of all athletic activity for a year, 
proving to be a challenging time for an active and athletic boy. Although it 
was a tough period in his life, Ben says this time turned him into the man 
he is today. As soon as he was cleared for activities, Jones threw himself 
into being the best athlete he could be. 

* In 2017, Jones established The Jones Mission Fund at The Community 
Foundation to provide at-risk youth with opportunities they might otherwise 
not have through grants, additional resources and educational opportunities. 
* During the offseason, Jones and his wife host the annual Ben Jones 
Celebrity Clay Shoot. The event has raised more than $400,000 benefitting 
The Jones Mission Fund. 

« Jones hosts a free Friday Night Lights youth football camp in his native 
Alabama every June. 

e Jones sponsors a trip to a Titans game each fall for the seniors of his 
high school’s football team in Alabama. The experience includes round trip 
transportation from his hometown, tickets, a private tailgate, swag bags, 
and a meet-and-greet with a tour of the Titans practice facility after the 
game with Jones. 

¢ Jones’ brother, Clay, played baseball for the University of Alabama and 
then was drafted by the Detroit Tigers.

Texans in the fourth round (99th overall) of the 2012 NFL Draft.

PRO: The Titans acquired perennial Pro Bowl wide receiver Julio Jones 
in a trade with the Atlanta Falcons during the 2021 offseason. The 6-foot- 
3-inch, 220-pounder brings a complete skill set to his position, excelling in 
route running, making contested catches, producing yards after the catch, 
and even blocking. The seven-time Pro Bowler and two-time first-team All- 
Pro selection eclipsed 12,000 career receiving yards faster than any other 
player in NFL history shattering Hall of Famer Jerry Rice’s old mark and is 
the NFL’s all-time leader in receiving yards per game. Jones entered the 
league as the sixth overall pick in the 2011 NFL Draft out of Alabama and 
spent his first 10 NFL seasons with the Falcons where he ranks as the 
franchise’s all-time leader in career receptions and receiving yards.

¢ In his first 10 seasons, Jones established himself as one of the premier 
receivers in NFL history with 848 receptions for 12,896 yards and 60 
touchdowns, while playing in 135 games with 134 starts.

PRO: Since joining the Titans in 2009, Brett Kern has placed his name 
at the very top of most of the franchise’s leaderboards at his position. 
He passed Craig Hentrich (861 punts) in 2020 as the organization’s all- 
time leading punter and finished the season with 876 punts in a Titans 
uniform. He also concluded 2020 as the team’s all-time career leader in 
gross punting average (45.9 yards), net punting average (40.8) and punts 
placed inside the 20 (355). Kern owns the top eight net punting seasons 
in franchise history and six of the team’s top eight gross punting seasons. 
With 183 career games with the Titans through 2020, Kern ranked fourth 
in franchise history behind Bruce Matthews (296), Elvin Bethea (210) and 
Brad Hopkins (194). Kern’s total is the most for any player during the 
franchise’s “Titans era” (since 1999). When Kern was placed on injured 
reserve during the 2020 season, it ended his consecutive games played 
streak ended at 199 games, including his career with the Titans and Denver 
Broncos. His streak with the Titans ended at 177 consecutive games 
played, finishing as the second-longest streak in franchise history behind 
Bruce Matthews’ 232 consecutive games from 1987 to 2001. Kern was 
named to three consecutive Pro Bowls from 2017 to 2019 and earned first 
team Associated Press All-Pro honors for the first time in 2019. Kern also 
has served as the team’s holder on field goal and extra point attempts for 
his entire tenure. The University of Toledo product was acquired by the 
Titans during the 2009 season when he was claimed off waivers from the 
Denver Broncos. 


CAREER HIGHLIGHTS: 

¢ In 2020, Kern punted 37 times for a 45.8 gross average and a 41.5-yard 
net average with 22 punts placed inside the 20. Since the 1991 season, 
his 59.5 percent of punts placed inside the 20 in 2020 was the best of any 
player with at least 30 punts in a season. 

¢ In 2019, Kern was named to the Pro Bowl for the third consecutive 
season, and he earned first-team Associated Press All-Pro honors for the 
first time in his career. His 37 punts inside the 20 led the NFL, and his 43.1- 
yard net average ranked second in team history. 

¢ In 2018, Kern was named to the Pro Bowl for the second consecutive 
season. His 39 punts inside the 20-yard line on 74 attempts established a 
franchise record and a career high. He finished the season with a career- 
long streak of 16 consecutive punts placed inside the 20, including every 
punt in the final three games of the season. 

¢ In 2017, Kern’s gross punting average (49.7) ranked eighth in NFL history 
and was the highest of any player since 2012. His net punting average 
(44.6) ranked second in NFL history. He was named to his first career Pro 
Bowl and was selected second-team Associated Press All-Pro after leading 
the NFL with a career-high and franchise-best 49.7 gross average and a 
career-best and franchise-high 44.6 net average. 

¢ In 2016, Kern placed 41.6 percent of his punts inside the opponent's 
20-yard line (32 of 77), which at the time ranked second in his career (42.2 
in 2009). 

¢ In 2015, Kern launched a career-high tying 88 punts to become the 
second-leading punter (career punts) in franchise history. He placed a then- 
career-high 34 punts inside the 20 with only one touchback (career low). He 
also accomplished a first-of-its-kind feat, becoming the first punter in NFL 
history to record 80 or more punts, a net average of 40 yards, and one or 
zero touchbacks in a single season. 

¢ In 2014, Kern booted 88 total punts for a gross average of 46.8 yards 
and a net average of 40.8 yards, which broke his own single-season team 
record (40.4-yard net average in 2012). 

¢ In 2013, Kern established then-career benchmarks with 32 punts inside 
the 20-yard line and only two touchbacks. 

¢ Kern arguably had his most productive season in 2012 when he ranked 


fifth in the AFC with what at the time was a franchise record and career-best 
47.6 gross punt average. He also finished ninth in the AFC with a then- 
franchise record 40.4 net punting average. 

¢ In 2009, Kern’s combined average of 45.5 yards per punt with the Titans 
and Broncos ranked eighth in the NFL. 

¢ In 2008, Kern ranked fifth in the league with a 46.7-yard punting average 
and was named to the All-Rookie team by Pro Football Weekly/PFWA and 
the Sporting News.

¢ Against Denver (12/11), punted a season-high seven times for 308 yards 
(44.0 avg.) with three kicks placed inside the 20-yard line. Nailed a 43-yard 
punt that was fair caught at the Denver six-yard line late in the first stanza. 
Pinned the Broncos deep in their own territory late in the fourth quarter with 
a 47-yard punt that was downed by Tre McBride at the Denver two-yard 
line. 

¢ At Kansas City (12/18), punted four times for 142 yards (35.5 avg.) and 
limited Tyreek Hill to just three return yards on three punt returns. 

¢ Against Houston (1/1), punted five times for 211 yards (42.2 avg.) witha 
season-high five punts placed inside the 20-yard line. Boomed a 48-yard 
punt that went out of bounds at the Houston 10-yard line in the second 
quarter. 


2015 (16/0 - Tennessee): Totaled 88 punts (tied for fifth place in franchise 
history), a 47.4-yard gross average (second in franchise history), a 40.3 
net average (third in franchise history), a career-high 34 punts inside 
the 20 (third in franchise history) and only one touchback (career low). 
Accomplished a first-of-its-kind feat, becoming the first punter in NFL 
history to record 80 or more punts, a net average of 40 yards, and one or 
zero touchbacks in a single season. Boomed 42 punts of 50 or more yards 
in 2015. Placed a career-high seven punts inside the 20-yard line against 
Houston (12/27/15), which also qualified as the most ever recorded for the 
franchise (statistic tracked since 1976) and the most by any NFL punter in 
2015. The seven punts inside the 20 also tied for the third-highest total in 
any NFL game since 1976. On his third punt of the day against Houston 
(12/27/15), passed Jim Norton (522) for second place on the franchise’s 
all-time career punting list.

¢ At Tampa Bay (9/13), punted four times for 189 yards (47.3 avg.) with one 
kick placed inisde the 20-yard line. Boomed a 57-yard punt in the second 
quarter. Pinned the Browns deep in their territory with a 38-yard punt that 
was downed at the two-yard line in the third quarter. 

¢ Against Atlanta (10/25), punted seven times for 305 yards (43.6 avg.) with 
five kicks placed inside the 20-yard line. Pinned Atlanta deep in their own 
territory with a 36-yard punt that was fair caught at the Falcons’ 12-yard 
line.

¢ At Jacksonville (11/19), appeared in his 100th game with the Titans and 
punted five times for 226 yards (45.2 avg.) with two kicks placed inside the 
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20-yard line. 

¢ At New England (12/20), punted five times for 272 yards (54.4 avg.) with 
one kick placed inside the 20-yard line. Boomed a 61-yard punt that Danny 
Amendola later fumbled setting up the Titans’ first scoring drive. Boomed 
a 56-yard punt that went out of bounds at the Patriots’ six-yard line in the 
third quarter. 

¢ Against Houston (12/27), punted a season-high nine punts for 427 yards 
(47.4 avg.) with a career-high seven kicks placed inside the 20-yard line. 
Boomed a 58-yard punt to the Texans’ six-yard line in the first quarter. 
Pinned the Texans deep in their own territory with a 31-yard punt that went 
out of bounds at the Houston five-yard line. Blasted a 59-yard punt to the 
Texans’ six-yard line in the fourth quarter.

Notched a 48.8- 
yard net average at Baltimore (11/9/14), the third best of his career and the 
fourth best in team history. Notched a career-long and franchise-tying long 
79-yard punt against Indianapolis (12/28/14). 

e At Kansas City (9/7), punted six times for 304 yards with three kicks 
placed inside the 20-yard line. Boomed a 63-yard punt in the first quarter 
and nailed a 56-yard punt that forced the returner out of bounds at the 
Chiefs’ two-yard line in the second quarter. His 50.7 gross average was his 
highest since Dec. 30, 2012 (51.0 against Jacksonville), and his 63-yard 
punt was his longest since a 63-yarder on Sept. 22, 2013 against the 
Chargers. 

¢ At Indianapolis (9/28), saw action in his 100th career regular season 
game and punted six times for 265 yards (44.2 avg.) with two kicks placed 
inside the 20-yard line. Pinned the Colts deep in their own territory with a 
35-yard punt that was fair caught at the Indianapolis nine-yard line in the 
third quarter. 

¢ Against Jacksonville (10/12), punted five times for 249 yards (49.8 avg.) 
with three kicks placed inside the 20-yard line. Flipped field position by 
booming a 69-yard punt in the fourth quarter. It was the third-longest punt of 
his career and his longest since Dec. 2, 2012 against the Houston Texans 
(70 yards). 

¢ Against Houston (10/26), totaled six punts for a 51.7-yard gross average 
and a 48.7 net average with two punts placed inside the 20. His net average 
at the time was the third best of his career and the fourth best in team 
history (minimum four punts). In the third quarter, he booted a punt that 
went 62 yards and pinned the Texans on their own two-yard line. His six 
punts gave him 400 total punts in a Titans uniform. He became the fourth 
player in franchise history to reach 400 punts, joining Craig Hentrich (861), 
Jim Norton (519) and Cliff Parsley (429). 

¢ At Baltimore (11/9), punted eight times for 414 yards (51.8 avg.) with a 
48.8 net avg. His 48.8-yard net average was the third best of his career 
and the fourth best in team history. Boomed a 58-yard punt to the Ravens’ 
18-yard line in the fourth quarter. 

¢ Against N.Y. Giants (12/7), punted six times for 284 yards (47.3 avg.). 
In the third quarter, recorded the 500th punt of his seven-year NFL career.

The 6-foot-4-inch, 
235-pounder was originally drafted by the Cleveland Browns in the second 
round (52nd overall) of the 2017 NFL Draft.

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PRO: The Titans traded up to select outside linebacker Harold Landry III 
with the 41st overall pick in the second round of the 2018 NFL Draft. From 
the start of his rookie season through 2020, Landry’s 19 total sacks led 
the Titans. Other than Jevon Kearse (36.0), Landry produced the highest 
sack total by a Titans/Oilers player in his first three NFL seasons since 
individual sacks became an official NFL statistic in 1982. The 6-foot-2- 
inch, 252-pound defender possesses a unique ability to bend the edge as 
a pass rusher and use his speed, athleticism and long arms to get to the 
quarterback. He finished his career at Boston College ranked second in 
school history with 26 career sacks.

¢ In 2020, Landry recorded 16 starts for the second consecutive season.

PRO: With the 11th overall selection in the 2014 NFL Draft, the Titans 
selected former Michigan left tackle Taylor Lewan (pronounced leh- 
WAHN). The 6-foot-7-inch, 309-pound lineman is considered one of the top 
tackles in the NFL, evidenced by his Pro Bowl berths following the 2016, 
2017 and 2018 campaigns. Lewan signed a long-term extension with the 
club during the 2018 training camp and will be anchor for the offensive front 
for years to come. An outgoing personality off the field, he is tenacious and 
aggressive on it. At Michigan, he was a four-year starter, anchoring the line 
at left tackle for 48 career starts. Lewan became the first offensive tackle 
selected by the Titans/Oilers in the first round since tackle Brad Hopkins 
(13th overall) in 1993. 


CAREER HIGHLIGHTS: 

¢ In 2019, Lewan helped open holes for Derrick Henry to lead the NFL with 
1,540 rushing yards. 

¢ In 2018, Lewan was selected to his third consecutive Pro Bowl after 
starting 15 games at left tackle. 

¢ In 2017, Lewan was named to his second Pro Bow! after starting every 
game at left tackle for the second consecutive season. He became the 
team’s first offensive lineman to make multiple Pro Bowls since center 
Kevin Mawae from 2008-2009. 

¢ In 2016, Lewan was named to his first career Pro Bowl after starting all 16 
games at left tackle and blocking for the NFL's third-ranked rushing attack 
which averaged 136.7 rush yards per game. 

« Lewan was named the Big Ten Conference Offensive Lineman of the 
Year in 2012 and 2013. 

¢ At the conclusion of the 2011 season, during which Lewan helped pave 
the way for a pair of 1,000-yard rushers (Denard Robinson and Fitzgerald 
Toussaint), the Wolverines scored an overtime victory over Virginia Tech in 
the Sugar Bowl. 


TITANS TIDBITS: 

¢ Lewan is the co-founder of the popular podcast Bussin’ With The Boys 
with former teammate Will Compton. The two friends host guests on an old 
Monte Carlo Budweiser bus and discuss any and everything. 

¢ Lewan was the originator of the 2018 Offseason Titan Games, inspired 
by the popular video game Fortnite. The entire 90-man roster engaged in 
a contest in which two-man teams could eliminate other players anywhere 
other than at Saint Thomas Sports Park using foam swords. The contest 
lasted several weeks, and eventually fellow offensive lineman John Theus 
was declared the winner. 

« Lewan owns a taxidermied beaver named Steve. The fedora- 
donning stuffed rodent, who was a gift from Lewan’s wife, Taylin, makes 
appearances around the Titans locker room, often appearing at the locker 
of an unsuspecting rookie. 

« Lewan chose to wear jersey number 77 at Michigan and then at the pro 
level because of the legacy of Wolverine tackles who have donned the 
number, including Jake Long and Jon Jansen. 

¢ Lewan has a mustache tattooed on his right index finger and a stick figure 
tattooed on the outside edge of his right hand that he calls his “right-hand 
man.” 

¢ One of Lewan’s close friends is former Carolina Panthers defensive end 
Craig Roh. The two played together as high school seniors and then went 
to Michigan at the same time. 

¢ At the 2014 NFL Scouting Combine, Lewan ran the 40-yard dash in 4.87 
seconds, beating all other offensive linemen in his class and clocking the 
fourth-fastest time among offensive linemen from 2010-14. He also ranked 


among the top offensive linemen at the 2014 combine in the broad jump 
(first at nine feet, nine inches), vertical jump (tied for third at 30.5 inches) 
and three-cone drill (fourth at 7.39 seconds). 


CAREER TRANSACTIONS: 
« A native of Cave Creek, Ariz., Lewan was selected by the Titans in the 
first round (11th overall) of the 2014 NFL Draft.

Placed on injured reserve on Oct. 19 and missed the final 11 regular 
season games and the postseason contest. 

¢ At Denver (9/14), started at left tackle and was a part of an offensive front 
that allowed the Titans to amass 377 total yards. Member of a line that 
allowed just one sack on 43 pass attempts. 

e Against Jacksonville (9/20), started at left tackle and helped the offense 
post 354 total yards.

Henry lead the NFL with 1,540 rushing yards. Was suspended by the NFL 
for the first four games of the season. Started all three postseason contests 
at left tackle. 

¢ Against Buffalo (10/6), returned to the lineup as a starter at left tackle. 

¢ Against L.A. Chargers (10/20), started at left tackle and helped the offense 
amass 403 total yards. 

¢ Against Kansas City (11/10), started at left tackle and helped open holes 
for Titans’ rushers to gain 225 yards on the ground. 

¢ Against Jacksonville (11/24), started at left tackle and blocked for Titans’ 
ball carriers to gain 219 rushing yards. 

¢ At Indianapolis (12/1), started at left tackle and helped open holes for 
Derrick Henry to collect 149 rushing yards on 26 carries. 

¢ At Oakland (12/8), started at left tackle and was a part of an offensive front 
that blocked for Titans’ ball carriers to gain 161 yards on the ground, while 
also not allowing a sack on 27 pass attempts.

Lipscomb and his mother 
evacuated to Houston where they resided in a hotel for a year. “It was 
different because it was — just being a kid, what all do you have? You have 
your family and your friends,” Lipscomb said. “So when Katrina happens, 
we leave, friends leave, everybody leaves and |’m in Houston now and | 
don’t know anybody. I’m already a shy kid so it’s a little different. We stayed 
in a hotel for a year and then come back and not very many people came 
back to the city. When I came back to the city, those kids and those friends 
that | knew they weren't there any more. So it was basically a new start.” 

¢ Lipscomb’s father, Karanja Lipscomb, owns a barbershop in New 
Orleans. He has cut the hair of James Harden, Kevin Durant, Russell 
Westbrook, Method Man, Amber Rose and Reggie Bush, to highlight some.

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PRO: The Titans selected David Long Jr. in the sixth round of the 2019 
NEL Draft. The 5-foot-11-inch, 227-pound defender possesses tremendous 
speed for the position, displays grit and toughness, and has a knack for 
finding the ball carrier. He started five games in his second season with 
the Titans in 2020 and totaled 50 tackles, one quarterback pressure, two 
tackles for loss and two passes defensed. At West Virginia, he was a three- 
year starter and amassed 252 career tackles, 14 sacks and 40 tackles for 
loss. The 2018 Big 12 Defensive Player of the Year led the Mountaineers 
in tackles during his final collegiate campaign.

¢ In 2020, Long appeared in 14 games with a career-high five starts and 
tallied career-bests in tackles (50), quarterback pressures (one), tackles for 
loss (two), passes defensed (two) and special teams tackles (four).

PRO: The Titans selected Jeffery Simmons with the 19th overall pick 
in the 2019 NFL Draft. Simmons began his rookie season on the non- 
football injury list due to a serious knee injury he suffered during training 
in February 2019. He missed the first six games of the season but was 
added to the 53-man roster in Week 7.

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PRO: The Titans signed Geoff Swaim as a free agent during the 2020 
training camp to add competition and experience to the tight end room. The 
6-foot-4-inch, 260-pounder is known for his toughness and physicality at 
the line of scrimmage. He was originally drafted by the Dallas Cowboys in 
the seventh round (246th overall) of the 2015 NFL Draft. Swaim appeared 
in 37 games with 18 starts and caught 35 passes for 336 yards and one 
touchdown in his four seasons with the Cowboys. The Chico, Calif., native 
spent the 2019 season with the Jacksonville Jaguars and totaled 13 
catches for 65 yards before being placed on injured reserve.

PRO: The Titans traded for Ryan Tannehill in the 2019 offseason, bringing 
an experienced, veteran leader to the team. He took control as the team’s 
starting quarterback by midseason and subsequently led the Titans to the 
playoffs and an AFC championship game appearance. In the process, he 
set single-season franchise records and led the NFL with a 117.5 passer 
rating and a passing average of 9.6 yards per attempt. His play led to 
his first career Pro Bowl appearance. He was rewarded with a multi-year 
contract extension in March 2020. Tannehill excelled again in his second 
season with the club, registering a career-best 33 touchdown passes 
while leading the Titans to a second consecutive postseason appearance. 
Tannehill spent his first seven seasons as a member of the Miami Dolphins 
after being selected in the first round of the 2012 NFL Draft. He started 88 
games over six seasons in South Florida and accumulated 20,434 passing 
yards and 123 touchdown passes. The Texas A&M product has also shown 
mobility as a signal caller, having rushed for 1,661 career yards and 17 
touchdowns through 2020. 


CAREER HIGHLIGHTS: 

¢ In 2020, Tannehill finished fifth in the NFL with a 106.5 passer rating and 
tied for seventh in the NFL with a career-high 33 touchdown tosses. He 
passed for 3,819 yards and rushed for 266 yards with a career-high seven 
rushing touchdowns. In the process, he set a franchise record with 40 
combined touchdowns in a season. 

¢ In his first season in Tennessee, Tannehill led the Titans to a 9-4 
combined record as a starter in the regular season and playoffs and won 
the NFL Comeback Player of the Year Award. He earned his first Pro 
Bowl invitation after leading the NFL in passer rating (117.5) and passing 
average (9.6 yards per attempt) and ranking third in completion percentage 
(70.3). He set club records in all three categories. 

¢« He was named AFC Offensive Player of the Month for December 2019 
after completing 90 of 132 passes for 1,322 yards with 12 touchdowns 
and two interceptions. His passer rating for the calendar month was 124.6, 
which led the AFC. 

¢ Tannehill made his first career playoff appearance at the conclusion of 
the 2019 campaign and helped lead the Titans to a wild card win at New 
England and a divisional round victory at Baltimore. 

¢ During his seven seasons (2012-18) in Miami, Tannehill passed for at 
least 3,000 yards four times and more than 4,000 yards twice. He totaled

¢ In 2015, Tannehill posted 4,208 passing yards with 24 touchdowns and 
set a then-NFL record with 25 consecutive completions. His 4,208 passing 
yards was the fifth-highest single-season total in Dolphins history and most 
by a Dolphins quarterback other than Dan Marino. 

¢ In 2014, Tannehill passed for 4,045 yards with 27 touchdowns for a 
92.8 passer rating. He registered a career-best 311 rushing yards with a 
touchdown. His 392 completions were the most in Dolphins history.

Broncos RB Melvin 
Gordon III and QB Drew Lock each rushed for a first down, and Lock tossed a 12-yard pass 
to Broncos WR Jerry Jeudy to help move the chains. Ultimately, Lock connected with Broncos 
TE Noah Fant for a nine-yard score and an early 7-0 lead. 

In the second quarter at the Denver 21-yard line, Lock tossed a two-yard pass to Gordon 
Ill, but S Kevin Byard forced a fumble and the ball was recovered by DL Jeffery Simmons. 
Tennessee took possession and capitalized on the turnover. RB Derrick Henry contributed 13 
yard on the ground as QB Ryan Tannehill hit TE MyCole Pruitt for a one-yard touchdown to 
tie the game, 7-7. 

On the ensuing Denver drive, the Broncos drove into Titans territory but were denied a 
score. On first-and-goal at the Tennessee two-yard line, Broncos RB Phillip Lindsay gained 
one yard on the ground, but Denver was stopped on the following three downs. On fourth 
down, Lock tossed a shovel pass to Broncos TE Jake Butt, who was taken down by Simmons 
and DL DaQuan Jones for no gain to preserve the score. 

In the second half, the Titans took the lead with a 15-play, 82-yard scoring drive. Tannehill 
completed two first-down passes to WR Corey Davis, one to WR Adam Humphries, and 
Henry added one rushing first down before Tannehill threw a one-yard touchdown pass to 
TE Jonnu Smith. The extra point attempt was no good as the Titans pulled ahead, 13-7. The 
Broncos responded on the ensuing possession with a scoring drive of their own. Gordon III 
rushed for a gain of 25, and Jeudy contributed a 21-yard reception before Gordon ran in a one- 
yard score as the Broncos retook the lead, 14-13. 

Late in the fourth quarter, the Titans offense moved efficiently down the field for an 83-yard 
scoring drive that took 2:48 to complete. With 17 seconds remaining in regulation, K Stephen 
Gostkowski tacked on a 25-yard field goal to put the Titans ahead, 16-14. Tennessee’s de- 
fense preserved the score and the Titans opened up the season with a primetime victory.

In Week 2 of the 2020 season, the Titans hosted the Jacksonville Jaguars for their 
home opener and won by a score of 33-30. Tennessee advanced to 2-0 on the season 
for the first time since 2008. 

The Titans opened up the game with a three-play scoring drive that elapsed 98 sec- 
onds. QB Ryan Tannehill’s first pass of the game went 63 yards to TE Jonnu Smith, 
and two plays later Smith caught a 13-yard score for an early 7-0 Titans lead. On the 
following Jacksonville possession, rookie CB Kristian Fulton picked off Jaguars QB 
Gardner Minshew II and returned the ball 44 yards. Tennessee capitalized on the turn- 
over as Tannehill threw a nine-yard touchdown to WR Corey Davis, 14-7 Titans. Jack- 
sonville then responded with a touchdown drive of their own. Minshew II hit Jaguars 
WR DJ Chark Jr. for a 45-yard gain before ultimately tossing a 19-yard touchdown to 
Jaguars TE Tyler Eifert to cut the score in half, 14-7. 

In the second quarter Tennessee extended its lead on another touchdown by Smith. 
Tannehill threw a four-yard score to Smith for a 21-7 advantage. Both teams successful- 
ly added a field goal each to make it 24-10 with the Titans ahead heading into halftime. 

Jacksonville had the ball to begin the second half and quickly inched closer to the 
Titans with a 14-play scoring drive. Jaguars RB James Robinson scurried into the end 
zone on a 17-yard rush to make it a 24-17 game. On the ensuing Tennessee posses- 
sion, RB Derrick Henry contributed a 14-yard gain and Davis caught a 17-yard pass 
to move the chains. Facing pressure and absorbing a hit as he threw the ball, Tannehill 
launched an 18-yard touchdown pass to WR Adam Humphries. The extra point was no 
good as Tennessee pulled out ahead, 30-17. 

On the ensuing Jacksonville drive, Minshew II led his offense on a 75-yard scoring 
drive that resulted in a two-yard touchdown reception by Jaguars WR Keelan Cole Sr. 
Jacksonville’s extra point attempt failed, 30-23 Titans. 

In the fourth quarter, Jacksonville tied the game 30-30. After two catches for 32 yards 
contributed by Jaguars WR Chris Conley, Minshew was able to hit Jaguars RB Chris 
Thompson for a 14-yard touchdown to knot the score. 

For the second consecutive week, Tannehill engineered a game-winning drive for

Tennessee. Beginning at their own 40-yard line, the Titans moved down to the Jack- 
sonville 31-yard line to allow K Stephen Gostkowski the opportunity to convert the 
go-ahead 49-yard field goal with 1:36 remaining in the game, 33-30. The Jaguars 
offense took the field with a minute and a half to go and DT Jeffery Simmons tipped 
a Minshew II seonc-down pass that was intercepted by outside linebacker Harold 
Landry III to preserve a Titans victory.

In Week 3 of the 2020 season, the Titans traveled to Minnesota to face the Vikings and 
won by a score of 31-30. K Stephen Gostkowski was a career-best six-for-six on field 
goals and RB Derrick Henry added two rushing scores to propel the Titans to a 3-0 start. 

Tennessee put up a 54-yard scoring drive on their opening possession. WR Kalif Ray- 
mond made a 44-yard catch to move the chains as Gostkowski converted a 39-yard field 
goal for an early 3-0 lead. Later in the first quarter, CB Johnathan Joseph forced Vikings 
RB Dalvin Cook to fumble the ball and LB Rashaan Evans recovered the fumble. Evans 
scooped the ball up and ran 25 yards to the Minnesota 20-yard line to set the Titans up in 
position for a 31-yard field goal. Tennessee moved ahead, 6-0. On the ensuing Minnesota 
possession, the Vikings put together a seven-play, 76-yard scoring drive. Vikings QB Kirk 
Cousins connected with Vikings WR Justin Jefferson for an 11-yard gain before Cook 
took off for a 39-yard rushing score. Minnesota took the lead, 7-6. 

In the second quarter, QB Ryan Tannehill threw an interception in the end zone to 
Vikings S Harrison Smith. Minnesota capitalized on the turnover and produced an 88-yard 
scoring drive, which was capped with a 16-yard touchdown reception by Vikings WR Adam 
Thielen for a 14-6 Minnesota advantage. Each team tacked on a field goal in the second 
quarter to make it a 17-9 game heading into halftime. 

In the third quarter, Tennessee inched closer to Minnesota with a 51-yard field goal to 
make it a 17-12 game. However, on the ensuing Vikings possession Cousins threw a 71- 
yard touchdown pass to Jefferson as Minnesota extended the lead, 24-12. 

On the following Tennessee drive, WR Corey Davis contributed a 38-yard reception to 
give Tennessee a first down at the Minnesota eight-yard line. Ultimately, Henry ran into the 
end zone on a one-yard score to make it a 24-19 game. After forcing the Vikings to punt on 
their next possession, Tennessee put together another scoring drive. With a 61-yard catch 
contributed by Raymond, Henry again rushed for a one-yard score to give Tennessee the 
lead. The Titans were unsuccessful on a two-point conversion attempt and took the lead, 
25-24. 

The Vikings retook the lead with a 10-play, 75-yard scoring drive. Cousins connected 
with Vikings TE Kyle Rudolph for a three-yard touchdown, but Minnesota's two-point con- 
version attempt failed as the Vikings took a 30-25 advantage. 

Trailing by five points, the Titans engineered a 10-play scoring drive on that saw Gost- 








kowski nail a 54-yard field goal to make it a 30-28 game. After forcing the Vikings to punt, 
Tennessee added another field goal on its next possession as Gostkowski’s 55-yard kick 
gave the Titans a 31-30 lead with just under two minutes left to play. 

With Minnesota facing a fourth-and-24 from their own 26-yard line, and Tennessee 
looking to preserve a lead, Cousins threw a pass deep right and it was intercepted by DB 
Amani Hooker to seal a Titans victory.

2020 Review 





In Week 5 of the 2020 season, the Titans hosted the Buffalo Bills for a Tuesday night 
matchup that was rescheduled due to Tennessee’s COVID-19 outbreak. With just two days 
of practice before the game after Saint Thomas Sports Park was closed, and 16 days since 
their Week 3 contest, the Titans used three takeaways and six total touchdowns to beat the 
Bills by a score of 42-16. 

Buffalo had possession of the ball to begin the game, but on the third play, Bills QB 
Josh Allen threw an interception to CB Malcolm Butler who returned the ball 29 yards to 
the Buffalo 16-yard line. Tennessee quickly took a 7-0 lead as QB Ryan Tannehill tossed 
a 16-yard touchdown strike to WR A.J. Brown. On their ensuing possession, Buffalo put 
together a 76-yard scoring drive that culminated in Allen throwing a three-yard touchdown 
to Bills WR Isaiah McKenzie to tie the game, 7-7. Later in the first quarter, WR Kalif Ray- 
mond recorded a 40-yard punt return to put the Titans in good field position at the Buffalo 
30-yard line, and he also contributed a 20-yard catch on the drive. Ultimately, RB Derrick 
Henry ran in a one-yard score for a 14-7 lead. 

In the second quarter, Buffalo added a 10-play scoring drive with Bills TE Dawson 
Knox, Bills WR Stefon Diggs and Bills WR Gabriel Davis contributing first down recep- 
tions. However, the Titans defense kept Buffalo at bay and forced them to settle for a 
43-yard field goal to make it 14-10. Later in the second quarter, the Titans put together 
a 90-yard scoring drive to close out the first half of the game on top. Henry and Tannehill 
rushed for first downs and Brown added a 12-yard gain before Tannehill took the ball into 
the end zone himself for a 10-yard touchdown and a 21-10 halftime lead. 

On Buffalo’s opening drive of the second half, the Bills drove from their own three-yard 
line to the Tennessee 33-yard line. However, Allen threw his second pick of the day to 
Butler, who intercepted the ball at the Tennessee 20-yard line and returned it a career-long 
68 yards. Tennessee took possession in the red zone and capitalized as Tannehill threw a 
four-yard touchdown to TE Jonnu Smith for a 28-10 advantage. 

In the fourth quarter, Buffalo tacked on a 90-yard scoring drive with assistance by two 
first-down receptions by Bills WR Cole Beasley. Allen connected with Bills RB T.J. Yeldon 
for a 22-yard score, but Buffalo's two-point conversion attempt failed as Allen threw an in- 
completion. Buffalo cut Tennessee’s lead to 28-16. However, Tennessee then constructed 
back-to-back scoring drives. First came an 11-play, 75-yard scoring drive that saw Tannehill

contribute a 23-yard rushing gain before Henry capped the drive with a nine-yard touch- 
down for a 35-16 lead. On the ensuing kickoff, LB David Long Jr. caused Bills WR Andre 
Roberts to fumble the return and it was recovered by CB Kareem Orr. Tennessee took 
possession at the Buffalo 18-yard line and capitalized on the third turnover of the night as 
Smith caught a seven-yard touchdown. The Titans took a 42-16 lead to seal a victory and 
hand Buffalo it’s first loss of the season.

Week 6: Titans 42, Texans 36 
Sunday, Oct. 18, 2020 * 12:00 p.m. CT * Nissan Stadium 





In Week 6 of the 2020 season, the Titans hosted the division opponent Houston Texans and won 
in overtime by a score of 42-36. Tennessee set a franchise record with 601 net yards of offense, and 
posted just the fourth all-time NFL performance with a 200-yard rusher (RB Derrick Henry), 300-yard 
passer (QB Ryan Tannehill) and 100-yard receiver (TE Anthony Firkser) while advancing to 5-0 on 
the season. 

The Titans took an early 14-0 lead in the first quarter. First, Tannehill guided the team on an 80- 
yard scoring drive that saw an 18-yard gain on the ground by Henry and first down receptions by WR 
A.J. Brown, WR Cameron Batson and Firkser. Tannehill threw a seven-yard touchdown to Firkser 
to put the Titans up, 7-0. On the following Tennessee possession, Henry contributed a 34-yard rush 
before Tannehill connected with Brown for a six-yard touchdown. The Titans moved ahead, 14-0. 

In the second quarter, Houston responded with a touchdown of their own. Facing a third-and-one 
at the Tennessee one-yard line, Texans RB David Johnson ran up the middle but was denied for no 
gain by LB Rashaan Evans and DT Jeffery Simmons. However, Houston was successful on the 
fourth-down attempt, as Texans QB Deshaun Watson threw a one-yard touchdown to Texans TE 
Darren Fells. Houston cut Tennessee’s lead in half, 14-7. 

On the ensuing Tennessee possession, the Titans constructed an 11-play scoring drive. WR Kalif 
Raymond caught a 20-yard ball to move the chains before WR Adam Humphries extended the lead 
to 21-7 with a 22-yard touchdown catch. As Houston got the ball back, the Texans were able to tack on 
a 38-yard field goal to make it a 21-10 game heading into halftime. 

In the third quarter, Houston scored 13 points to take a 23-21 lead. First, Fells contributed catches 
of 11 and 35 yards to move the chains before David Johnson ran into the end zone for a one-yard 
score. On the ensuing drive, Tannehill was strip-sacked by Texans DE J.J. Watt and the ball was 
recovered by Texans OLB Jacob Martin at the Tennessee four-yard line. Houston capitalized on the 
turnover as Watson connected with Texans WR Randall Cobb for a four-yard touchdown. The extra 
point was no good as Houston took the lead, 23-21. 

In the fourth quarter with the Titans trailing by two, the Tennessee offense took over at their own 
six-yard line. On the first play of the drive, Henry promptly took the handoff and raced 94 yards for a 
go-ahead touchdown. Tannehill connected with WR Nick Westbrook-Ikhine for a successful two-point 
conversion to make it a 29-23 game. 

Houston immediately responded and took the lead back on a two-play scoring drive. Watson threw 
a 22-yard pass to Texans TE Pharaoh Brown before nailing Texans WR Will Fuller V for a 53-yard 
score and a 30-29 lead. As the Tennessee offense took the field needing to score, Tannehill was inter- 
cepted on a deep pass by Texans CB Bradley Roby. Houston took possession at their own 31-yard 
line and engineered a 15-play scoring drive that culminated in a one-yard touchdown pass from Wat- 
son to Texans WR Brandin Cooks. Houston elected to attempt a two-point conversion, but Watson’s 
pass was incomplete after Simmons batted the ball, and the score remained 36-29. 








Down seven points with under two minutes remaining in regulation, Tannehill took command of 
the offense and completed eight consecutive passes, including a game-tying seven-yard touchdown 
to Brown with four seconds left in regulation. After the successful extra point, the game was tied at 
36-36 and heading for overtime. 

After winning the coin toss, Tennessee had possession of the ball first. Henry took a short pass 
53 yards to flip field position, and then at the Houston 27-yard line, RB Jeremy McNichols added a 
17-yard rush. Ultimately, in Wildcat formation, Henry took the direct snap and ran into the end zone 
for a walk-off five-yard touchdown. Tennessee beat Houston by a score of 42-36 and advanced to a 
5-0 record on the season.

In Week 7 of the 2020 season the Titans hosted the Pittsburgh Steelers in a showdown 
between two undefeated teams, marking just the sixth contest in the Super Bowl era that fea- 
tured two unbeaten squads in Week 7 or later. The game was initially scheduled for Week 4 
but postponed after Tennessee’s COVID-19 outbreak. Pittsburgh came out with a victory by a 
score of 27-24, handing the Titans their first loss of the season. 

Pittsburgh got on the board on the team’s opening possession with a 16-play drive. Steel- 
ers QB Ben Roethlisberger threw first down passes to Steelers WR Diontae Johnson and 
WR Ray-Ray McCloud, and Steelers RB James Conner added a first down on the ground 
before Roethlisberger connected with Johnson for an 11-yard touchdown as Pittsburgh took an 
early 7-0 lead. 

In the second quarter, Pittsburgh doubled the lead with a 61-yard touchdown drive. Steel- 
ers TE Eric Ebron contributed a 22-yard reception, and Steelers WR JuJu Smith-Schuster 
added a 21-yard catch before Steelers RB Benny Snell Jr. scored on a one-yard touchdown 
rush to make it 14-0 Pittsburgh. On the ensuing Tennessee possession, the Titans replied with 
a touchdown drive of their own. QB Ryan Tannehill threw a 13-yard pass to WR A.J. Brown 
and a 19-yard gain to WR Adam Humphries before connecting with WR Corey Davis for a 
four-yard touchdown strike. Tennessee cut the lead, 14-7. 

Pittsburgh added two more scores in the second quarter. First, Steelers RB James Conner 
accounted for 50 of the 55 yards on a possession that resulted in a 38-yard field goal. Next, 
McCloud returned a punt 57 yards to give Pittsburgh the ball at the Tennessee 17-yard line. 
Roethlisberger was able to toss a nine-yard touchdown to Johnson to make it a 24-7 game 
heading into halftime. 

On the Steelers opening drive of the second half, Pittsburgh tacked on a 30-yard field goal 
for a 27-7 advantage, which ultimately became the only points scored by the Steelers in the 
second half. However, on the ensuing possession, Tannehill quickly found Brown for a 73-yard 
touchdown as Tennessee inched closer, 27-14. 

Later in the third quarter, Roethlisberger’s pass was tipped by DT Jeffery Simmons and 
caught by LB Jayon Brown at the Steelers 30-yard line. Tennessee capitalized on the turnover 
with a 51-yard field goal to make it a 27-17 game. 


touchdown to make it a one possession game, 27-24. On the following Pittsburgh posses- 
sion, the Steelers drove from their own nine-yard line to the Tennessee 19-yard line. How- 
ever, Roethlisberger threw an interception in the end zone to DB Amani Hooker for a touch- 
back. With two and a half minutes remaining in regulation and the Titans trailing by three, 
Tennessee moved the ball efficiently from their own 25-yard line to the Pittsburgh 28-yard 
line. With 19 seconds remaining, K Stephen Gostkowski attempted a game-tying 45-yard 
field goal, but the kick went wide right as Pittsburgh handed Tennessee their first loss of the 
season, 27-24.

In Week 11 of the 2020 season the Titans traveled to Baltimore to face the Ravens and won in 
overtime by a score of 30-24. 

Tennessee got on the board first on it’s opening possession with a nine-play, 79-yard scoring drive. 
QB Ryan Tannehill threw passes for first downs to WR Cameron Batson, TE Anthony Firkser and 
TE Jonnu Smith, before connecting with Smith for a one-yard touchdown and an early 7-0 lead. On 
the following Baltimore possession, the Ravens drove down into the red zone but were held to a 30- 
yard field goal to make it a 7-3 contest. 

In the second quarter, Tannehill was intercepted by Ravens OLB Tyus Bowser who returned the 
ball 25 yards to give Baltimore possession at the Tennessee 22-yard line. The Ravens were kept out 
of the end zone but capitalized on the turnover with a 27-yard field goal to make it a 7-6 game. Later 
in the second quarter, Baltimore put together a nine-play scoring drive to take the lead. Ravens QB 
Lamar Jackson threw a 30-yard pass to Ravens TE Mark Andrews to move the sticks before Ravens 
RB J.K. Dobbins found the end zone on a two-yard rushing score. Baltimore’s two-point conversion 
attempt was successful as Jackson connected with Dobbins to make it 14-7 Baltimore. 

The Titans added points on the ensuing possession with a 14-play scoring drive that saw a 20- 
yard rush by Tannehill and featured QB Logan Woodside throwing a seven-yard pass to WR Nick 
Westbrook-Ikhine on a fake punt. K Stephen Gostkowski successfully made a 40-yard kick, 14-10 
Baltimore. 

The Ravens extended the lead in the third quarter as Jackson found Andrews for a 31-yard touch- 
down to make it 21-10 in favor of Baltimore. However, Tennessee replied immediately and began to 
gain momentum. First, the Titans added another 40-yard field goal to make it a 21-13 game. Then on 
the ensuing Baltimore possession, DB Amani Hooker picked off Jackson to give the Titans possession 
at their own 15-yard line. The drive resulted in a 12-play, 81-yard possession with WR Corey Davis 
adding a 16-yard reception and RB Derrick Henry contributing 36 yards on the ground. Ultimately, 
Gostkowski converted a 22-yard field goal as the Titans inched closer, 21-16. 

Later in the fourth quarter, Tennessee took the lead as Tannehill engineered a 90-yard scoring 
drive. Davis made a 22-yard catch and WR A.J. Brown caught a 25-yard ball to get the Titans into the 
red zone. Tannehill then connected with Brown who bulldozed his way into the end zone for a 14-yard 
touchdown. The two-point conversion attempt was successful as Tannehill ran it in himself, and Ten- 
nessee took a 24-21 lead. Baltimore took over with 2:18 remaining in regulation and replied with a field 
goal to tie the game at 24-24 and send it to overtime. 

Baltimore won the coin toss and had possession first. However, the Tennessee defense stifled the 
Ravens, sacking Jackson for a loss of nine and forcing Baltimore to punt. The Titans offense took the

field and swiftly gained ground. Davis caught two passes for 25 yards and Brown posted an 11-yard 
catch before Henry took the handoff and ran 29 yards for a walk-off game-winning touchdown. Ten- 
nessee won the overtime road game by a score of 30-24.

In Week 12 of the 2020 season the Titans traveled to Indianapolis to face the Colts for the 
second time in a three-week span. Tennessee won by a score of 45-26, advancing to 8-3 on 
the season and taking first place in the AFC South. 

The Titans got on the board on their opening possession with a 10-play, 75-yard scoring 
drive. RB Derrick Henry amassed 46 all-purpose yards including a 12-yard rushing score that 
gave Tennessee an early 7-0 lead. Indianapolis responded on their opening possession, as 
Colts QB Philip Rivers threw an 11-yard touchdown to Colts TE Trey Burton to tie the game 
7-7. On their next possession, the Titans came right back with a four-play scoring drive as QB 
Ryan Tannehill threw a 69-yard touchdown to WR A.J. Brown to put Tennessee ahead, 14-7. 

In the second quarter, Indianapolis added a touchdown to tie the game again. Rivers con- 
nected with Burton and Colts RB Nyheim Hines for a pair of 19-yard passes to move the 
chains, before Colts backup QB Jacoby Brissett entered the game to run in a one-yard score, 
14-14. Later in the second quarter, Tennessee pulled ahead of Indianapolis and added three 
touchdowns on consecutive possessions. Henry rushed first for an 11-yard touchdown and 
then a one-yard score, and Tannehill added a one-yard touchdown run to make it a 35-14 
game. Henry completed the first half of the contest with 17 carries for 140 yards and three 
touchdowns. 

In the third quarter with Indianapolis at their own 27-yard line, Rivers attempted a deep 
pass but it was intercepted by CB Breon Borders. Tennessee took possession at their own 
37-yard line and moved the ball into Colts territory. K Stephen Gostkowski converted a 49- 
yard field goal as the Titans increased the lead, 38-14. 

In the fourth quarter, Indianapolis constructed a 75-yard scoring drive that included a field 
position-flipping 50-yard pass from Rivers to Colts WR T.Y. Hilton that gave Indianapolis pos- 
session at the Tennessee three-yard line. Brissett entered the game and ran into the end zone 
for his second one-yard touchdown. Indianapolis’ two-point conversion attempt failed, 38-20. 
Later in the fourth quarter with the Colts trailing by 18 points, Rivers led Indianapolis on an 11- 
play, 94-yard scoring drive that culminated in a five-yard touchdown reception by Hilton. The 
Colts attempted a two-point conversion, but the try was unsuccessful, 38-26. On the ensuing 
kickoff, the Colts attempted an onside kick with Tennessee's hands team on the field. However, 
Brown caught the kick in stride and ran it 42 yards into the end zone for a touchdown. The 
Titans took a 45-26 lead and sealed a divisional road win at Indianapolis.

In Week 14 of the 2020 season, the Titans traveled to Jacksonville and defeated 
the Jaguars by score of 31-10. Tennessee improved to 9-4 on the season and secured it’s fifth 
consecutive winning season. 

On Jacksonville's opening possession, the Jaguars drove into Tennessee territory 
but were forced to settle for a field goal attempt. However, DL DaQuan Jones blocked Jaguars 
K Aldrick Rosas’ kick to keep the game scoreless. On the opening Titans possession, Tennes- 
see constructed a quick three-play scoring drive that saw QB Ryan Tannehill throw a 37-yard 
touchdown pass to WR A.J. Brown on a flea-flicker. The Titans took an early 7-0 lead. 

In the second quarter, Tannehill threw a five-yard pass to WR Corey Davis, but 
Jaguars DL Dawuane Smoot forced a fumble which was recovered by Jaguars DT Doug 
Costin. Jacksonville took possession at the Tennessee 40-yard line but were held to a field 
goal again as Rosas successfully kicked a 53-yarder to make it a 7-3 game. 

The Titans increased the lead on the ensuing possession. RB Derrick Henry 
accounted for all 75 yards of the scoring drive, including a 36-yard touchdown run to put Ten- 
nessee ahead, 14-3 with under a minute left in the first half. After quickly forcing Jacksonville 
to punt, the Titans regained possession at their own 37-yard line with nine seconds remaining 
until halftime. Tannehill quickly threw a 19-yard pass to Davis, followed by a nine-yard ball to 
TE Jonnu Smith to put Tennessee in field goal range. K Stephen Gostkowski successfully 
made a 53-yard field goal to give the Titans a 17-3 advantage heading into halftime. 

Tennessee opened up the second half with two consecutive touchdowns. The first 
score came on a five-play drive that saw Henry break free for a 47-yard gain to the Jaguars’ 
five-yard line. Tannehill quickly connected with TE Geoff Swaim for a five-yard touchdown to 
make it 24-3. After CB Malcolm Butler intercepted Glennon on the ensuing Jacksonville pos- 
session, Tennessee took over at the Jaguars’ 48-yard line and constructed a six-play scoring 
drive. Brown contributed a 17-yard catch and Swaim added a 16-yard reception to move the 
chains, as Henry ultimately ran in a one-yard score for a 31-3 lead. 

Jaguars QB Gardner Minshew II entered the game at quarterback on Jackson- 
ville’s ensuing possession and guided his team on a 10-play scoring drive that was capped by 
a five-yard touchdown pass to Jaguars WR Keelan Cole Sr., 31-10. 

Ultimately, Tennessee was able to preserve a 21-point lead and won on the road 
in Jacksonville by a final score of 31-10.

GAME RECAP 

In Week 17 of the 2020 season, the Titans traveled to Houston for the regular season finale. RB 
Derrick Henry surpassed 2,000 rushing yards on the season and helped Tennessee clinch the AFC 
South title after defeating the Texans by a score of 41-38. 

Tennessee got on the board first after capitalizing on a turnover as DB Amani Hooker picked off 
Texans QB Deshaun Watson to give the Titans possession at the Houston 31-yard line. Rookie K Sam 
Sloman converted a 47-yard field goal to make it 3-0. On the following Houston possession, Watson 
led the Texans on a 72-yard scoring drive that saw Texans K Ka’imi Fairbairn convert a 24-yard field 
goal to tie the game 3-3. 

On the first play of the second quarter, Henry took the handoff and raced 52 yards into the end 
zone for a touchdown as Tennessee pulled ahead, 10-3. On the ensuing Texans possession Watson 
was sacked twice in the red zone, first by OLB Brooks Reed and second by OLB Harold Landry Ill, 
as the Texans were forced to settle for another field goal to make it 10-6. 

Tennessee regained possession and immediately responded as Tannehill connected with WR A.J. 
Brown for a four-yard touchdown to make it 17-6 Titans. On the ensuing drive, the Texans were held 
to their third field goal of the day as Fairbairn kicked a 28-yarder to make it 17-9 heading into halftime. 

The third quarter saw five combined touchdowns by the Titans and Texans. Tennessee opened 
up the second half with the ball and increased the lead to 24-9 as Henry scored on a six-yard rushing 
touchdown. As the Texans got the ball back, Watson connected with Texans WR Brandin Cooks for a 
38-yard touchdown. However, the extra point attempt was no good as Houston inched closer, 24-15. 
Next, the Titans put together a 77-yard scoring drive with help from a 45-yard rush by Henry, before 
Tannehill took the ball into the end zone himself for a five-yard touchdown. Tennessee extended the 
lead, 31-15. Houston then added a touchdown of their own on a three-play scoring drive. Texans RB 
David Johnson rushed twice for 45 yards before Watson connected with Cooks for a 20-yard touch- 
down. Houston elected to go for a two-point conversion, but the pass failed, 31-21. 

On the following Tennessee possession, Texans ILB Zach Cunningham forced Henry to fumble 
and the ball was recovered by Texans DE Carlos Watkins. Houston began their drive at the Tennes- 
see 28-yard line and Johnson scored on a one-yard rushing touchdown to make it a 31-28 game. 

Houston took a 35-31 lead in the fourth quarter as Watson threw a seven-yard touchdown to 
Texans TE Pharaoh Brown. Trailing by four points, the Titans then compiled a season-long 19-play 
scoring drive that took 8:32 off the clock and included four third-down conversions culminating in a 
five-yard rushing score by Tannehill. Tennessee retook the lead, 38-35. However, Houston took pos- 
session back with 1:38 remaining in regulation and Watson tossed a 32-yard pass to Johnson to get

the Texans down the field. Fairbairn converted a 51-yard field goal to tie the game 38-38 with 18 
seconds remaining in regulation. 

Down by three points, the Titans offense took the field and Tannehill quickly threw a field-flipping 
52-yard pass to Brown. Then, Sloman’s 37-yard game-winning field goal attempt bounced off of the 
upright and through as time expired to give Tennessee a 41-38 win and the AFC South title.

Considered one of the best safeties in football history, Ken Houston 
picked off 49 passes (898 yards), recovered 21 fumbles and scored 12 
touchdowns over his 14-season NFL career, earning Pro Bowl honors 
12 consecutive times (1968-69 AFL, 1970-79 NFL). Houston returned an 
NFL-record nine interceptions for a touchdown in his six seasons as an 
Oiler. Four of those scores came in 1971, tying an NFL record. He returned 
two in one game against San Diego in the 1971 season finale, which also 
ties an NFL mark. His other three touchdowns came on a punt return, a 
fumble return and a blocked field goal return. Houston also holds the Oilers 
record for most career interception return yards with 650. With a long, fluid 
stride, Houston had excellent speed and quickness. His 6-3, 197-pound 
frame made him an ideal pass defender. Yet his lean, muscular body 
helped him to become a punishing tackler. Originally a ninth-round draft 


choice out of Prairie View A&M, Houston earned a starter’s role by the third 
game of his rookie season. Two weeks later in a game against the New 
York Jets, he scored two touchdowns, one on a 71-yard blocked field goal 
attempt, and the other on a 43-yard interception return. After excelling for 
six years with the Oilers, Ken was traded to the Washington for five veteran 
players in 1973. Washington once referred to Houston as “pro football’s 
most underrated superstar,” but his capabilities were widely recognized. 
He won all-league acclaim with the Oilers in 1969 and 1971, and then 
was either All-Pro or AIl-NFC with Washington every year from 1973 to 
1979.

Earl Campbell, a 5-11, 232-pound ball-carrying dynamo from the University 
of Texas, joined the Houston Oilers as the first player taken in the 1978 
National Football League Draft. The first player to earn All-Southwest 
Conference honors four years, Campbell was a consensus All-America 
and the Heisman Trophy winner in 1977. Campbell took the NFL by storm 
from the outset. In 1978, he was named the NFL’s Most Valuable Player, 
All-Pro, and Rookie of the Year. He won the league rushing championship 
with a club-record 1,450 yards and was named to the AFC Pro Bowl 
squad. It was more of the same the next two years with NFL rushing titles, 
MVP honors, and consensus All-Pro acclaim each season. He followed his 
rookie campaign with 1,697 yards in 1979, but his finest year came in 1980 
when he rushed for 1,934 yards, which at the time was second only to 0. J. 
Simpson’s 2,003 yards gained in 1973. That year, Campbell gained over 
200 yards in four games. In 1981, he won his fourth straight AFC rushing 
title with 1,376 yards. A sensational runner, Campbell was picked for the 
Pro Bowl five of his first six NFL seasons (1978-81, 1983). In his eight- 
year career, which finished in New Orleans, Campbell rushed 2,187 times

for 9,407 yards, and 74 touchdowns, retiring as the NFL’s seventh all-time 
leading rusher. He also gained 806 yards on 121 receptions to bring his 
career combined net yards total to 10,213. He set Oilers records for most 
career yards (8,574), most career attempts (1,979), most touchdown runs 
(73) and most consecutive games with a rushing touchdown (5). His most 
famous performance came in a Monday night game against Miami in his 
rookie season. That night, he rushed for 199 yards and four touchdowns 
to lead the Oilers to a spectacular 35-30 victory. In spite of the constant 
pounding he took from opposing defenders, Earl missed only six games 
out of 115 because of injuries. Midway into his seventh season, he was 
traded by the Oilers to the New Orleans Saints for a first-round draft pick. 
He played a season and a half with the Saints before retiring after the 1985 
campaign. Campbell is one of just four people officially designated a Texas 
Legend by the Texas State Legislature. The others are Davy Crockett, 
Sam Houston and Stephen F. Austin. Campbell was the only designee of 
the 20th century.

Charlie Joiner played 18 seasons in the NFL, including his first four with the 
Houston Oilers. One of the league’s most prolific receivers, he amassed 
750 career receptions for 12,146 yards and 65 touchdowns, ranking as 
the league’s leading receiver of all-time when he retired at the age of 39 
in 1986. His 18 seasons played were longer than any other wide receiver 
in history at the time of his retirement. The Oilers originally targeted Joiner 
for the defensive backfield when they picked the 5-11, 180-pounder from 
Grambling in the fourth round of the 1969 AFL-NFL Draft. Joiner played 
briefly on defense and the kickoff return team but soon became established 
as a premier pass catcher. Joiner caught 82 of his 750 career passes as 
an Oiler, totaling 1,480 yards and 12 touchdowns. He paced the squad 
with 681 yards and seven touchdown grabs in 1971. In his fourth season 
in 1972, Houston sent him to the Cincinnati Bengals in a four-player swap. 
Four years later in 1976, he was traded to San Diego. With the Chargers, 
Joiner blossomed into super-stardom. He and quarterback Dan Fouts 





formed a lethal pass-catch team that accounted for the preponderance of 
his 586 receptions as a Charger. During his 11 years in San Diego, Joiner 
caught 50 or more passes seven times and had 70 or more receptions 
three seasons. Injuries cut into his playing time at the beginning, but in a 
193-game span over his final 13 seasons, Joiner missed only one game. 
He was an All-NFL pick in 1980 and a Pro Bowl choice three times. In the 
1980 AFC title game, he led the Chargers with six receptions for 130 yards 
and two touchdowns. Blessed with excellent speed and tantalizing moves, 
Joiner averaged 16.2 yards per catch and accounted for 12,146 yards and 
65 touchdowns. When he was inducted into the Pro Football Hall of Fame 
in 1996, Joiner ranked fifth in receptions and sixth in receiving yardage on 
the NFL’s all-time list. Joiner was once described by San Francisco 49ers 
coaching great Bill Walsh as “the most intelligent, the smartest, the most 
calculating receiver the game has ever known.”

Mike Munchak was the eighth player overall and the first offensive lineman 
chosen in the 1982 National Football League draft. Selected by the Oilers, 
the former Penn State standout was an immediate success with the 
Houston club, earning the starting left guard spot in his first training camp. 
The 6-3, 281-pound lineman wasted little time establishing himself as 
one of the premier guards in the NFL. In 1984, in just his third year in the 
league, he was named to the first of seven All-AFC teams. That same year 
he received the first of nine Pro Bowl invitations. Not coincidentally, the 
Oilers’ on-the-field successes increased as Munchak’s development and 
experience increased. From their dismal 1-8 record in the strike-shortened 
1982 season, the Oilers improved nearly every year that Munchak played. 
Along the way, the team advanced to the playoffs seven consecutive years 
(1987-1993) and captured the 1991 and 1993 AFC Central Divisional 
crowns. Munchak was a devastating blocker and considered the key to an 
offensive line that kept the Oilers at or near the top of the NFL’s offensive 
statistical categories. In 1988 he led the Oilers’ offensive line that gave 


up just 24 quarterback sacks which was third in the NFL. It was also the 
fewest sacks allowed by the team in 10 seasons. The following season 
the offensive line held opponents to no sacks in six games. In 1991, the 
Oilers offensive line finished second in the AFC and fourth in the NFL in the 
fewest quarterback sacks allowed. Behind the Munchak-led line, Houston 
led the NFL in total offense in 1990 and passing offense in 1990 and 1991. 
The Oilers finished second in points scored in 1990 and second in total 
offense in 1991. Equally effective as a run blocker, Munchak led the Oilers 
offensive charge in 1993 as the team finished fourth in the NFL in both 
average gain per rushing play (4.4) and average gain per offensive play 
(5.3). Although he suffered from chronic knee problems, Munchak played 
in 159 regular season games. His 12 seasons with the Oilers tied him for 
second longest in the franchise’s history at the time of his retirement. He 
became the first player inducted into the Hall of Fame who played his entire 
career with the Oilers. Long-time teammate Bruce Matthews presented 
Munchak for induction.

Defensive end Elvin Bethea, an eight-time Pro Bowl selection during his 
outstanding career with the Houston Oilers, was named to the five-man 
class of the 2003 Pro Football Hall of Fame that included running back 
Marcus Allen, guard Joe DeLamielleure, wide receiver James Lofton, and 
coach Hank Stram. A third-round draft pick in 1968 (77th player overall) 
Bethea played in 210 games over 16 seasons, never missing a game until 
breaking his arm on Nov. 13, 1977. He was considered a “steal” in a draft 
class that produced three future Hall of Fame players in Larry Csonka, Art 
Shell, and Ron Yary. When he retired, he held three team records relating 
to career service: most seasons (16), most career regular season games 
played (210), and most consecutive regular season games played (135). 
Having led the team in sacks in six seasons, Bethea’s unofficial 105-career 
sack total still ranks first in franchise history, including his team-best 17 
sacks in 1973. He recorded four sacks and a fumble recovery in his best 
single game performance against San Diego in 1976. He played in eight 
playoff games and posted 691 career tackles. Bethea also played in eight 


Pro Bowls (1970, 1972-1976, 1979, 1980) and earned All-Pro second- 
team honors in 1973, 1975, 1978, and 1979. More than just a pass rusher, 
Bethea was also effective against the run. Eventhough 1974 was the first 
year such statistics were compiled by the Oilers, his 691 career tackles, 
are still among the best in franchise history, even excluding the first six 
years of his career. “When people ask me who the best guy | ever played 
against was | always tell them Elvin Bethea and Lyle Alzado because both 
of them were complete ballplayers,” said Art Shell, Hall of Fame member 
of the Oakland Raiders. “Elvin was one of the quickest guys I’ve ever been 
around. We always had to double-team him. There were times when | was 
supposed to block him when he would get by me so quick. And then Gene 
Upshaw was supposed to pick him up and he also got by him so quick 
that we would get back to the huddle and Upshaw would say, ‘Did you see 
that?’ and I'd say, ‘Yeah, | saw that. He just beat the heck out of me too!’ 
Elvin was just a great player.”

Curley Culp was voted into the Pro Football Hall of Fame in 2013. A six- 
time Pro Bowl selection, Culp played in 179 games during his NFL career 
with the Kansas City Chiefs (1968-1974), Houston Oilers (1974-1980) and 
Detroit Lions (1980-81). He was considered the prototypical nose tackle 
and helped pioneer the 3-4 defense. Hailing from Arizona State, where he 
was an All-American in both football and wrestling, Culp was selected in the 
second round of the 1968 NFL Draft by the Denver Broncos, who intended 
to use him as an offensive guard. However, his brief stint in Denver ended 
when he was traded to the Chiefs, who inserted him permanently on the 
defensive side. In 1969, the Chiefs won Super Bowl IV, and Culp was an 
instrumental member of one of the league’s top defenses. He helped the 
Chiefs defeat the Oakland Raiders in the AFL Championship Game and 
the Minnesota Vikings in the Super Bowl. In 1974, during his seventh 
campaign in Kansas City, Culp was traded to the Oilers along with a 
first-round draft pick (used to select Robert Brazile) in exchange for John 
Matuszak. The move paid almost immediate dividends for the Oilers, who 
previously suffered through 1-13 records in both 1972 and 1973. In 1975, 
Culp’s first full season in Houston, he helped the Oilers to a record of 10-4,

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the first winning mark for the club in eight years. With Culp anchoring the 
defense, the Oilers finished with the AFC’s top-ranked run defense (third 
in the NFL). Individually, Culp produced arguably the finest season of his 
career, recording 11.5 sacks and earning NFL Defensive Player honors 
by the Newspaper Enterprise Association. Culp continued as a leader 
of the Oilers defense that culminated in back-to-back appearances in the 
AFC championship games in 1978 and 1979. He was named to one AFL 
All-Star Game and five Pro Bowls during his career. Culp also was picked 
as a first-team All-Pro in 1975 and a second-team selection in 1971, 1977, 
1978, and 1979. He was selected first- or second-team All-AFC five times. 
“Curley Culp was perhaps the strongest man | ever lined up against,” said 
Raiders Hall of Fame center Jim Otto. Culp used his strong wrestling 
background to create havoc for opposing guards and centers. He was the 
1968 NCAA heavyweight wrestling champion and was named to the U.S. 
Olympic wrestling team that year. Culp joined a 2013 Hall of Fame class 
that included offensive linemen Larry Allen and Jonathan Ogden, wide 
receiver Cris Carter, coach Bill Parcells, linebacker Dave Robinson and 
defensive lineman Warren Sapp.

Robert Brazile was elected into the Pro Football Hall of Fame in 2018. As 
a rookie in 1975, he made an instant impact as he helped Houston notch 
the franchise’s first winning season in eight years with a 10-4 record. He 
went on to win Defensive Rookie of the Year in 1975. With his speed, 
strength, tackling and coverage ability, Brazile helped revolutionize the 
outside linebacker position in a 3-4 defense. Nicknamed ‘Dr. Doom,’ 
Brazile started all 147 regular season games during his career and made 
seven postseason starts, including back-to-back AFC Championship 
Games (1978-79). He recorded nine tackles and one fumble recovery in 
the 1978 AFC Championship game. He was elected to seven career Pro 


Bowls and named All-Pro for five consecutive seasons (1976-80). Brazile 
registered a career-best 185 tackles in 1978 on his way to helping the 
Oilers secure three consecutive 10-win seasons and three consecutive 
playoff berths (1987-80). His career statistics include 13 interceptions, 
14 fumble recoveries and 6.5 sacks in both 1976 and 1980. Brazile was 
named to the NFL’s All-Decade Team of the 1970s.

Kevin Mawae was elected to the Pro Football Hall of Fame Class of 
2019 and became the first established Titan without connections to the 
Houston Oilers to receive the honor. He played four seasons (2006-09) 
in Tennessee. Mawae entered the NFL as a second-round pick of the 
Seattle Seahawks in the 1994 NFL Draft. He began his career at right 
guard before being moved to center at the start of the 1996 season and 
remained at that position for the rest of his NFL career. After four seasons 
(1994-97) in the Northwest, the Louisiana State product signed a free 
agent deal with the New York Jets in 1998. In his first season in New York, 
Mawae helped running back Curtis Martin rush for a Jets franchise record 
eight 100-yard rushing games en route to 1,287-yard season. In 1999, he 
was named to his first of eight Pro Bowls and paved the way for Martin’s 
then franchise-record 1,464 rushing yards. The 6-foot-4-inch, 289-pounder 
played in an astounding 177 consecutive games before a serious triceps 


injury ended his 2005 campaign after six games. Mawae signed a free 
agent deal with the Titans in 2006. In his first season with Tennessee, he 
made an immediate impact and was a part of an offense that ranked third 
in the AFC and fifth in the NFL in rushing with 2,214 yards. Three seasons 
later, he helped Chris Johnson amass a franchise-best 2,006 rushing 
yards, becoming just the sixth player all-time to accomplish the feat. In 
241 career games over 16 seasons, Mawae was extremely durable and 
known for his toughness in the trenches. He was a first-team, all-decade 
center for the 2000s and blocked for a 1,000-yard rusher in 13 of his 16 
seasons. Running backs Chris Warren (1,545 yards in 1994), Martin (1,697 
in 2004), LenDale White (1,110 in 2007) and Johnson (2,006 in 2009) had 
the highest season rushing totals of their careers with Mawae on the line. 
He played 90 games in which there was a 100-yard rusher, the most by 
any offensive lineman in NFL history.

In the history of the Oilers/Titans franchise, only six players have had 
the distinction of having their jersey number retired — Jim Norton (No. 43), 
Elvin Bethea (No. 65), Earl Campbell (No. 34), Mike Munchak (No. 63), 
Bruce Matthews (No. 74), and Warren Moon (No. 1). 

Additionally, the team announced plans in June 2019 to retire Steve 
McNair’s jersey No. 9 and Eddie George’s jersey No. 27 during a ceremo- 
ny on Sept. 15, 2019. 


Jim Norton played nine seasons for the Oil- 
ers (1960-68) as a safety and as a punter, es- 
tablishing team records at both positions. As 
a rookie from the University of Idaho, Norton 
was a member of the Oilers’ 1960 AFL Cham- 
pionship team. A four-time league all-star, he 
holds the club record for most interceptions in 
a career with 45. Also an accomplished punter, 
Norton was tops in club history with 519 career 
punts for a 42.3-yard career average and a long 
kick of 79 yards (11/22/64 vs. Kansas City). 


Elvin Bethea joined the Oilers in 1968 after an 
outstanding career at North Carolina A&T. He 
started at defensive end in the 1968 season 
opener and didn’t miss a game until breaking 
his arm in November 1977. That streak of 135 
consecutive games played stands third in team 
history. An eight-time Pro Bowler (1970, 1972- 
76, 1978-80), Bethea ranks second for most 
seasons played (16, 1968-83), while his 210 
games played (1968-83) also stands second 
behind Bruce Matthews. Bethea led the team 
in sacks six times, including a career-best mark of 17 in 1973. The Oilers 
honored him with an “Elvin Bethea Appreciation Night” on Aug. 4, 1983. 
He became the sixth player in franchise history to be inducted into the Pro 
Football Hall of Fame on Aug. 3, 2003. 





Earl Campbell, the franchise’s second leading 
rusher and a member of the Pro Football Hall 
of Fame, was honored by having his number 
retired at ceremonies on Aug. 13, 1987. He set 
a single-season club record with a league-lead- 
ing 1,450 yards his rookie season. Campbell 
followed that performance with 1,697 yards in 
1979 and an astounding 1,934 yards in 1980. 
Both those totals led the NFL and the latter was 
second only to O.J. Simpson’s 2,003 yards in 
1973. Campbell was selected to five Pro Bowls 
(1978-81, 1983) and retired as the NFL’s seventh all-time leading rush- 
er (9,407). He ranks second in franchise history in career rushing yards 
(8,574) and attempts (1,979), first in touchdown runs (73) and first in most 
consecutive games with a rushing touchdown (5). 





Mike Munchak joined the Oilers as a first-round 
draft pick in 1982 out of Penn State. He was 
the first offensive lineman selected in the draft 
and the eighth overall selection. Munchak won 
the starting left guard position as a rookie and 
went on to play in 12 campaigns (1982-93) and 
159 games (156 starts) for the Oilers. He is tied 
for third on the team’s all-time list for seasons 
played and ranks fifth in games played. Mun- 
chak became a fixture on an offensive line that 
helped the Oilers to seven consecutive playoff 
appearances (1987-93). One of the premier guards in the National Foot- 
ball League, Munchak was selected to NFL’s “Team of the Decade” for the 
1980s and was chosen in 1989 to Oilers’ 30th Anniversary “Dream Team.” 
He ranks second in club annals with nine Pro Bowl selections, seven as a 
starter. Munchak announced his retirement on July 21, 1994, and on the 
same day, K.S. “Bud” Adams, Jr,. announced that jersey No. 63 would be 
retired on “Mike Munchak Appreciation Day” on Nov. 6, 1994. 
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Bruce Matthews played in more games (296) 
than any non-kicker in NFL history. Longevity 
and durability were his hallmark. And that, cou- 
pled with his unparalleled play, in which he tied 
a league record with 14 Pro Bowl selections 
(tied with Merlin Olsen) and earned All-Pro 
honors six times, made him one of the all-time 
greats. He rose to the challenges presented to 
him in playing every position on the offensive 
line during his NFL career (87 at center, 99 at 
left guard, 67 at right guard, 22 at right tackle, 
and 17 at left tackle). His number was retired during a halftime ceremony in 
Nashville on Dec. 8, 2002. 





Warren Moon, the fourth leading passer in NFL 
history, played 10 years (1984-93) with the or- 
ganization and holds the franchise records for 
passing yards (33,685) and touchdowns (196), 
while leading the Oilers to seven consecutive 
playoff appearances from 1987-93. Moon’s fin- 
est season came in 1990, throwing for 4,689 
yards (363-for-584) and 33 touchdowns in only 
15 games and becoming the third player in 
NFL history to produce consecutive 4,000-yard 
passing seasons. He earned AP NFL Offensive 
Player of the Year for his efforts and his third Pro Bowl berth. His jersey was 
retired in a halftime ceremony in Nashville on Oct. 1, 2006. 


Eddie George is the franchise’s record holder 
for career rushing yards (10,009) and is also the 
organization’s all-time scrimmage yards leader 
(12,153). During his playing days in Tennessee 
(1996-2003), he never missed a game — a span 
of 128 starts. George was a 1,000-yard rush- 
er seven times, and a four-time Pro Bowler. 
George racked up 36 100-yard games, and the 
Titans recorded a 30-6 record in those games. 
George helped the Titans reach the playoffs four 
times in his eight years in Nashville, including a 
Super Bowl, and two AFC title games. George went over 1,300 yards in a 
season four times, and averaged 1,160 rushing yards per season during 
his nine-year NFL career. His jersey was retired in a halftime ceremony in 
Nashville on Sept. 15, 2019. 


Steve McNair was the third overall draft pick 
by the Houston Oilers in 1995. In 11 seasons 
(1995-2005) with the franchise, McNair accu- 
mulated the most wins of any quarterback in 
Titans/Oilers history. He was a four-time Pro 
Bowler, and was named the NFL’s co-MVP with 
Colts quarterback Peyton Manning in 2003. 
McNair finished his career with 31,304 yards 
passing and 174 touchdowns. As a member of 
the Titans, he was credited with 20 game-win- 
ning drives in the regular season and postsea- 
son, finishing second all-time behind Warren Moon (23). McNair, who led 
Tennessee’s famous drive that ended up a yard short of forcing overtime 
in Super Bowl XXXIV, also made a big impact in the Nashville community 
through the Steve McNair Foundation. He was selected as the 2005 Titans 
Walter Payton Award Winner, given to the team’s Community Man of the 
Year. His jersey was retired in a halftime ceremony in Nashville on Sept. 
15, 2019. 
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OILERS LOGO HISTORY 


The original Oilers helmet, circa 1960, was blue with a white stripe down the middle. The oil derrick logo was 
also white. Although the derrick itself remained, many subtle changes were made to the helmets over the years. 
In 1964, two red stripes were added to the white striping on top of the helmet. Two years later, the helmet color 
was changed to silver with red and blue striping. The derrick, meanwhile, was changed to blue with a red outline 
and white background. In 1972, the helmet color was switched back to blue with red and white striping, while the 
derrick was changed to white with a red outline. Three years later, the helmet color was changed to its familiar 
white with red and blue striping. The derrick was then switched to blue with a red outline. The helmets boasted a 
gray facemask. In 1981, the facemask was switched to red. In 1997, the Oilers added the Tennessee logo to the 
back of their helmet upon their relocation to Nashville. In 1999, the franchise unveiled a new logo as the team 
was renamed the Tennessee Titans.

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HISTORICAL HIGHLIGHTS 


THE “FOOLISH CLUB” 


In 1959, after numerous failed attempts to enter the NFL as owners 
through expansion or purchase (Chicago Cardinals), Lamar Hunt 
and K.S. “Bud” Adams, Jr. agree that forming a new league is a 
viable option to NFL ownership. They would recruit a number of 
other future owners, who like themselves were looking to enter 
the world of football ownership, but had been rebuffed. The eight 
original teams, which would later be dubbed the “Foolish Club” for 
taking on the NFL were: Dallas (Hunt), Houston (Adams), Denver 
(Bob Howsam), New York (Harry Wismer), Los Angeles (Barron 
Hilton), Buffalo (Ralph Wilson), Boston (William Sullivan) and 
Oakland (Wayne Valley). Minneapolis was set to become one of 
the original AFL teams, but they were replaced by Oakland when 
the NFL awarded an expansion franchise to the Minneapolis market 
in 1960. 


All eight teams agreed to contribute $25,000 to create a league 
office, which was headed by the first AFL commissioner, Joe Foss. 
The AFL held their first draft on Nov. 22, 1959 and began play in 
the fall of 1960 with games televised on ABC.

September 11 — Oilers win first regular season contest 37-22 over Oakland 
at San Francisco. Charles Hennigan scores first Oiler TD on a 43-yard 
pass from George Blanda. Dave Smith scores first Oiler rushing TD on 
eight-yard run. 

December 11 — Oilers clinch AFL Eastern Division title with 31-23 win over 
Buffalo at Houston. 

December 29 — Lou Rymkus named AFL’s first Coach of the Year.

January 1 — Oilers win first AFL Championship by defeating Los Angeles 
Chargers 24-16 before 32,000 fans at Jeppesen Stadium. Billy Cannon is 
named game’s MVP; Blanda completes 16 of 32 passes for 301 yards and 
three TDs.

September 9 — Oilers open regular season with a 55-0 rout of Oakland at 
Jeppesen despite threats from Hurricane Carla.

October 22 — Oilers defeat Dallas Texans 38-7 in first outing under Wally 
Lemm.

October 29 — George Blanda sets AFL passing record with 464 yards on 
18-of-32 passing for four TDs as Oilers win 28-16 at Buffalo. 

November 19 — George Blanda throws seven touchdown passes against 
New York in 49-13 win to set AFL record and the all-time pro record. 
December 3 — Oilers defeat previously unbeaten San Diego 33-13 before 
Houston’s largest crowd, 37,845. Charles Hennigan catches 10 passes for 
214 yards and three TDs. George Blanda hits on 20 of 34 attempts for 351 
yards and four TDs and kicks AFL-record 55-yard field goal. 

December 17 — Oilers win second consecutive Eastern Division crown by 
beating Oakland 47-16 in Oakland. Oilers become first pro team in history 
to score over 500 points in one season with 513 points in 14 games. 
December 20 — Wally Lemm is named AFL Coach of the Year. 
December 23 — George Blanda is named AFL Player of the Year. 
December 24 — Oilers win second consecutive AFL title, defeating 
Chargers 10-3 at San Diego. Billy Cannon wins MVP award for second 
consecutive year. Winning players share: $1,724.00.

February 23 — Wally Lemm resigns to become the head coach of St. Louis 
Cardinals. 
March 5 — Oilers name Frank “Pop” Ivy as head coach. 
September 16 — Oilers lose to Boston 34-21 in first pro game in historic 
Harvard Stadium. 
October 14 — Oilers set AFL scoring record with 56-17 win over New York 


EARLY DOMINANCE & AFL SUPREMACY 


With a mix of cast-off players from other professional leagues (QB 
George Blanda, C Bob Schmidt, T Al Jamison), pro football rookies 
(RB Billy Cannon, G Bob Talamini) and local college players who 
never entered the NFL (WR Charles Hennigan, DT Orville Trask), 
the Oilers quickly became the dominant team in the newly formed 
American Football League. In each of the league’s first three years, 
the Oilers advanced to the AFL title game, winning the first two 
league championships (1960 and 1961). Amazingly, the Oilers 
reached each of those title games under three different coaches: 
Lou Rymkus (1960), Wally Lemm (1961) and Frank “Pop” Ivy 
(1962). 


The fiery Rymkus led the inaugural Oilers to the Eastern Division 
title with a 10-4 mark. They met the Western Division winner Los 
Angeles Chargers at Jeppesen Stadium in Houston to crown the 
first AFL champion. The two teams split their two matchups during 
the regular season. The Oilers took a one-point lead into the fourth 
quarter and then Blanda hit Cannon for an 88-yard score early in 
the fourth quarter to end the scoring, 24-16. Blanda tallied 301 
passing yards and three touchdowns in the game. 


After the Oilers opened the 1961 season 1-3-1, head coach Lou 
Rymkus was replaced by Wally Lemm, who had been on the 1960 
staff but left for private business prior to the 1961 season. The 
Oilers would win nine consecutive games under Lemm to end the 
regular season with a 10-3-1 mark and first place in the Eastern 
Division. The 1961 AFL Championship game was a defensive 
struggle as the Oilers defeated the San Diego Chargers 10-3 in 
San Diego. 


After leading the Oilers to a second title, the St. Louis Cardinals 
hired Wally Lemm as their head coach for the 1962 season. The 
Oilers tabbed Frank “Pop” Ivy to lead the team in 1962. The team 
again won the Eastern Division with an 11-3 record and faced the 
Dallas Texans at Jeppesen Stadium for the 1962 AFL title. Dallas 
raced out to a 17-0 halftime lead, but the Oilers mounted a second 
half rally to knot the scored at 17 with five minutes remaining in the 
game. The game would go to overtime and was eventually decided 
in double overtime (6th quarter) with a Dallas 25-yard field goal. 
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HISTORICAL HIGHLIGHTS 


OILERS’ AFL SUMMARY 


In the 10-year history of the AFL from 1960-69, the Oilers amassed 
a 70-66-5 record, reached the AFL title game four times (1960, ’61, 
62, '67) and won two AFL titles (1960 and 1961). They had some 
of the greats of the game, including QB George Blanda, WR Charlie 
Hennigan, G Bob Talamini, CB Ken Houston and DE Elvin Bethea. 
Four decades removed from their playing days, these names still 
sit atop several catagories throughout the franchise record book: 
Blanda threw a franchise-best 36 touchdowns in 1961, Hennigan 
caught a franchise-best 101 balls in 1964, Houston returned nine 
interceptions for touchdowns during his Oilers career, and Bethea 
(unofficially) totaled 105 sacks during his career. The Oilers also 
saw profound popularity growth as they averaged 20,000 fans in 
their inaugural 1960 season at Jeppesen Stadium all the way to 
moving into the Astrodome in 1968, and averaging 44,000 fans in 
their final AFL campaign.

September 13 — Rookie Sid Blanks sets AFL record with 91-yard TD run 
against New York at Houston. 
December 18 — Sammy Baugh resigns as Oiler head coach. 
December 20 — Oilers play final game in Jeppesen Stadium, defeating 
Denver 34-15 to end season with 4-10 record. Charles Hennigan catches 
101st pass of season to set new all-time pro record. 
December 22 — Hugh “Bones” Taylor named Oiler head coach as Sammy 
Baugh stays on staff as assistant. 


1965 
June 5 — Oilers announce they will not play in Harris County Dome Stadium 
because of “unrealistic lease agreement”; sign five-year lease with Rice 
University for use of Rice Stadium. 


1966 
January 13 — K.S. “Bud” Adams, Jr., names Don Klosterman as Oilers’ 
Executive Vice-President and General Manager. 
January 29 — Wally Lemm is named Oiler Head Coach by Dan Klosterman. 
June 8 — Oilers sign Ernie Ladd; Commissioner awards Willie Frazier and 
Pete Jaquess to San Diego in compensation. 
June 9 — The AFL and NFL announce plans to merge into one league by 
1970. Common draft and championship game are scheduled immediately. 
September 3 — Oilers open regular season play with 45-7 home victory 
over the Denver Broncos. Denver was held to no first downs, an AFL 
record. 


1967 
March 14 — First common draft between AFL and NFL; Oilers take 


Michigan State All-America George Webster as their No. 1 choice. 

April 2 — Oilers announce they will hold 1967 training camp at Schreiner 
Institute in Kerrville, Texas. Only third time in history Oilers will have trained 
outside Houston. 

December 17 — Oilers clinch Eastern Division title with 24-17 win over San 
Diego at Rice Stadium and become first team to go from cellar to division 
title in one season, a feat accomplished with 15 rookies on the squad. 
December 20 — Four Oilers are named to All-AFL team. DE Pat Holmes, 
CB Miller Farr, G Bob Talamini and rookie LB George Webster named to 
AFL elite unit. 

December 23 — Oiler LB George Webster is unanimous choice as AFL’s 
Defensive Rookie of the Year. 

December 31 — Oakland Raiders break open close game in second 
quarter and defeat Oilers 40-7 in AFL Championship Game. The only Oiler 
touchdown comes in fourth quarter on pass from Pete Beathard to Charles 
Frazier. 


1968 
February 10 — Oiler owner K.S. “Bud” Adams, Jr., announces that the 
Oilers will move to the Harris County Dome Stadium for the 1968 season. 
Contract with Rice will be settled. 
September 9 — Oilers play their first game in the Astrodome, a 25-21 
loss to Kansas City before 45,083 fans, and become the first professional 
football team to play their home games in a domed stadium. 


1969 
January 25 — Oiler LB George Webster is one of four AFL players named 
to Pro Football Writers Association’s first combined All-Pro team. 
April 15 — Jim Norton, last of the original Houston Oilers, announces his 
retirement after nine years and Oiler owner K.S. “Bud” Adams, Jr., retires 
his No. 43 jersey. 
December 14 — Oilers need victory over Boston in Astrodome to assure 
playoff spot as runner-up team in Eastern Division despite 5-6-2 record. 
Oilers come from behind to take 27-23 triumph. 
December 21 — Oilers lose bid for championship in 56-7 loss to Oakland in 
playoff game. Daryle Lamonica hurls six TD passes for Raiders. 


1970 
January 15 — Oiler LB George Webster named to Pro Football Hall of 
Fame’s All-Time AFL defensive unit. The three-year Oiler veteran was 
youngest player named to the team. 
June 30 — Oiler veterans join NFL Players Association strike. Owners bar 
veterans from training camps. Dispute revolved around pension plan. 
July 14 - Oilers open training camp at Schreiner Institute in Kerrville, 
Texas with only rookies reporting. 
August 3 — Veterans report to training camp after settlement of NFL- 
NFLPA pension dispute. 
November 1 — Oiler Head Coach Wally Lemm, who led Oilers to AFL title 
in 1961 and to Eastern Division title in 1967, announces he will retire at the 
end of 1970 season. 


1971 
January 21 — Oiler owner K.S. “Bud” Adams, Jr., names Ed Hughes to be 
the sixth head coach in Oiler history. 
January 26 — Oilers trade RB Hoyle Granger, T Terry Stoepel and 
DE Charles Blossom to New Orleans for DT Dave Rowe and WR Ken 
Burrough. 
January 28 — The Oilers, who pick third behind Boston and New Orleans in 
the college draft, select QB Dan Pastorini of Santa Clara in the first round 
and grab QB Lynn Dickey of Kansas State in the third round. 
May 5 — Oilers name John W. Breen as general manager, replacing Bob 
Brodhead. Breen was the first employee hired by Oiler owner K.S. “Bud” 
Adams, Jr., in 1959 when the American Football League was formed. 
December 12 — S Ken Houston ties all-time pro record for touchdowns on 
interceptions with theft against Buffalo in Oilers’ 20-14 victory. Houston tied 
record of seven set by Erich Barnes and Herb Adderley. 
December 19 — Oilers close out season with third straight victory by blasting 
San Diego 49-33 for highest point production since 1963. S Ken Houston 
establishes all-time pro record with two touchdowns on interceptions. The 
five-year veteran intercepted successive John Hadl passes in the third 
quarter and returned them for touchdowns of 35 and 29 yards to run his

career total to nine. His four returns of interceptions for TDs in one year is 
also an NFL record. 

December 24 — Oiler DE Elvin Bethea and S Ken Houston are named to 
AFC Pro Bowl squad. It is second straight selection for Houston. 
December 30 — Oilers name former Florida State and Rice University 
coach Bill Peterson as their new head coach. 


1972 
March 21 — K.S. “Bud” Adams, Jr., spearheads a drive which lands the 
1974 Super Bowl game for Houston. The game will be played in Rice 
Stadium on January 13, 1974. 
October 1 — Oilers stun Joe Namath and New York Jets 26-20 in the 
Astrodome for only victory of 1972 season. 


1973 
March 2 — Veteran coach and front office executive Sid Gillman accepts 
position of Executive Vice-President and General Manager of Houston 
Oilers, replacing John Breen, who retired. 
October 16 — Bill Peterson is fired as head coach of Oilers after 48-20 loss 
to Denver, making Peterson’s regular season record in 1 1/2 years 1-18. 
Sid Gillman assumes dual role of General Manager/Head Coach for the 
rest of year. 
November 5 — Oilers win only game of 1973 season, 31-27, over Baltimore 
Colts as QB Lynn Dickey completes 22-of-32 passes for 340 yards and 
three touchdowns. 
December 19 — Oiler DE Elvin Bethea named to Pro Bowl team for third 
straight year. 


1974 
January 18 — Sid Gillman announces decision to remain as General 
Manager/Head Coach for at least one more season, ending speculation 
that a new head coach would be named. 
February 8 — Former New Orleans and New York Jets coach Ed Biles joins 
Oilers as defensive assistant. 
March 7 — O.A. “Bum” Phillips, a veteran Texas high school and college 
coach who was with Sid Gillman at San Diego, is hired by Oilers as 
defensive coordinator. 
August 28 —- Oiler T John Matuszak tries to jump his contract and sign 
with World Football League Houston Texans. Oilers obtain temporary 
restraining order and present it to Matuszak at Texans’ game with New 
York Stars. Matuszak is put on inactive list until trial. 
September 9 — State District Judge Arthur Lesher grants temporary 
injunction against John Matuszak playing for any other team than Oilers 
until further court hearings. Matuszak remains on inactive list. 
October 22 — Oilers trade John Matuszak and No. 3 draft choice to Kansas 
City for Curley Culp and draft choice, ending court battle. 


BUM PHILLIPS 


If ever there was a coach made for a team and a team that 
embodied their coach, it was the marriage between O.A. “Bum” 
Phillips and the Houston Oilers. A native of Orange, Texas, Phillips 
spent the majority of his first 15 years in coaching in the Texas 
high school ranks before moving up the ladder as a defensive 
coordinator in the college and pro level. He would join the Oilers 
as a defensive coordinator in 1974 and was named head coach in 
1975, where he would remain through the 1980 season. Known for 
strolling the sidelines in his cowboy hat and boots, he was the face 
of the Oilers for six seasons (59-38 record) and saw the birth of the 
“Luv Ya Blue” era. In 1978, he led the Oilers back to the playoffs for 
the first time in 11 years with their march to the AFC Championship. 
The Oilers would again reach the AFC Championship game in 
1979 and wild card round in 1980. Phillips was let go by the Oilers 
following the 1980 season. 





LUV YA BLUE! 


With Oiler fever in full bloom following the march to the AFC 
Championship game in the 1978 season, the team looked to tap 
into the frenzy with a marketing campaign that captured that team 
spirit. The result was the “Luv Ya Blue!” phrase that would sweep 
the area and be forever remembered with the 1979 and 1980 
seasons. The phrase was trademarked by the team and became 
as popular as regular Oilers merchandise. The campaign included a 
song which was written and sung by Mack Hayes, a local musician 
and was performed before each game at the Astrodome during 
those seasons. 





1975 
January 25 — O.A. “Bum” Phillips named Oiler head coach by Sid Gillman, 
who says he will remain in single role as general manager. 
February 14 — Sid Gillman leaves Oilers as general manager by mutual 
consent with owner “Bud” Adams. Bum Phillips adds title of general 
manager to head coaching duties. 
October I9 — Oilers come from behind to defeat Washington 13-10 in 
Astrodome for first win ever over NFC team. 
November 16 — Oilers get 20-19 win over Miami as Billy Johnson ties all- 
time pro record for return TDs in one season (4). 
December 21 — Oilers close out finest season since 1962 with 21-10 win 
over Cleveland, giving Bum Phillips a 10-4-0 record in his first year as a 
head coach. Oilers set a new home attendance record, averaging 48,000 
in seven home games. 


1976 
February 10 — Wade Phillips, son of Head Coach Bum Phillips, named 
to Oiler coaching staff as LB coach. Phillips had been an assistant at 
University of Kansas. 
April 1 — Oilers lose Fred Hoaglin, Mark Cotney and Jesse O’Neal in NFL 
expansion draft. 
April 2 — Oilers trade QB Lynn Dickey to Green Bay for QB John Hadl, CB 
Ken Ellis, draft choices and cash. 


1977 
October 9 — Oilers march into first place in the AFC Central Division after 
whipping Pittsburgh 27-10 at the Astrodome, but lose Dan Pastorini to an 
ankle and back injury. 
November 13 — Oakland holds off Oilers 34-29 as Houston DE Elvin 
Bethea suffers a broken arm after playing in 135 consecutive games, a 
team record. 


1978 
January 7 — Owner K.S. “Bud” Adams, Jr., announces the appointment of 
Ladd K. Herzeg as Senior Vice-President and Chief Administrative Officer 
of the Houston Oilers. 
January 24 — Curley Culp, Ken Burrough, Billy Johnson and Robert Brazile 
play for AFC on Pro Bowl team. 
April 24 — Oilers trade three draft picks and TE Jimmie Giles to Tampa 
Bay for rights to 1978 number one draft selection in order to choose Texas 
All-America and Heisman Trophy winner Earl Campbell. 
October 23 — Houston ends Pittsburgh’s seven-game win streak with 
Monday night victory over the Steelers, 21-17. It marks Houston’s first win 
ever on Monday Night Football. 
November 12 — Houston comes from 23-0 deficit to capture 26-23 win over 
New England Patriots. 
November 20 — Earl Campbell rushes for four touchdowns against 
Miami Dolphins in Oilers’ 35-30 victory. Campbell's two Monday night 
appearances net him 7 of his 13 season TDs. 
November 26 — Earl Campbell gains 100 yards rushing vs. Cincinnati 
before home crowd to tie NFL record for most 100-yard games by a rookie 
— 7 (ties Franco Harris and Don Woods). Also breaks Oiler single season 
records for most yards rushing (Hoyle Granger, 1,194 yards in 1967) and 
most rushing attempts (Charlie Tolar, 224 yards in 1962). 
December 10 — Houston captures 17-12 decision over New Orleans Saints 
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EARL CAMPBELL 


Tabbed the “Tyler Rose”, Earl Campbell was a Texas high school 
legend who would go on to the University of Texas and earn the 
1977 Heisman Trophy. The Oilers pulled off a draft blockbuster 
to acquire Campbell, trading four picks and TE Jimmie Giles 
to acquire the first pick in the 1978 draft from the Tampa Bay 
Buccaneers. Campbell made an immediate impact as a rookie, 
gaining 1,450 yards and scoring 13 touchdowns in his initial 
campaign and earning NFL Rookie of the Year and NFL Offensive 
Player of the Year honors. In one of the most famous performances 
in Monday Night Football history, Campbell gained 199 yards and 
scored four touchdowns on 28 carries against the Miami Dolphins in 
November of 1978. From 1978 to 1984 Campbell led the Oilers to 
three playoff appearances, gained 8,547 yards and earned five Pro 
Bowl invitations. During the 1984 season, Campbell was traded to 
New Orleans to be reunited with Bum Phillips for a first round draft 
choice. He was inducted into the Pro Football Hall of Fame in 1991. 





to clinch berth in AFC Wild Card game versus Miami. 

December 24 — Houston wins first playoff game since 1961 by defeating 
Miami 17-9 in the Orange Bowl. 

December 31 — Oilers continue playoff march with 31-14 win against New 
England before 61,297 chilled fans in Foxboro, Mass. 


1979 
January 7 — Houston playoff dreams end as Pittsburgh takes 34-5 victory 
in AFC Championship Game. Oilers welcomed by 50,000 loyal fans in the 
Astrodome as radio station KILT sponsors homecoming. 
January 30 — Earl Campbell, Elvin Bethea, Robert Brazile and Curley Culp 
represent Houston in the Pro Bowl in Los Angeles. 
August 3 — Oiler T Greg Sampson undergoes brain surgery which signals 
the end to a promising career. 
December 10 — Before national television audience, Houston defeats 
division nemesis Pittsburgh 20-17, giving Oilers spot in 1979 playoffs. 
December 17 — Several Oilers lock up individual titles: Earl Campbell is 
NFL rushing champion for the second consecutive year; Mike Reinfeldt 
captures the crown for most interceptions in NFL with 12; Toni Fritsch is the 
most accurate field goal kicker, connecting on 21-25 attempts; and Jesse 
Baker leads the AFC in QB sacks with 15 1/2. 
December 23 - In first playoff game played in Houston since 1962, Oilers 
defeat Denver Broncos 13-7. Key offensive players Earl Campbell, Dan 
Pastorini and Ken Burrough are all injured in the contest. 
December 29 — Oilers defeat San Diego 17-14 without injured Earl 
Campbell, Dan Pastorini and Ken Burrough. Backup QB Gifford Nielsen 
plays conservative offense as Rob Carpenter, who was injured earlier in 
the week and was on crutches the night before the game, gains 67 yards 
rushing in his best effort of the season. The big star of the game is S Vernon 
Perry, as he intercepts an NFL-record four passes in a playoff game. 


1980 
January 6 —- In a rematch of the 1978 AFC Championship Game, the 
Steelers win 27-13 in a game that saw a controversial call keep Mike 
Renfro from scoring what would have been the tying score late in third 
quarter. 
January 7 — In the wee hours of the morning, the Oilers return from 
Pittsburgh to an excited throng of 70,000 people at the Astrodome. 
January 28 — Six Oilers represent Houston in the Pro Bowl: RB Earl 
Campbell, T Leon Gray, PK Toni Fritsch, LB Robert Brazile, S Mike 
Reinfeldt and DE Elvin Bethea. 
September 15 — Before the largest stadium crowd to ever witness an 
Oilers’ game (80,243), Houston defeats the Browns in Cleveland Stadium 
16-7. The game was also televised before a national audience on Monday 
Night Football. 
October 14 — Oilers acquire All-Pro TE Dave Casper from Oakland for 
undisclosed draft picks. 


October 19 — Earl Campbell becomes only the second RB in the history 
of the Oiler franchise to rush for over 200 yards in a single game when he 
leads the Oilers to a 21-14 triumph over Tampa Bay with 206 yards. Club 
rushing record for single game is 216 yards by Billy Cannon (Dec. 10, 1961 
vs. New York Titans). 

October 26 — Earl Campbell ties NFL record for most consecutive 200- 
yard games rushing (two) with 202 yards vs. Cincinnati in the Astrodome. 
Campbell now shares record with O.J. Simpson (Buffalo, 1973, 1976). 
Oilers defeat Bengals 23-3. 

December 4 — Houston’s defense shuts out the Pittsburgh Steelers 6-0. 
Toni Fritsch provides all the points the Oilers need with two field goals. This 
marked the third evening prime-time win of the season for the Oilers as the 
game was played in the Astrodome before a sellout crowd and a national 
television audience. It marked the first shutout registered by the Oilers 
since a 47-0 win over the Chicago Bears. (November 6, 1977). 
December 21 — Oilers clinch third playoff spot in as many years with 20-16 
victory over the Minnesota Vikings in the Astrodome. Earl Campbell sets 
NFL record by rushing for over 200 yards in single game four times in one 
season. He finishes season with 1,934 yards, second highest total in NFL 
history behind O.J. Simpson’s 2,003 yards in 1973. The Oilers must wait 
until the final game of the season to see who their playoff opponent will 
be, as their 11-5 record equals that of division foe Cleveland, but Oilers 
become Wild Card participant due to tie-breaker procedures. 

December 28 — Oilers season comes to an end with disappointing AFC 
Wild Card loss at the hands of the eventual Super Bowl champion Oakland 
Raiders. The loss marks the third consecutive year that the Oilers have 
been eliminated from the playoff picture by the eventual Super Bowl 
champions (Pittsburgh Steelers in both 1978 and 1979). 

December 31 — K.S. “Bud” Adams Jr., relieves Bum Phillips of his duties 
as Head Coach and General Manager. Ladd K. Herzeg is promoted from 
post of Senior Vice-President/Chief Administrative Officer to the position of 
Executive Vice-President and General Manager of the Oilers. 


1981 
January 3 — announce the selection of Ed Biles as their new head coach. 
Biles had been Oilers’ defensive coordinator since 1975. 
February 8 — Dick Nolan, former Head Coach for the New Orleans Saints 
and the San Francisco 49ers, is named defensive coordinator. 
February 15 — Mike Holovak is named as Assistant General Manager by 
the Oilers. 
September 6 — Oilers defeat Rams at season opener at Los Angeles 27-20 
as rookie Willie Tullis returns kickoff 95 yards for score in final minute of 
game. Win gives Ed Biles his first as head coach of NFL club. 


1982 
January 19 — Former All-Pro S Ken Houston returns to Oilers as defensive 
assistant assigned to work with the DBs. Houston had been All-Pro 
performer before being traded to Washington where he retired following 
1980 season. 
January 31 — Oilers open 2.5 million dollar training facility less than two 
miles from Astrodome. Owner-President K.S. “Bud” Adams, Jr., provides 
funds for what is considered one of top facilities in the NFL. 
February 3 — Oilers announce new three-year contract with Mutual 
Broadcasting System for radio rights to Houston’s games. KTRH-AM in 
Houston will serve as flagship station. 
March 18 — Oilers announce that head coach Ed Biles has been given a 
contract extension. 
April 28 — Oilers select Penn State G Mike Munchak in first round of NFL 
draft. It is the first number one choice in the draft that Oilers have had since 
Earl Campbell was selected in first round in 1978. 
May 3 -— Computer added to Oilers offices to assist club with player 
personnel, college scouting, ticket and business operations as well as 
many other functions within the organization. 
September 17 — Oilers acquire QB Archie Manning from New Orleans 
Saints in one-for-one swap for T Leon Gray. 
September 20 — NFL Players Association strike announced. 
November 16 — Settlement of 57-day player strike announced by NFL 
Management Council and NFL Players Association. 


1983 
January 2 —- Oilers fall to Cincinnati Bengals 35-27 to conclude 1982 
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regular season play in a game that was re-scheduled from November 14 
(canceled due to players’ strike). 

January 25 — Chuck Studley joins Oilers as defensive coordinator after 
successful stints with San Francisco 49ers (Super Bowl champs following 
81 season) and Cincinnati Bengals. 

February 1 — Oilers perennial All-Pro DE Elvin Bethea decides not to retire 
following 1982 season and will return for his 16th year in the NFL, all with 
the Oilers. 

February 2 — Oilers announce promotion of Mike Holovak from Assistant 
General Manager to VP/Player Personnel. 

April 23 — The Oilers announce trade of their second pick in first round to 
Los Angeles Rams for the third pick overall in draft. Oilers receive Rams’ 
fourth-round choice in 1983 and fourth-round choice in 1984 for moving 
down one notch in first round. 

April 24 - The Oilers announce their second trade in as many days 
involving Oilers’ first-round draft pick. Oilers trade third choice overall in 
first round to Seattle for ninth choice overall in first round plus Seahawks’ 
second- and third-round picks in 1983 (combining trades of April 24-25, 
Oilers moved from second position in first round to ninth and acquired 
Seahawks’ second- and third-round choice in 1983 and Rams’ fourth round 
choice in 1983 and 1984, a total of four additional picks). 

April 26 — Oilers select T Bruce Matthews from USC in round one of NFL 
draft with the ninth choice in the round. Also, for first time since 1969, the 
Oilers had each of their choices through the first nine rounds. 

August 4 — In preseason opener, ceremonies honoring Elvin Bethea’s 16 
years with the club occur at halftime. Bethea’s jersey, No. 65, will be retired 
at the conclusion of the season. 

October 10 — Head Coach Ed Biles resigns after two and one-half years 
as head coach. 

October 11 — The Oilers appoint Defensive Coordinator Chuck Studley as 
interim head coach. 

October 20 — Oilers trade QB Archie Manning and TE Dave Casper to 
Minnesota for second- and fourth-round picks in 1984 draft. 

December 18 — Oilers close season with 20-10 loss at Baltimore in what 
would be the Colts’ final game played in Baltimore before moving to 
Indianapolis. 


1984 
January 3 — The Oilers name Hugh Campbell as new head coach. 
January 30 — Announcement is made that Kay Dalton will remain as 
offensive coordinator and also that Jerry Glanville will become new 
defensive coordinator. 
February 3 — The Oilers announce that they win the “recruiting war” for free 
agent QB Warren Moon. 
February 10 — Entire organization loses tremendous friend with the 
passing of radio talk-show host John Breen. Breen was first employee 
hired by the Oilers in 1959 and served in numerous front office capacities, 
including General Manager and Director of Player Personnel. 
May 1 — Oilers draft Dean Steinkuhler among a total of 14 players during 
the one-day marathon. Of the 14 players selected, 10 were defensive 
players. 
September 6 — Oilers and City of Houston celebrate 25th season of 
professional football at “Silver Salute,” which is held on the floor of the 
Astrodome. The black-tie gala consists of dinner, dancing and an auction 
with all proceeds benefiting the Ronald McDonald House. This date is also 
proclaimed “Houston Oilers Day” by Mayor Kathryn J. Whitmire. 
October 9 — Oilers trade RB Earl Campbell to New Orleans Saints for first 
round choice in 1985 draft. The Oilers also obtain C Jim Romano from 
Raiders for Houston’s third- and sixth-round picks in 1985. 
October 26 — Oilers announce that KODA-FM will be new flagship station 
for Oilers’ radio broadcasts beginning in 1985. The Oilers and KODA-FM 
sign a multi-year contract. 
November 11 — Oilers defeat Chiefs 17-16 in Kansas City after losing 
opening 10 games of the season, as Hugh Campbell gets first win as NFL 
head coach. 
December 2 — Houston defeats Steelers in overtime thriller 23-20 for third 
win in four weeks before home crowd. Joe Cooper kicks winning field goal 
with 5:53 elapsed in extra period. It is the first overtime loss in Steeler 
history. 
December 12 — G Mike Munchak is selected to play in the AFC-NFC Pro 
Bowl game in Honolulu. 
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December 17 — Warren Moon completes his first NFL season with 3,338 
yards passing, breaking the team record set by George Blanda in 1961 
(3,330). Tim Smith’s 1,141 yards receiving enabled him to become third 
player in Oilers’ history to post consecutive 1,000-yard receiving seasons 
after gaining 1,176 in 1983. Bill Groman (1960-61) and Charlie Hennigan 
(1963-64) were the others. 


1985 
July 1 — The Oilers sign 1983 Heisman Trophy winner Mike Rozier. Rozier 
was selected by the Oilers in the first round of the 1984 Supplemental Draft 
of USFL players. 
July 2 — WR Drew Hill is acquired by the Oilers in a trade with the Los 
Angeles Rams. 
August 3 — The Oilers battle the New York Giants in the annual NFL Hall 
of Fame Game in Canton, Ohio, with the Giants winning 21-20. The game 
also makes radio history as the first stereo broadcast of an NFL game on 
KODA-FM. 
December 9 — Hugh Campbell is relieved of his duties as head coach. The 
club names Defensive Coordinator Jerry Glanville as interim head coach 
for the season’s remaining two games. 


1986 
January 2 - The Oilers release seven assistant coaches from their 
employment contracts: John Devlin, Joe Faragalli, Gene Gaines, Ken 
Houston, Bruce Lemmerman, Bob Padilla and Al Roberts. 
January 20 — Jerry Glanville signs a five-year contract as Head Coach of 
the Oilers. 
February 2 — G Mike Munchak starts for the AFC in the annual Pro Bowl 
in Honolulu, Hawaii. 
April 29 — The Oilers select Purdue QB Jim Everett with their first selection 
in the 1986 NFL Draft. The team follows by selecting Louisville WR Ernest 
Givins in the second round and RB Allen Pinkett of Notre Dame in the third 
round. 
September 18 — The Oilers trade QB Jim Everett, the third player selected 
in the 1986 draft, to the Los Angeles Rams in exchange for G Kent Hill, DE 
William Fuller, the Rams’ number one draft choices in 1987 and ’88 and 
L.A.’s fifth rounder in 1987. 
December 21 — Houston concludes the 1986 season on a positive note, 
defeating the Buffalo Bills 16-7. WR Drew Hill catches five passes for 114 
yards giving him 1,112 yards for the season as he joins rookie Ernest 
Givins (1,062 yards) to form the 19th tandem in NFL history to each 
surpass the 1,000-yard receiving mark. In addition, QB Warren Moon 
throws for 208 yards to finish the year with 3,489 yards and break his own 
single-season club record. PK Tony Zendejas connects on all three of his 
field goal attempts and his 22 three-pointers establishes a new Oiler high. 


1987 
July 1 — The Oilers announce plans to retire the No. 34 jersey of former 
RB Earl Campbell, the leading rusher in club history. The ceremony is 
scheduled for August 13. 
October 4 — The Oilers win their first “replacement” game in Denver 40-10 
as QB Brent Pease throws for 260 yards and a TD and LB Eugene Seale 
returns an interception 73 yards for a touchdown. 
October 25 — With the players’ strike over, the Oiler “regulars” return to 
action with a 37-33 win over the Falcons as RB Mike Rozier rushes for 144 
yards while rookie WR Curtis Duncan catches two TD passes including the 
game-winner. 
October 28 — First-round draftee FB Alonzo Highsmith ends his holdout by 
agreeing to a multi-year contract. 
November 3 — The Oilers acquire veteran T Bruce Davis from the Raiders 
for what later becomes a 1988 second-round draft choice. 
November 4 — T/G Bruce Matthews ends his holdout by agreeing to terms 
with the Oilers. 
December 15 — Along with several prominent Houston business leaders, 
K.S. “Bud” Adams, Jr., holds a press conference to announce that the goal 
of marketing 75% of the new Columbia Suites by December 15 has been 
met. 
December 23 — The Oilers place three players on the AFC Pro Bowl roster, 
their largest contingent since 1981. Chosen to play in the Honolulu all-star 
game are S Keith Bostic, G Mike Munchak and RB Mike Rozier. 
December 27 — The Oilers clinch their first playoff berth since 1980 as they 
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defeat the Bengals 21-17 before an SRO crowd at the Astrodome. Rookie 
FB Alonzo Highsmith scores two TDs and QB Warren Moon throws his 21st 
scoring pass of the season. That marks the most TD passes by an Oiler 
since George Blanda tossed 24 in 1963. 


1988 
January 3 - In an AFC Wild Card Playoff, the Oilers defeat the Seahawks 
23-20 in overtime on Tony Zendejas’ 42-yard field goal. 
January 10 — The Oilers’ season ends as the Broncos defeat them 34-10 in 
an AFC Divisional Playoff before 75,968 fans in Mile High Stadium. 
April 21 -— The Oilers acquire DE Sean Jones from Raiders along with 
L.A.’s second-round draft choice. Houston gives up one of its first-round 
draft picks, a fourth-round selection and changes places with Raiders in 
the third round. 
May 6 — The Oilers announce that they will hold training camp at Southwest 
Texas State University in San Marcos. SWTSU thus becomes the Oilers’ 
eighth training camp site since the team’s inception in 1960. 
May 17 —- Oilers re-assign Mike Holovak as Assistant to the General 
Manager. 
November 7 — The Oilers appear on Monday Night Football for the first 
time since 1982 and defeat the Cleveland Browns 24-17. 
December 14 — The rosters for the AFC-NFC Pro Bowl are released and 
feature eight Oilers: DE Ray Childress, WR Drew Hill, G Bruce Matthews, 
QB Warren Moon, G Mike Munchak and RB Mike Rozier. 
December 24 — The Oilers beat the Cleveland Browns 24-23 in an AFC 
Wild Card Playoff Game as RB Allen Pinkett scores two touchdowns. 


1989 
January 1 — In an AFC Divisional Playoff Game, the Oilers drop a 17-10 
decision to the Bills before 79,532 fans at Rich Stadium in Buffalo. 
February 1 — Executive Vice-President/General Manager Ladd K. Herzeg 
announces his resignation. 
February 2 — The Oilers announce the promotion of Mike Holovak to 
General Manager, replacing Ladd Herzeg. Also, under NFL’s new “Plan B” 
free agency, 21 Oilers are left unprotected while 37 are protected. 
February 22 — The Oilers name Kevin Gilbride to the post of Quarterbacks 
Coach. He joins the club after serving as Offensive Coordinator at East 
Carolina. 
April 1 — The Oilers end up losing 15 players and signing seven under the 
NFL’s first “Plan B” free agency system. 
April 7 — The Oilers sign QB Warren Moon to a new long-term contract. 
September 24 — Despite a sellout crowd in the first game in the newly- 
expanded Astrodome, the Oilers lose to the Buffalo Bills, 47-41 in OT. 
October 1 — The Oilers defeat the Miami Dolphins 39-7 as QB Warren 
Moon completes a career-best 82.6% of his passes (19/23). In addition, 
Houston’s defense holds Dolphin QB Dan Marino to his worst game as a 
starter (11/29, 103 yds.). 
October 22 — The Oilers record the ninth shutout in club history and their 
first in nine years (spanning 132 games) with a 27-0 whitewash of the 
Pittsburgh Steelers. Pittsburgh manages just 132 total yards, the fewest 
yards allowed by Houston in 12 seasons. 
December 3 — The Oilers win at Pittsburgh 23-16 despite a blizzard and 
windchill temperatures of -20 degrees. RB Lorenzo White’s one-yard run 
with 21 seconds remaining wins it as the Oilers claim sole possession of 
first place after the season’s 13th game, the latest the team has been in 
first place in a season since 1967. 
December 10 — The Oilers honor their 30th Anniversary “Dream Team” 
while defeating the T.B. Buccaneers 20-17. 
December 20 — G Bruce Matthews, QB Warren Moon and G Mike 
Munchak are named starters for the February 4 Pro Bowl. 
December 23 —- In a regular season finale battle for the AFC Central 
Division title, the Oilers lose to the Cleveland Browns 24-20 on RB Kevin 
Mack’s TD with 39 seconds left. The Oilers fall short after battling back from 
a 17-0 deficit as QB Warren Moon establishes personal bests for attempts 
(51), completions (32) and yards (414, most since George Blanda’s 418 
in 1961). Oilers set all-time single season attendance record with 451,027 
fans, eclipsing 411,652 in 1978. 
December 31 — In an AFC Wild Card playoff game, the Oilers lose a 
26-23 OT decision to the Pittsburgh Steelers as PK Gary Anderson kicks 
a 50-yard field goal. Houston WR Ernest Givins catches 11 passes for 136 
yards and two TDs. 


MOON ERA 


In February of 1984, the Oilers won a recruiting battle for a five- 
time Canadian Football League champion quarterback named 
Warren Moon and by doing so, changed the future of the franchise. 
Houston had a leg up on the competition with the hiring of Hugh 
Campbell, who coached Moon for five seasons in Canada, just a 
month earlier. Moon would play 10 seasons for the Oilers and lead 
them to the playoffs in each of his final seven seasons (1987-93) 
with the team and earn six Pro Bowl invitations. Moon established 
many of the franchise’s passing records, including career passing 
yards (33,685), career touchdowns (196), single season passing 
yards (4,690 in 1991), passing yards in a game (527 at KC in 
1990) and career 300-yard passing games (38). His quick release, 
decision-making and mobility made him a perfect fit for the Oilers 
high-octane passing offense. Moon’s reign at quarterback for the 
Oilers came to end with the advent of the salary cap prior to the 
1994 season. Most of the Oilers’ high-priced talent was released or 
traded away to comply with the new NFL structure, including Moon, 
who was traded to Minnesota in April 1994. In 2006, Moon became 
the first African-American quarterback to be inducted into the Pro 
Football Hall of Fame. 





1990 
January 6 — Jerry Glanville leaves his position as Oilers’ head coach by 
“mutual agreement.” 
January 9 — Jack Pardee signs a five-year contract to become the 14th 
head coach in Houston Oiler history. Pardee joins the Oilers after enjoying 
a successful three seasons as the head coach at the University of Houston. 
January 30 — The Oilers extend the contract of Executive Vice President/ 
General Manager Mike Holovak. In addition, the team names former LBs 
Coach Floyd Reese to the newly-created position of Assistant General 
Manager and promotes Quarterbacks Coach Kevin Gilbride to Offensive 
Coordinator. Also, the team announces the signing of a multi-year contract 
that allows KTRH-AM/KLOL-FM to broadcast all Oiler football games 
beginning in 1990. 
September 23 — The Oilers win their 1990 home opener 24-10 over the 
Indianapolis Colts as QB Warren Moon becomes the all-time leading 
passer in club history. Moon throws for 308 yards (plus three TDs) to 
surpass George Blanda’s team record of 19,149 yards. The record fell on 
a third quarter seven-yard pass to WR Haywood Jeffires. WR Drew Hill 
catches ten passes for 123 yards to help key the victory. 
October 14 — QB Warren Moon passes for 369 yards and a career-best 
five TDs as the Oilers hammer the Cincinnati Bengals 48-17. Moon thus 
becomes the first player in pro football history to throw for over 20,000 
yards in two different leagues (21,228 in Canadian Football League). 
December 9 — The Oilers shatter several team records while drubbing 
Cleveland 58-14. Included among the records set are most points in 
a game, in a quarter (31) and in a half (45). RB Lorenzo White ties a 
club mark with four rushing touchdowns, the first time that has been 
accomplished in the NFL in two years. 
December 16 — The Oilers win a key road game, beating Kansas City 
27-10 at Arrowhead Stadium. QB Warren Moon again supplies the big 
news, completing 27-of-45 passes for 527 yards. That represents the 
second-best single-game passing performance in NFL history. The record 
belongs to the Rams’ Norm Van Brocklin, who threw for 554 yards against 
the New York Yanks on September 28, 1951. Moon had an opportunity to 
break the record but declined to do so based on the Oilers’ comfortable 
lead. Almost overshadowed by Moon’s effort was WR Haywood Jeffires 
catching nine balls for 245 yards (including an 87-yard TD), which marked 
the second best receiving day in Oiler history. Charles Hennigan had 272 
receiving yards versus the Patriots on October 13, 1961. 
December 19 — Six Oilers are named to the AFC squad for the Feb. 3 Pro 
Bowl. The six include starters G Bruce Matthews, QB Warren Moon and 
G Mike Munchak, plus reserves DT Ray Childress, WR Ernest Givins and 
WR Drew Hill. 
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RUN ‘N SHOOT 


Born in the 1970’s under the offensive master “Mouse” Davis, the 
“Run ‘N Shoot” offense and its concepts started to enter the NFL in 
the late 1980’s. The Houston Oilers were one of the first teams to 
run the pass oriented offense that featured one running back and 
four wide receivers. The Oilers hired June Jones, a Mouse Davis 
disciple, in 1987 as quarterback coach and he integrated some of 
the “Run ‘N Shoot” concepts into offense. Jones left following the 
1988 season to join Wayne Fontes in Detroit. Kevin Gilbride, who 
also had worked with Davis, took over in 1989 and continued to 
mold the offense. With Jack Pardee’s arrival as head coach in 1990, 
the Oilers offense became a full-time “Run ‘N Shoot” offense, where 
in previous years it was only used in passing situations. During a 
three-year stretch (1990-92), the Oilers ranked first in the NFL in 
passing yards (avg. 4,485 passing yards per season) and second in 
total yards (avg. 5,954 yards per season). They set a then-franchise 
record for points scored in 1990 with 405. Warren Moon drove the 
offense and under his leadership the offense took flight and his 
receiving corps of Drew Hill, Haywood Jeffires, Ernest Givens and 
Curtis Duncan totaled unbelievable numbers as they tortured NFL 
defenses. Head coach Jack Pardee was relieved of his duties 10 
games into the 1994 season and with that came the death of the 
“Run ‘N Shoot” offense. New head coach Jeff Fisher moved the 
offense back to a conventional approach in 1995. 





December 30 — Led by backup QB Cody Carlson, who played for the 
injured Warren Moon (dislocated thumb), the Oilers earn a Wild Card 
playoff berth by defeating the Pittsburgh Steelers 34-14 in the Astrodome. 
Carlson completes 22 of 29 passes for 247 yards and three TDs. With the 
victory, the Oilers end up in a three-way tie for first place with Cincinnati 
and Pittsburgh in the AFC Central. 


1991 
January 6 — The Oilers’ 1990 season comes to a close as they are 
eliminated from the playoffs by the Cincinnati Bengals. Houston loses at 
Riverfront Stadium 41-14 in an AFC Wild Card game. 
January 26 — It is announced that Earl Campbell has been voted into the 
Pro Football Hall of Fame. The announcement is made in Tampa, Florida. 
Campbell is to be enshrined on July 27. 
May 17 — The Oilers and the City of San Antonio formally sign six-year 
contract which will allow the Oilers to hold training camp there. Trinity 
University is chosen as the host school. 
September 16 — In a pre-game ceremony, Earl Campbell receives his Hall 
of Fame ring from Hall Executive Director Pete Elliott. In the game that 
follows, the Oilers defeat Kansas City 17-7 to signal the first 3-0 start in 
franchise history. 
October 13 —- In a 23-20 victory over the Jets at Giants Stadium, WR 
Haywood Jeffires ties Charlie Hennigan’s 30-year-old team record for 
receptions in a game with 13 (186 yards). QB Warren Moon completes 
35-of-50 passes for 423 yards, which is the fifth-best total in team annals. 
Also, WR Drew Hill surpasses Hennigan’s 410 catches to become the all- 
time leading receiver in Oiler history. 
November 3 — Despite a 16-13 OT loss at Washington, WR Drew Hill 
moves past WR Ken Burrough’s 6,907 receiving yards to become the 
Oilers’ all-time leader in that category. 
November 10 — QB Warren Moon establishes career highs for completions 
(41) and attempts (56) as he throws for 432 yards, which is fourth best in 
team history, in Oilers’ 26-23 OT victory over Dallas. Moon also passes 
Fran Tarkenton’s 47,003 yards and moves into second place behind Ron 
Lancaster on all-time professional passing yards chart. 
December 8 — The Oilers defeat the Steelers 31-6 in the Astrodome 
as Houston captures its first-ever undisputed AFC Central Division 
championship. QB Warren Moon throws for 254 yards and becomes just 
the third QB in NFL history (Miami’s Dan Marino, San Diego’s Dan Fouts) 
to have back-to-back 4,000-yard seasons. 
December 15 — QB Warren Moon surpasses Dan Marino’s NFL record 


(378 in 1986) for completions in a season as the Oilers beat the Browns 
17-14. 

December 18 — Eight Oilers (tied NFL-best), including a league-high six 
starters are named to the AFC team for the February 2 Pro Bowl. The six 
starters include CB Cris Dishman, DE William Fuller, WR Haywood Jeffires, 
C Bruce Matthews, G Mike Munchak and LB Al Smith. DT Ray Childress 
and QB Warren Moon are also named to the squad although Childress was 
eventually unable to play because of a back/rib injury. 

December 21 — WR Haywood Jeffires becomes just the fifth player in NFL 
history to record 100 receptions in a single season despite the Oilers’ 24-20 
road loss to the Giants. Coupled with Drew Hill's 90 catches, that pair’s 
190 represents the most receptions by two teammates in one season in 
league annals. In addition, QB Warren Moon eclipses Dan Marino’s NFL 
record (623 in 1986) for attempts in a season. DE William Fuller registers 
his 15th sack of the season and thus becomes the first Oiler ever to lead 
the conference in that category. 

December 29 — The Oilers defeat the New York Jets 17-10 in an AFC 
Wild Card playoff game before 61,485 fans in the Astrodome. S Bubba 
McDowell intercepts two key passes inside the Oiler five-yard line to 
preserve the win. 


1992 
January 4 — After leading for most of the game, the Oilers end up losing a 
26-24 decision to the Denver Broncos in an AFC Divisional Playoff game 
in front of 75,301 fans at Mile High Stadium. PK David Treadwell’s 28-yard 
field goal with 16 seconds left in the game proves to be the deciding 
points. The loss mars a great performance by Oiler QB Warren Moon, 
who completes 75% of his passes (27 of 36) for 325 yards and three 
touchdowns. 
March 6 — The Oilers name Steve Underwood as General Counsel. 
Underwood joins the Oilers from the Houston firm of Caldwell and Hurst 
where he has handled most of the team’s legal work since 1977. 
August 1 — The Oilers defeat the Dallas Cowboys 34-23 in the American 
Bowl in Tokyo, Japan, which marks Houston’s first game outside of the 
United States. 
August 31 — The Oilers and QB Warren Moon reach agreement on a new 
multi-year contract that includes a settlement of a controversial escalator 
clause. 
September 29 — The Oilers sign free agent WR Webster Slaughter to 
a two-year contract. Slaughter had been one of four players who were 
declared free agents by a Minneapolis judge on September 24. 
October 11 — In a 38-24 win at Cincinnati, QB Warren Moon ties a personal 
best with five TD passes to eclipse George Blanda’s team record for career 
touchdown passes (165, Moon now has 169). Also, WR Haywood Jeffires 
catches three TD passes to tie the franchise record, and RB Lorenzo White 
rushes for a career-best 149 yards. 
October 18 — QB Warren Moon becomes the leading passer in professional 
football history by surpassing Ron Lancaster’s 50,535 yards (in 19 years). 
After the Oilers’ heartbreaking 27-21 loss at Denver, Moon now has 50,589 
yards. Moon’s total, accumulated in less than 15 seasons, includes 21,228 
yards in the CFL and 29,361 yards in the NFL. 
November 15 — In Houston’s 17-13 win at Minnesota, QB Warren Moon 
suffers a fractured upper left arm on a fourth quarter hit by Viking S Vencie 
Glenn and misses the next five games. Despite the injury, Moon becomes 
just the 14th NFL QB to surpass 30,000 passing yards as he accomplishes 
that faster (125 games) than any player in league history except for Miami’s 
Dan Marino (114 games). 
November 26 — Subbing for the injured Warren Moon, QB Cody Carlson 
throws for a career-high 338 yards as the Oilers defeat the Lions 24-21 on 
Thanksgiving Day in Detroit. 
December 11 — After being diagnosed with kidney cancer, Offensive 
Coordinator Kevin Gilbride undergoes surgery for the removal of his 
cancerous kidney. He misses two games as Receivers Coach Chris 
Palmer and injured QB Warren Moon help to handle Gilbride’s game day 
responsibilities. 
December 23 — An NFL-best nine Oilers earn Pro Bowl honors with four 
players designated as starters for the February 7 game. The starters 
include WR Haywood Jeffires, C Bruce Matthews, G Mike Munchak and 
LB Al Smith. The Houston reserves feature DT Ray Childress, WR Curtis 
Duncan, WR Ernest Givins, QB Warren Moon and RB Lorenzo White. The 
inclusion of Jeffires, Givins and Duncan represents the first time ever that 
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three receivers from the same team have been designated as Pro Bowlers. 
December 20 — Shortly after their exciting, come-from-behind 17-14 win 
at Cleveland, the Oilers learn that they have clinched a playoff berth for 
the sixth straight season. That represents the longest current post-season 
streak in the NFL. 

December 27 — As Houston routs Buffalo 27-3 in the regular season finale, 
WR Haywood Jeffires catches six passes to finish with 90 receptions. He 
thus leads the AFC in that category for the third straight season, becoming 
only the second player since the 1970 AFL-NFL merger to accomplish that 
feat. 


1993 
January 3 — The Oilers lose a 41-38 OT decision at Buffalo in an AFC Wild 
Card playoff game. QB Warren Moon completes 36 of 50 passes for 371 
yards and four first-half touchdowns. 
January 29 — The Oilers name Buddy Ryan as the team’s defensive 
coordinator. 
July 2 — NFL Commissioner Paul Tagliabue rules in a dispute between 
the Oilers and Washington. Tagliabue completes a trade which sends 
Washington LB Wilber Marshall to Houston in exchange for the Oilers’ third- 
round draft choice in 1994 and their fifth-round selection in 1995. 
November 21 — RB Gary Brown explodes for 194 rushing yards to lead 
Houston to its fifth consecutive win, a 27-20 victory at Cleveland. Brown’s 
rushing total is the highest by any AFC back in three years and the most by 
an Oiler in 13 years. His back-to-back running sum of 360 yards is also the 
team’s best in 13 seasons. Brown becomes the first NFL back in ten years 
to gain over 100 yards in his first two career starts. 
November 28 — In the Oilers’ 23-3 Astrodome victory over the Steelers, 
WR Ernest Givins passes Drew Hill’s 480 catches to become Houston’s 
all-time leading receiver. 
December 5 — As Houston captures its seventh straight win with a 33-17 
home decision over Atlanta, the Oilers’ defense forces seven turnovers 
(including a team record-tying six interceptions) for its highest such total 
in 16 years. 
December 14 — Oilers DT Jeff Alm commits suicide following the death of 
his best friend in a traffic accident. The Oilers hold a memorial service for 
their teammate the following day. 
December 19 — The Oilers clinch their second outright AFC Central 
Division championship with a 26-17 win over the Steelers at Three Rivers 
Stadium. Houston thus cements a playoff berth for the seventh consecutive 
season, the longest current streak in the NFL. The Oilers also become just 
the second team since the 1970 AFL-NFL merger to go undefeated within 
the AFC’s Central Division (also 1975 Steelers). Against Pittsburgh, PK 
Al Del Greco surpasses the team record of 115 points in a single season. 
December 28 — G Mike Munchak establishes an Oiler record by being 
named to the Pro Bowl for the ninth time (Elvin Bethea had eight 
appearances). 


1994 
January 2 - The Oilers close the regular season with their club record 11th 
consecutive win, a 24-0 shutout of the Jets in the Astrodome. The winning 
streak is the longest in the NFL in nine years as the Oilers become just 
the fifth team in league history to close a season with 11 straight victories. 
The Oilers also set a franchise record with 12 wins for the season and go 
undefeated in both November and December for just the third time ever. 
Amazingly, RB Gary Brown finished with 1,002 yards in just eight starts. 
January 27 — The Oilers promote Assistant General Manager Floyd Reese 
to the position of Executive Vice-President/General Manager. Reese 
succeeds Mike Holovak, who assumes the title of Vice-President/Player 
Personnel and Scouting. 
February 9 — Houston names Jeff Fisher as its new Defensive Coordinator, 
replacing Buddy Ryan, who left the Oilers to become General Manager/ 
Head Coach of the Arizona Cardinals. 
April 13 — The Minnesota Vikings announce that they have reached an 
agreement to acquire QB Warren Moon from the Oilers in exchange for 
draft choices. 
August 15 — The Oilers defeat the Dallas Cowboys 6-0 before 112,376 
fans at Azteca Stadium in Mexico City. The in-house attendance is the 
largest ever for an NFL game. 
September 4 — WR Ernest Givins becomes Oilers’ all-time receiving 
yardage leader, surpassing Drew Hill’s mark of 7,477. Givins would end the 


season with 7,935 yards on 542 career receptions. 

November 6 — G Mike Munchak, who announced his retirement on July 21, 
1994 to join the Oilers under the title of Assistant to Football Operations, is 
honored by Oiler Owner/President K.S. “Bud” Adams, Jr., by having his No. 
63 jersey retired at halftime ceremonies of Oilers-Steelers game. 
November 14 — After a 1-9 start, Head Coach Jack Pardee and Assistant 
Head Coach/Offense Kevin Gilbride are relieved of their duties. Jeff Fisher 
is elevated to title of Head Coach/Defensive Coordinator. 

December 24 — Houston closes out season with 24-10 victory over the N.Y.

1995 
January 5 — Oilers announce that Jeff Fisher will remain as head coach, 
officially becoming the 15th head coach in franchise history. 
January 17 — As his first hire, Fisher brings in Jerry Rhome under the title 
of Offensive Coordinator. 
March 3 — The Oilers jump into the free-agent pool and sign the NFL’s 
all-time leading kickoff returner, Mel Gray. Gray joins the Oilers after 
successful stints with the Detroit Lions and New Orleans Saints. 
March 7 — The team announces five-year contract with KHTV/Channel 39 
to broadcast Oilers’ preseason games. The pact reunites the team and 
KHTV, which carried Oilers preseason action in ’89. 
March 23 — Houston lures in one of the most coveted unrestricted free 
agents by signing C Mark Stepnoski from the Dallas Cowboys. 
March 28 — The Oilers sign veteran QB Chris Chandler from the Rams. 
April 22 — With the third overall choice in the draft, Houston selects Alcorn 
State QB Steve McNair. 
July 25 — QB Steve McNair signs contract at press conference held at 
Oilers’ training camp. 
August 11 — Tennessee newspaper reports that Nashville Mayor Phil 
Bredesen is meeting with Oiler officials. Nashville is willing to build new 
stadium if it will attract a professional team. K.S. “Bud” Adams, Jr. and 
Bredesen execute an agreement that gives the City of Nashville a 70-day 
exclusive negotiating period with the Houston Oilers to build a stadium and 
relocate the team. 
August 19 — Oilers-Chargers preseason game is canceled by NFL after 
field is deemed unplayable for safety reasons. 
September 3 — The Oilers travel to Jacksonville and defeat the Jaguars 
10-3 in the expansion team’s inaugural game. 
September 24 — QB Chris Chandler connects on 23 of 26 passes for 352 
yards and four touchdowns, leading Oilers to a 38-28 win over the Bengals 
at Riverfront Stadium. Chandler’s 88.46 completion percentage misses the 
NFL record by one completion. Chandler, who hooked up with rookie WR 
Chris Sanders on touchdown passes of 58 and 46 yards, is named AFC 
Offensive Player of the Week. 
November 2 — Oilers’ long-time equipment assistant Bill “Mojo” Lackey 
passes away after a massive stroke. 
November 5 — Oilers win 37-10 over Browns and dedicate game to “Mojo” 
and his family. The win marks the Oilers’ largest margin of victory at 
Cleveland since a 40-10 decision on Oct. 12, 1975. 
November 12 — K.S. “Bud” Adams, Jr. and the Oilers announce the 
establishment of the Bill “Mojo” Lackey Memorial Award, which would be 
given to the player, coach or front office staff member that best exemplifies 
the qualities of the former equipment assistant. A $10,000 check is given 
to the winner to be awarded to charity in his or her name. 
November 16 — K.S. “Bud” Adams, Jr. and Nashville Mayor Phil Bredesen 
sign a relocation agreement to move the Oilers to Tennessee. 
December 14 — G Bruce Matthews, S Blaine Bishop, CB Darryll Lewis 
and C Mark Stepnoski are selected to the Pro Bowl. Matthews sets the 
Oiler mark for consecutive selections with his eighth consecutive Pro Bowl 
honor. 
December 17 — Paul “Hoss” Noska, equipment assistant, is honored with 
the first Bill “Mojo” Lackey Memorial Award. 


1996 
March 26 — Oilers sign veteran WR Willie Davis from the Kansas City 
Chiefs. 
April 20 — After trading down in the first round (from 9th to 17th) to acquire 
extra picks from Oakland, General Manager Floyd Reese and Head Coach 
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McNAIR AND GEORGE 


First round draft picks in consecutive years, QB Steve McNair 
(drafted in 1995) and RB Eddie George (drafted in 1996) became 
the centerpieces of a team that advanced to the playoffs in four 
of five years (1999, 2000, 2002, 2003). From 1997, McNair’s first 
season as a starter, until Eddie George’s final season as a Titan 
in 2003, the two combined to pull the franchise to new heights, 
including the team’s first Super Bowl appearance (XXXIV). 


The duo started in the same backfield 107 times during their 
seven seasons together and posted a 67-40 record (.626 winning 
percentage) in those games, and 5-4 in postseason. The 2003 
season would be memorable for both as McNair was named 
Co-MVP of the NFL, becoming only the franchise’s second player 
to garner the honor (Campbell in 1979) and George became the 
franchise’s all-time leading rusher, passing Earl Campbell and 
becoming only the 17th running back to reach 10,000 career 
rushing yards. 


Each player personified toughness with legendary stories told 
of McNair returning from injuries to lead his team to victory and 
George never missing a start in his eight year franchise career - 128 
games - which represented the most consecutive starts in NFL 
history for a running back to start a career. 


On June 12, 2019, Titans controlling owner Amy Adams Strunk 
announced that McNair’s No. 9 jersey and George’s No. 27 jersey 
would be retired by the club.

April 30 — The National Football League approves the team’s relocation to 
Nashville in a special owners’ meeting held in Atlanta, Ga. 

May 3 — Adding more weapons to the offense, the Oilers agree to terms 
with RB Ronnie Harmon from the San Diego Chargers. 

May 7 — Voters of Davidson County in Nashville, Tenn., overwhelmingly 
approve a referendum held to decide on the use of public funding for a new 
downtown stadium. 

October 20 — With a 22-yard field goal, K Al Del Greco sets the club record 
for most career field goals, surpassing K Tony Zendejas (117). 

October 27 — Del Greco kicks the longest field goal in team history with a 
56-yarder at the end of the first half versus the 49ers. 

November 17 — In a clash with the Miami Dolphins, G Bruce Matthews 
becomes the Oilers’ all-time leader in games played with his 211th contest, 
breaking Elvin Bethea’s mark of 210. Matthews would go on to also set the 
team marks for most consecutive games played and started. 

December 12 — G Bruce Matthews, S Blaine Bishop, C Mark Stepnoski 
and ST player John Henry Mills are selected to the Pro Bowl. Matthews 
extends the Oiler mark for consecutive selections (9) and ties G Mike 
Munchak for most overall selections (9). 

December 15 — Oilers play their final game in Houston with a 21-13 loss to 
the Cincinnati Bengals in the Astrodome. 

December 22 — RB Eddie George finishes the 1996 season with 1,368 
yards rushing en route to Rookie of the Year accolades. In addition, 
George’s ground totals were only 82 yards shy of RB Earl Campbell’s 
rookie record of 1,450. On this day, George would also help the Oilers to a 
24-21 win over the Baltimore Ravens for a franchise-best 6-2 road record. 


1997 
January 1 — The team promotes linebackers coach Gregg Williams to 
defensive coordinator. 
January 3 — After relieving Jerry Rhome of his duties, the Oilers make wide 
receivers coach Les Steckel the team’s offensive coordinator/quarterbacks 


coach. 

February 24 — Oilers trade QB Chris Chandler to the Atlanta Falcons for 
two 1997 draft choices (4th and 6th). 

May 3 — City of Nashville holds ground-breaking ceremonies for the team’s 
downtown stadium. 

May 8 - After formulating an agreement earlier with Harris County 
(Houston), K.S. “Bud” Adams, Jr. and Astrodome USA owner Drayton 
McLane, Jr. reach a settlement for the final year of Oilers’ lease at the 
Astrodome. Under appointed mediator Alice Oliver Parrott, the two sides 
clear the biggest step in the team’s ability to play games in Tennessee for 
the 1997 season. 

June 5 — Oilers reach agreement with Memphis Sports Authority, clearing 
the way for the team to play its games in the Liberty Bowl. 

June 12 — Oilers hold press conference in Nashville to formally announce 
the club’s intention to play the 1997 season in Tennessee, and introduce 
an inaugural patch and logo which merges the Oilers traditional “Oil derrick” 
with the Tennessee state flag. 

July 18 — Oilers players report to Tennessee State University for their 
first training camp in the state of Tennessee. Also, Oilers sign DE Kenny 
Holmes, 1997 first-round selection, to a four-year contract. 

July 19 — Oilers sign GM Floyd Reese to a four-year extension running 
through 2001 season. 

August 2 — Oilers play first preseason game of 1997 season at Liberty 
Bowl in Memphis, falling to the New Orleans Saints 21-12. 

August 9 — Oilers play their first ever game at Vanderbilt Stadium, an 18-12 
preseason loss to Washington. 

August 15 — Oilers move into their temporary training facility in Bellevue. 
August 23 — Oilers promote Don MacLachlan to Executive Vice President 
of Marketing, Broadcasting, and Ticketing. 

August 27 — Oilers sign free agent SS Blaine Bishop. 

August 31 — Oilers open their inaugural season in the state of Tennessee 
with a 24-21 overtime win over the Oakland Raiders at Liberty Bowl. RB 
Eddie George ties Billy Cannon’s franchise record for rushing yards in 
a game with 216 yards on 35 carries. With the game-winning field goal 
in overtime, K Al Del Greco becomes the Oilers all-time points leader, 
surpassing George Blanda’s total of 596 points. 

October 27 — In their first-ever trip to Arizona, the Oilers defeat the 
Cardinals 41-14. 

November 27 — Oilers defeat Dallas 27-14 on Thanksgiving Day in front of 
a national-television audience. It marked the first regular season game in 
Texas for the Oilers since their move to Tennessee. 

December 11 — G Bruce Matthews, RB Eddie George, and SS Blaine 
Bishop are selected to the Pro Bowl. Matthews extends the mark for 
consecutive selections (10) and surpasses G Mike Munchak for most 
overall selections (9). 

December 14 — Oilers fall to the Baltimore Ravens 21-19 in the final game 
at Baltimore’s Memorial Stadium. It marked the second time the Oilers 
closed the stadium, because on Dec. 18, 1983, the Oilers played at the 
Baltimore Colts in what would be their final game in Baltimore. 

December 21 — Oilers close their inaugural season in Tennessee with an 
8-8 record after a 16-6 win over Pittsburgh in Memphis. 


1998 
February 14 — Oilers agree to terms with free agent WR Yancey Thigpen 
from Pittsburgh. 
February 19 — Oilers agree to terms with free agent P/K Craig Hentrich 
from Green Bay. 
February 24 — Oilers reach agreement with Shelby County Sports Authority 
and Memphis Park Commission to be released from the final year of their 
lease at the Liberty Bowl. 
March 4 — Oilers and Vanderbilt University reach tentative agreement for 
the Oilers to play at Vanderbilt Stadium for the 1998 season. 
March 11 — Oilers agree to terms with free agent TE Jackie Harris from 
Tampa Bay. 
April 16 — A tornado rips through Nashville, damaging three cranes and 10 
portable trailers at the Oilers East Bank Stadium construction site. 
April 18 — In the franchise’s first draft as the Tennessee Oilers, the club 
selects WR Kevin Dyson from Utah with its first-round selection (16th 
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HOUSTON OILERS TO TENNESSEE TITANS 


After trying unsuccessfully for many years to construct a deal 
with the city of Houston for a new football or multi-use stadium, 
Oilers owner K.S. “Bud” Adams, Jr. decided that moving his 
franchise to another city might be the only solution left to keep 
the team financially competitive. In the spring of 1995, research 
was completed and several cities were identified as desirable for 
relocation and at the top of the list was Nashville, Tenn. 


In the summer of 1995, Adams contacted Nashville’s mayor, Phil 
Bredesen, to see if the city would be interested in having the 
team relocate to the region. A 70-day exclusive negotiating period 
was agreed to and in November the two had signed a relocation 
agreement that would bring the Oilers to Nashville. In April of 1996, 
the NFL approved the team’s relocation and on May 7th, the voters 
of Davidson County approved a referendum on using public funding 
for the new downtown stadium. 


Dec. 15, 1996 would mark the Oilers final home game at the 
Astrodome in Houston — a 21-13 loss to Cincinnati in front of 15,131 
fans. In May of 1997, the team reached a settlement with the 
Astrodome that let them escape the final year of the contract and 
allowing the team to play the 1997 season in Tennessee. 


With the new stadium in Nashville still two years from completion, 
the team decided to play at Memphis’ Liberty Bowl until the stadium 
was complete. The Tennessee Oilers opened their inaugural 
season in the state of Tennessee with a 24-21 overtime win over 
the Oakland Raiders at the Liberty Bowl in front only 30,000 fans. 


The Oilers struggled with low attendance throughout the 1997 
season and by March of 1998, the Oilers reached an agreement to 
play the 1998 season at Vanderbilt Stadium in Nashville. Crowds at 
Vanderbilt Stadium were an improvement from the previous year, 
but the team could only muster a 3-5 home mark. During the 1998 
season, Adams announced the Oilers name would be retired and 
the team would be renamed the Titans as they entered their new 
stadium for the 1999 season. 


In April of 1999, the team unveiled their new Titans uniforms and 
in August the team played its first game at Nissan Stadium (named 
Adelphia Coliseum at the time. The 1999 season ended with the 
franchise's first Super Bowl berth in the team’s 40-year history. A 
total of 20 players endured the entire odyssey of playing in Houston 
in 1996, Memphis in 1997, Vanderbilt in 1998 and LP Field in 1999.

July 29 — Owner K.S. “Bud” Adams, Jr., listens to the Tennesssee fans 
and announces that he will change the name of the team. An advisory 
council is later formed to research names and a “Guess the Name” contest 
is introduced to fans to gain additional feedback. 

Oct. 18 — Oilers win first home game in Nashville, a 44-14 victory over 
Cincinnati. 

Oct. 29 — Former Oiler and nine-time Pro Bowl Guard Mike Munchak is 
announced among 76 nominees for the Pro Football Hall of Fame. 

Sept. 12 — Oilers play first regular season home game in Nashville vs. San 
Diego Chargers. 

Nov. 4 — First Oilers coach, Lou Rymkus, passes away at 78. 

Nov. 14 — Oilers owner K.S. “Bud” Adams, Jr., announces that the Oilers 
will become the “Tennessee Titans” beginning in 1999. “We wanted a new 
nickname to reflect strength, leadership and other heroic qualities,” Adams 
said. 

Dec. 22 — Oilers owner K.S. “Bud” Adams, Jr., unveils new Tennessee 
Titans logo and colors, featuring the fire of the Titans and exemplifying 
power, strength, knowledge and excellence. “I feel we have developed a 
logo that fans throughout the state of Tennessee and around the country 
will embrace for years to come,” Adams said. 

Dec. 26 — Oilers era comes to end against Minnesota Vikings.

The newly-named Tennessee Titans opened their new stadium, 
Adelphia Coliseum (eventually to be named Nissan Stadium) with 
the regular season opener on Sept. 12, 1999 against the Cincinnati 
Bengals. The back and forth game would end with the Titans 
hanging on for a 36-35 win. The win would start a historic streak of 
12 consecutive wins to open the new stadium. The 12 consecutive 
wins were the most in the modern era for a new stadium (Texas 
Stadium, 9 wins in 1971) and one short of the all-time record by 
the Buffalo Americans in 1920. The Titans first loss in their new 
home would come against the Baltimore Ravens on Nov. 12, 2000. 
The winning streak actually began in the spring of 1998, when 
a devastating tornado ripped through Nashville, but only gave a 
glancing blow to the under construction stadium and sparing it from 
destruction.

July 8 — Adelphia Coliseum name and logo are unveiled at a downtown 
ceremony. 

July 23 -— Titans name former Minnesota Senior Vice President Jeff 
Diamond President and Chief Operating Officer, and agree to terms with 
former Pittsburgh Pro Bowl quarterback Neil O’Donnell. 

July 27 — The Titans sign their first-round draft selection, Florida DE Jevon

September 12 — Al Del Greco kicks a 33-yard field goal to lift the Titans 
to a 36-35 win over Cincinnati in the first regular season game and victory 
at Adelphia Coliseum. The win, in front of 65,272 fans, is the team’s first 
as the Titans, and quarterback Steve McNair passes for a career-high 341 
yards in the victory. 

September 26 — The team wins its first road contest as the Titans, a 20-19 
victory at Jacksonville sealed by a Samari Rolle interception in the end 
zone with under a minute remaining. 

October 31 — Steve McNair returns after missing five games because of a 
back injury to lead the Titans to defeat the previously-unbeaten St. Louis 
Rams, 24-21 at Adelphia Coliseum. McNair is named Miller Lite NFL Player 
of the Week for his performance in the victory. 

December 19 - Tennessee clinches the franchise’s first playoff berth since 
1993 with a 30-17 win over Atlanta at Adelphia Coliseum. 

December 22 — G Bruce Matthews, RB Eddie George, DE Jevon Kearse 
and TE Frank Wycheck are named to the AFC team for the Pro Bowl. 
Matthews extends his franchise records for consecutive and overall 
selections (12), and Kearse becomes the first rookie defensive end 





selected to the Pro Bowl in AFC history and the first in the NFL since 1978. 
December 26 — Tennessee defeats Jacksonville for the fourth consecutive 
time, a 41-14 victory in which Steve McNair throws five touchdown passes. 
McNair earns his first AFC Offensive Player of the Week and his second 
Miller Lite NFL Player of the Week honor this season for his efforts. The win 
completes the first unbeaten home regular season in club history. 


2000 
January 8 — In a play known as the “Music 
City Miracle,” Kevin Dyson returns a Frank 
Wycheck lateral on a kickoff return 75 yards 
for a touchdown, lifting the Titans to a 22-16 
victory in the AFC Wild Card playoff game 
over the Buffalo Bills. The improbable 
play, which occurred with just 16 seconds 
remaining in the game, gives the franchise 
its first playoff win in Tennessee in addition 
to its first since 1993. 
January 16 — Eddie George rushes for 162 
yards, including a 68-yard touchdown run, 
as the Titans defeat the Indianapolis Colts, 
19-16, in an AFC Divisional Playoff game at 
the RCA Dome. 
January 23 — The Titans beat Jacksonville for the third time of the season 
and fifth consecutive time, using 23 second-half points en route to a 33-14 
win at Alltel Stadium in Jacksonville. Steve McNair runs for two touchdowns 
and Derrick Mason returns a kickoff 80 yards in the win. The win sends 
Tennessee to its first Super Bowl in franchise history and its first AFC/AFL 
Championship since 1961. 
January 30 - The Titans fall short in their quest to win Super Bowl XXXIV, 
as Kevin Dyson is stopped one yard short of the end zone on the final play 
of the game in a 23-16 St. Louis Rams victory.

December 14 — S Blaine Bishop, RB Eddie George, T Brad Hopkins, DE 
Jevon Kearse, KR Derrick Mason, G Bruce Matthews, CB Samari Rolle 
and TE Frank Wycheck are named to the AFC team for the Pro Bowl. QB 
Steve McNair is added as an alternate, giving the Titans nine players on 
the Pro Bowl roster, the most for the franchise since nine players were 
selected in 1992. 

December 17 — At Cleveland, Bruce Matthews passes brother Clay on NFL 
games played list at 279 games. Both are honored in pre-game ceremony. 
December 25 — The Titans clinch the AFC Central Division Championship 
with a 31-0 victory against the Dallas Cowboys, earning a 13-3 record for 
the second-consecutive season and home-field advantage throughout the 
playoffs. The defensive unit finishes the season ranked first overall in the

January 3 — With a 134-yard rushing performance in the season finale 
at Seattle, running back Chris Johnson becomes the sixth player in NFL 
history to reach 2,000 rushing yards in a season. Totaling 2,006 yards on 
358 carries, he joined Eric Dickerson, Jamal Lewis, Barry Sanders, Terrell 
Davis and O.J. Simpson as the only players to accomplish the feat. He 
also set a new team single-season rushing record (Earl Campbell), and he 
became the NFL’s new single-season leader in total yards from scrimmage 
(2,509), surpassing Marshall Faulk’s former record. The Titans defeat the 
Seahawks 17-13.

November 21 — Marc Mariani returns a punt 87 yards for a touchdown 
against Washington becoming just the second Titans/Oilers player to 
record a punt return and a kickoff return for touchdowns in the same regular 
season.

June 19 — The Titans reach an agreement with franchise player Michael 
Griffin on a long-term contract. 
July 30 — Wide receiver O.J. Murdock is found dead in Tampa, Fla., of a 
self-inflicted wound. 
August 3 — Former Titans linebacker Keith Bulluck announces his 
retirement from the NFL during a press conference at Baptist Sports Park. 
September 9 — Quarterback Jake Locker records his first career NFL start, 
as the Titans fall to the Patriots 34-13 in the season opener. 
September 23 — In a 44-41 overtime victory over the Detroit Lions, the 
Titans become the first team in NFL history to score five touchdowns of 
60 yards or longer in a game, reaching the end zone on a punt return by 
Tommie Campbell, a kickoff return by Darius Reynaud, a fumble return 
by Alterraun Verner and touchdown receptions by Jared Cook and Nate 
Washington. Locker passes for 378 yards in his first career win as a starter. 
November 26 — The Titans dismiss offensive coordinator Chris Palmer 
and name quarterbacks coach Dowell Loggains as the new offensive 
coordinator. 
December 17 — In a 14-10 victory over the New York Jets on Monday Night 
Football, Chris Johnson sets a franchise record with a 94-yard touchdown 
run. 
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December 30 — The Titans defeat the Jacksonville Jaguars 38-20 and 
become the first team in NFL history with two punt return touchdowns (both 
by Darius Reynaud) and two interception return touchdowns (both by Zach 
Brown) in the same game. They also become only the second team in NFL 
history with four total return touchdowns in a game. 

December 31 — Mike Reinfeldt is dismissed as senior executive vice 
president/chief operating officer.

February 2 — Former Oilers defensive tackle Curley Culp is selected for 
enshrinement in the Pro Football Hall of Fame. 
February 7 — The Titans add Gregg Williams to the coaching staff as senior 
assistant/defense. 
March 14 — The Titans sign tight end Delanie Walker as an unrestricted 
free agent from the San Francisco 49ers. 
April 1 — Former Oilers head coach Jack Pardee passes away. 
April 25 — The Titans select Alabama guard Chance Warmack with the 
10th overall pick in the 2013 NFL Draft. 
July 11 — Titans team headquarters is renamed Saint Thomas Sports Park 
after Saint Thomas Hospital announces it is renaming its Baptist Hospital 
properties. 
October 18 — Former Oilers head coach Bum Phillips passes away. 
October 21 — At his home in Houston, Titans Founder, Owner, Chariman 
of the Board, President and CEO K.S. “Bud” Adams, Jr. passes away from 
natural causes at the age of 90. Called a “pioneer and innovator” by NFL 
Commissioner Roger Goodell upon his death, Adams was in his 54th year 
leading the organization. 
October 28 — K.S. “Bud” Adams, Jr. is entombed at Forest Park

January 13 — San Diego Chargers offensive coordinator and former 
Arizona Cardinals head coach Ken Whisenhunt is hired as the 17th head 
coach in Titans/Oilers history. 
April 4 — The Titans release running back Chris Johnson. 
May 8 — The Titans select Michigan tackle Taylor Lewan with the 11th 
overall pick in the 2014 NFL Draft. 


2015 
March 20 — President and CEO Tommy Smith announces he is retiring 
from that role. The Titans begin the search process for a new team CEO/ 
president and install Steve Underwood as interim president. 
April 30 — The Titans select Oregon quarterback Marcus Mariota with the 
second overall pick in the 2015 NFL Draft. 
June 25 — The Titans and Nissan announce a 20-year agreement to 
rename the team’s home venue Nissan Stadium.

April 27 — The Titans select wide receiver Corey Davis (fifth overall) and 
cornerback Adoree’ Jackson (18th overall) in the first round of the 2017 
NFL Draft, marking the first time the team makes two picks in the first round 
since 1987. 
December 19 — Defensive tackle Jurrell Casey, punter Brett Kern and 
tackle Taylor Lewan are named to the Pro Bowl. Safety Kevin Byard, 
special teamer Brynden Trawick and tight end Delanie Walker are later 
named to the squad, giving the Titans five or more Pro Bowl selections in 
consecutive seasons.

January 6 — The Titans open the NFL postseason with a 22-21 win over 
the Kansas City Chiefs at Arrowhead Stadium, giving the franchise its first 
postseason win since Jan. 3, 2004. After the Titans trailed 21-3 at the start 
of the second half, their victory tied for the second-largest comeback by a 
road team in NFL playoff history. 
January 15 — The Titans and head coach Mike Mularkey agree to part 
ways. 
January 20 — Houston Texans defensive coordinator Mike Vrabel is hired 
as the 19th head coach in Titans/Oilers history. 
February 3 — Former Oilers outside linebacker Robert Brazile is elected to 
the Pro Football Hall of Fame (inducted Aug. 4, 2018). 
April 4 — In downtown Nashville, the Titans unveil new uniforms in front of 
an estimated audience of 15,000-20,000 fans.

May 23 — In Atlanta at the annual Spring League Meeting, the NFL 
announces that the 2019 NFL Draft will take place in Nashville.

December 20 —- Defensive tackle Jurrell Casey, punter Brett Kern and 
tackle Taylor Lewan are named to the Pro Bowl. 


2019 

February 2 — Former Titans center Kevin Mawae is elected to the Pro 
Football Hall of Fame (inducted Aug. 3, 2019). 

April 25-27 — The 2019 NFL Draft is held in downtown Nashville. Nashville 
shatters a draft record with more than 600,000 fans attending during the 
three-day event and sets another draft record with more than 47.5 million 
television viewers. For the city of Nashville, the event generated a record 
$133 million in direct spending, a 79 percent increase over the previous 
draft in Dallas ($74 million). The economic impact was another record- 
breaker at $224 million, also a 79 percent increase over the $125 million 
in 2018. 





April 25 — The Titans select Mississippi State defensive lineman Jeffery 
Simmons with the 19th overall pick in the first round of the 2019 NFL Draft. 
June 12 — Titans controlling owner Amy Adams Strunk announces that the 
franchise will retire Steve McNair’s No. 9 jersey and Eddie George’s No. 
27 jersey. 

July 30 — Titans controlling owner Amy Adams Strunk announces $450,000 
in grant funding to 10 local non-profit organizations in the spaces of 
education, African American history and culture, social justice, diversionary 
and re-entry programs, immigrant outreach and domestic violence and 
sexual assault. The National Museum of African American Music and the 
NAACP Freedom Fund each receive $100,000 grants. 

September 15 — During a halftime ceremony in a game against the 
Indianapolis Colts, the Titans retire Steve McNair’s No. 9 jersey and Eddie 
George’s No. 27 jersey. 

November 13 — The Titans announce plans to begin a 60,000-square-foot 
expansion of Saint Thomas Sports Park, nearly doubling the footprint of the 
team’s headquarters in Nashville. 

December 13 — The Titans hold a groundbreaking ceremony for the 
expansion of Saint Thomas Sports Park. Controlling owner Amy Adams 
Strunk is joined by Tennessee Governor Bill Lee and U.S. Senators Lamar 
Alexander and Marsha Blackburn. 

December 29 — The Titans conclude the 2019 season with a 35-14 victory 
at Houston. They finish the regular season 9-7 and clinch a wild card playoff 
berth. Derrick Henry rushes for 211 yards (fifth-most in franchise history) 
and three touchdowns, and in the process, he captures the 2019 NFL 
rushing title with 1,540 rushing yards. A.J. Brown’s 124 yards in the game 


2020 
January 4 — The Titans defeat the New England Patriots 20-13 in a wild 
card game. Derrick Henry rushes for 182 yards to set a new franchise 
postseason record. 
January 11 — The Titans defeat the Baltimore Ravens 28-12 in a divisional 
playoff game. Derrick Henry rushes for 195 yards to establish a franchise 
postseason record for the second consecutive week. 





January 19 — The Titans play at Kansas City in their first AFC Championship 
Game since Jan. 19, 2003. Their playoff run comes to an end with a 35-24 
loss to the Chiefs. 

March 4 — The Titans Foundation and controlling owner Amy Adams Strunk 
announce a donation of $1 million to The Community Foundation of Middle 
Tennessee following the devastation of an EF-3 tornado that swept through 
the region on the night of March 2-3. The NFL Foundation also contributes 
$250,000. On March 6, Titans players and staff members volunteer with the 
cleanup and relief effort in Nashville. 

March 15 — A new collective bargaining between the NFL and NFL Players 
Association is ratified. The agreement runs through the 2030 season. 
March 15 — The Titans announce a multi-year contract extension with 
quarterback Ryan Tannehill. 

March 16 — The NFL announces the postponement of all in-person 
offseason programs in response to the coronavirus pandemic. Teams are 
later given the option of conducting virtual offseason programs but are 
prohibited from gathering at team facilities for the duration of the offseason. 
March 16 — The Titans place the franchise tag on running back Derrick 
Henry and later come to terms on a long-term contract agreement. 

April 23 — The 2020 NFL Draft is held in a virtual setting with all team 
personnel and draftees at their own homes due to the COVID-19 pandemic. 
May 8 — The Titans elevate Burke Nihill to team president/CEO after Steve 
Underwood announces his retirement from a full-time role. 

June 11 — Titans controlling owner Amy Adams Strunk adds her voice and 
the voice of the organization to support the peaceful protests calling for 
equality and denouncing racism in the wake of the death of George Floyd. 
“Hearts, minds and institutions need to change throughout our country,” 
she says. “Those who face racism need to be heard, and more importantly, 
understood by those who haven't listened before ... Hearing our players 
and coaches speak over the last two weeks has been constructive to 
this vital discussion. | support our players using peaceful protests and 
their platforms to advance us as a nation. | would encourage those who 
haven't thought about these issues before to understand the pain, anger 
and frustration of the black community. Black lives matter. We should all 
agree on that.” 

July 25 - The NFL cancels all 2020 preseason contests and modifies all 
team’s training camps because of safety protocols involving the COVID-19 
pandemic. However, the 2020 regular season starts as scheduled. 
October 13 - The Titans defeat the Buffalo Bills 42-16 at Nissan Stadium 
in the NFL’s second Tuesday game since 1946. Positive COVID-19 test 
results force the Titans to close their headquarters on Tuesday, Sept. 29, 
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and reschedule their game with the Pittsburgh Steelers. The facility does 
not reopen until Saturday, Oct. 10. Following just three days of in-person 
activities, the Titans take the field against the previously unbeaten Bills 
and win convincingly. At the time of the Bills game, the Titans had eight 
players on their reserve/COVID-19 lists, including five from their active/ 
inactive roster. At the outbreak’s peak, there were a total of 14 players on 
the reserve/COVID-19 lists. 

December 18 - The Titans and the City of Nashville announce that they are 
engaged in formal discussions regarding the future of Nissan Stadium. The 
discussions aim to secure the Titans’ future in Nashville and facilitate the 
creation of a new Nashville neighborhood surrounding the facility. 


2021 

January 3 - The Titans clinch the AFC South division crown with a 41-38 
victory over the Houston Texans after practice squad call-up kicker Sam 
Sloman bounces a 37-yard field goal attempt off the right upright and 
through as time expires in regulation. It gives the Titans their first AFC 
South championship since 2008. In the victory, Derrick Henry captures his 
second consecutive NFL rushing title after posting a franchise-record 250 
rushing yards. He accumulates 2,027 rushing yards on the 2020 season, 
making him just the eighth player in NFL history to reach the 2,000-yard 
rushing mark. 





February 6 — Running back Derrick Henry is named Associated Press NFL 
Offensive Player of the Year. 

June 6 — The Titans acquire wide receiver Julio Jones in a trade with 
the Atlanta Falcons. The Titans send a 2022 second-round pick and a 
conditional 2023 fourth-round selection to Atlanta in exchange for Jones 
and a 2023 sixth-round pick. 

July 14 - Titans controlling owner Amy Adams Strunk announces that the 
franchise will add O.A. “Bum” Phillips, Jeff Fisher and Floyd Reese to the 
team’s Ring of Honor during the upcoming season.

From 1960-1969, the Oilers were members of the American Football League, which 
did not have overtime in regular season games. The National Football League did not 
institute overtime in regular season games until 1974. 


In 2010, overtime rules were amended for the postseason to a modified sudden death 
format, guaranteeing at least one possession for each club if the receiving team fails to 
score a touchdown on its first overtime possession. In 2012, the format was adopted 
for regular season games as well.

On 
opening series, Bengals force Cliff Parsley punt. Cincinnati drives to Oilers’ 14- 
yard line, but K Chris Bahr misses a 32-yard field goal attempt.

QB Dan 
Pastorini’s 22-yard completion to FB Rob Carpenter is the long play as Oilers 
drive 58 yards. K Toni Fritsch kicks the winning 35-yard field goal at 5:10 of OT. 


November 23, 1980 - at N.Y. JETS 31, Houston 28: Jets win the toss. A per- 
sonal foul on Houston’s Guido Merkens on the kickoff gives New York posses- 
sion at the Jets’ 40-yard line. QB Richard Todd’s 17-yard screen pass to RB 
Bobby Harper is the long play prior to K Pat Leahy’s winning 38-yard field goal 
at 3:58 of OT. 


September 4, 1983 - GREEN BAY 41, at Houston 38: Packers win the toss. 
RB Eddie Lee lIvery’s 12-yard run is the long play as Packers drive 59 yards. K 
Jan Stenerud kicks the winning 42-yard field goal at 5:55 of OT. 


October 23, 1983 - KANSAS CITY 13, at Houston 10: Chiefs win the toss. 
QB Bill Kenney’s 20-yard completion to WR Stephone Paige is the long play 
as Chiefs drive 60 yards. K Nick Lowery kicks the winning 41-yard field goal at 
7:41 of OT. 


October 30, 1983 - at CLEVELAND 25, Houston 19: Oilers win the toss. 
Browns’ defense forces a John James punt. Houston defense does the same 
to Cleveland as Jeff Gossett punts on ensuing series.

K Tony Zendejas 
kicks the winning 42-yard field goal at 8:05 of OT.

On the opening series, QB Gary Hogeboom completes a screen pass to RB Eric 
Dickerson, but Oiler LB John Grimsley forces a fumble which is recovered by LB 
Robert Lyles on the Colts’ 42-yard line. QB Cody Carlson, subbing for injured 
Warren Moon, completes a 21-yard pass to WR Ernest Givins for the long play 
prior to K Tony Zendejas’ 35-yard field goal at 3:51 of OT. 


Hous- 
ton takes over on its own 19-yard line and advances to the Buffalo 20 thanks 
to QB Warren Moon's 32-yard completion to FB Alonzo Highsmith, plus a 17- 
yard run by Moon and an 11-yarder by Highsmith. K Tony Zendejas attempts a 
37-yard field goal, but it is wide left. The Bills assume possession on their own

zelaars pass precedes the game-winning 28-yard TD catch by WR Andre Reed 
at 8:42 of OT.

November 10, 1991 - at HOUSTON 26, Dallas 23: Oilers win the toss. Cow- 
boys’ defense forces a Greg Montgomery punt as Dallas takes over on its own 
24-yard line. The Cowboys move to the Oiler 24-yard line where they have a first 
down following a Houston holding penalty. Dallas RB Emmitt Smith gains seven 
yards but fumbles after a hit by LB Lamar Lathon, with Oiler S Bo Orlando re- 
covering at the Houston 15. The Oilers then embark on an 11-play, 80-yard drive 
in which QB Warren Moon completes all seven of his passes for 70 yards. On 
second down, K Al Del Greco kicks a 23-yard field goal at 14:31 of OT. 


September 20, 1992 - at HOUSTON 23, Kansas City 20: Chiefs win the toss. 
On the third play of OT, Kansas City WR J.J. Birden fumbles after a hit by Hous- 
ton CB Cris Dishman with DT Doug Smith recovering the ball at the Chief's 23- 
yard line. Oiler RB Lorenzo White runs once for two yards before K Al Del Greco 
boots the game-winning 39-yard field goal at 1:55 of OT. 


**January 3, 1993 - at BUFFALO 41, Houston 38: Oilers win the toss. On third- 
and-three from Houston's 27-yard line, QB Warren Moon is intercepted by Buffa- 
lo CB Nate Odomes, who returns the ball to the Oiler 35. On the return, Houston 
WR Haywood Jeffires is penalized for a face mask infraction, which moves the 
ball to the Oilers’ 20. After a pair of Kenneth Davis runs net six yards, K Steve 
Christie kicks a 32-yard field goal to win the game at 3:06 of OT. 


November 6, 1994 - PITTSBURGH 12, at Houston 9: Steelers win the toss. 
Both teams exchange five punts before the Oilers gain possession on their 12- 
yard line with 4:30 left in the extra period. On the first play from scrimmage, RB 
Gary Brown scoots up the middle for 8 yards before being hit by CB Rod Wood- 
son. He fumbles and the Steelers take over at the Oilers 22-yard line. Two plays 
later, K Gary Anderson hits from 40 yards out for the winning score at 3:36 of OT. 
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OVERTIME HISTORY 


October 8, 1995 - at MINNESOTA 23, Houston 17: Vikings win the toss. The 
Vikings move the ball to their 38-yard line but are forced to punt. Minnesota P 
Mike Saxon then pins the Oilers in at their 8-yard line with a 54-yard boot. On 
his third carry of overtime, RB Rodney Thomas scampers 27 yards to give the 
Oilers a first down at their 35. QB Will Furrer, who replaced Chris Chandler after 
he injured his shoulder while being sacked on the Oilers’ last offensive series in 
the fourth quarter, is intercepted on his second pass attempt by CB Dewayne 
Washington (25-yard return). RB Robert Smith takes his third consecutive carry 
of OT 20 yards for the winning score with 7:10 gone in the extra stanza. 


October 6, 1996 - HOUSTON 30, at Cincinnati 27: Bengals win the toss. The 
Bengals go three-and-out and are forced to punt, giving the Oilers the ball inside 
their own 20-yard line. On second down at the Oilers’ 16-yard line, QB Chris 
Chandler connects with WR Willie Davis on a 37-yard pass to move into Cincin- 
nati territory. Six plays later, K Al Del Greco hits from 49 yards out for the winning 
score at 4:22 of OT. 


August 31, 1997 - at TENNESSEE 24, Oakland 21: Oilers win the toss. Oilers 
go three-and-out and are forced to punt, giving the Raiders the ball at their own 
33-yard line. The Raiders also go three-and-out and punt the ball to the Oilers. 
Tennessee takes over the ball at its own 35-yard line. On second-and-eight, QB 
Steve McNair connects with Frank Wycheck for 21 yards to the Raiders 42-yard 
line. Again on second down, McNair finds Wycheck, this time for 10 yards to the 
Raiders 32-yard line. On the next play, McNair scrambles for an 11-yard gain. 
RB Eddie George gains six yards before Al Del Greco hits the game-winner from 
33 yards away with 8:03 left on the clock in overtime. The win is the Oilers first 
since relocating to Tennessee from Houston. 


September 7, 1997 - at MIAMI 16, Tennessee 13: Dolphins win the toss. The 
Oilers kick to Dolphin return man Irving Spikes, who returns the kickoff 48 yards 
to the Oilers 45-yard line. On second down, Dan Marino hits RB Bernie Par- 
malee for a 16-yard gain. Again on second down, Marino connects with Fred 
Barnett for a 9-yard gain. On the play, Oiler DB Tomur Barnes was flagged for 
an unnecessary roughness penalty which moved the ball to the Oilers 11-yard 
line. On the next play, Olindo Mare knocks home a 29-yard field goal with 12:45 
remaining in overtime. 


September 10, 2000 - at TENNESSEE 17, Kansas City 14: Titans win the 
toss. The Chiefs kick to Derrick Mason, who returns the kick 28 yards to the 
Tennessee 29-yard line. A face mask penalty moves the ball to the 34-yard line. 
On third-and-eight, QB Neil O’Donnell passes to Kevin Dyson for 27 yards. A 
26-yard pass to Frank Wycheck on the next play is negated by a holding penalty. 
Eddie George then rushes 29 yards to the Kansas City 18-yard line. On the next 
play, Al Del Greco kicks a 36-yard field goal with 12:02 remaining in overtime. 


October 14, 2001 - at TENNESSEE 31, Tampa Bay 28: Buccaneers win the 
toss. Tennessee’s defense forces a punt. Tampa Bay kicks to Joe Walker, who 
returns the kick eight yards to Tampa Bay’s 46. Steve McNair passes to Drew 
Bennett for 14 yards. Eddie George rushes for one yard. McNair pass is incom- 
plete to Kevin Dyson. George rushes up middle for minus one yard. Joe Nedney 
kicks a 49-yard field goal with 13:08 remaining in overtime. 


September 22, 2002 - CLEVELAND 31, at Tennessee 28: Browns win the 
toss. Joe Nedney kicks ball into end zone for touchback. Jamel White rushes 
for six yards to Cleveland 26. Tim Couch passes to Jamel White for -1 yard to 
Cleveland 25. Couch passes for 10 yards to Quincy Morgan to Cleveland 35. 
White rushes off-tackle for 12 yards to Cleveland 47. Couch passes to Andre 
Davis for 31 yards to Tennessee 22. White rushes off tackle for five yards, then 
off left guard for two yards to Tennessee 15. Phil Dawson kicks a 33-yard field 
goal with 10:51 remaining in overtime. 


December 1, 2002 - TENNESSEE 32, at N.Y. Giants 29: Giants win toss. Joe 
Nedney kicks off to Delvin Joyce, who returns the kickoff 38 yards to the New 
York 40. Kerry Collins passes to Ron Dixon for 14 yards to Tennessee 46. Tiki 
Barber rushes around the left side for two yards to Tennessee 44. Collins passes 
for 12 yards to Tennessee 32, but offensive pass interference is called on Amani 
Toomer, placing ball at New York 46. Collins passes incomplete to Barber. Collins 
sacked by Carlos Hall at New York 46. Matt Allen punts 34 yards to Tennessee 
20. Steve McNair passes for 12 yards to Drew Bennett to Tennessee 32. McNair 
passes incomplete to Derrick Mason. McNair passes 23 yards to John Simon 
to New York 45. McNair passes 12 yards to Mason to New York 33. Robert 
Holcombe runs off right guard for 14 yards to New York 19. Holcombe rushes 
off left guard for minus 1 yard. Joe Nedney kicks 38-yard field goal with 10:00 
remaining in overtime. 
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***January 11, 2003 - at TENNESSEE 34, Pittsburgh 31: Titans win the toss. 
Jeff Reed kicks off to John Simon, who returns kickoff 21 yards to Tennessee 
31. Steve McNair passes incomplete to Robert Holcombe. McNair passes for 31 
yards to Justin McCareins to Pittsburgh 38. McNair passes for 22 yards to Justin 
McCareins to Pittsburgh 16. Holcombe rushes up the middle for three yards to 
Pittsburgh 13. Joe Nedney connects on 31-yard field goal, but Pittsburgh calls 
timeout just before ball is snapped, so play does not count. Nedney then misses 
31-yard field goal wide-right, but Dewayne Washington is flagged for roughing 
the kicker. Nedney makes good on 26-yard field goal with 12:49 remaining in 
overtime. 


November 14, 2004 - CHICAGO 19, at Tennessee 17: Bears win the toss 
and control the ball at their own 26-yard line. They advance to the Chicago 
48 before punting to the Tennessee 9. Billy Volek, who started at quarterback 
for an injured Steve McNair (sternum), throws an incomplete pass and then is 
sacked for a four-yard loss. On third down, Volek is sacked in the end zone by 
Adewale Ogunleye and fumbles. The ball is recovered in the end zone by Titans 
right tackle Fred Miller, who is tackled in the end zone for a safety. It is the first 
overtime game to end in a safety since Nov. 5, 1989, when Minnesota beat the 
L.A. Rams, 23-21. 


December 10, 2006 - TENNESSEE 26, at Houston 20: Titans win the toss. 
Kris Brown kicks off to Pacman Jones, who returns it 36 yards to Tennessee’s 
43. Travis Henry rushes for one yard to Tennessee 44. Vince Young passes 
incomplete to Drew Bennett, but Houston is penalized for defensive holding, 
giving Titans a first down at the Tennessee 49. Chris Brown rushes up the middle 
for 16 yards to Houston’s 35-yard line. Chris Brown is stopped for no gain, but 
Tennessee is penalized for offensive holding, moving ball to Houston’s 45. Chris 
Brown rushes for five yards to Houston’s 40. Vince Young passes to Ahmard 
Hall for one yard to Houston’s 39. On 3rd-and-14, Vince Young drops back, then 
scrambles up the middle 39 yards for the game-winning touchdown with 11:24 
remaining in overtime. 


December 9, 2007 - SAN DIEGO 23, at Tennessee 17: Chargers win the 
toss. Rob Bironas kicks off into end zone for touchback. Chargers drive to their 
own 47-yard line. M. Scifres punts 51 yards to Tennessee 2. LenDale White 
carries for 3 and 5 yards, but an incompletion on third down forces a punt. Craig 
Hentrich punts 57 yards to San Diego 38. After consecutive Tomlinson carries, 
Rivers passes for 11 yards to Antonio Gates to Tennessee 31. Tomlinson runs 
three yards to Tennessee 28. Rivers passes for 12 yards to Vincent Jackson to 
Tennessee 16. Tomlinson runs for game-winning 16-yard touchdown with 7:35 
remaining in overtime. 


November 2, 2008 — at TENNESSEE 19, Green Bay 16: Tennessee wins the 
toss. Mason Crosby kicks off to Chris Carr, who returns the kickoff 23 yards to the 
Tennessee 22. On third-and-six from the Tennessee 26, Kerry Collins passes to 
Chris Johnson for 16 yards. Johnson then gains 14 yards on a carry. On third- 
and-four from the Green Bay 38, LenDale White rushes for seven yards. After 
consecutive rushes by Johnson of five and three yards to the Green Bay 23, Rob 
Bironas kicks a game-winning 41-yard field goal on third down. 


September 9, 2009 — at PITTSBURGH 13, Tennessee 10: Pittsburgh wins the 
toss. Rob Bironas kicks off to Stefan Logan, who returns the kick to the 24-yard 
line. The Steelers pick up first downs on an 11-yard reception by Hines Ward 
and a two-yard run by Mewelde Moore. On third-and-one at the Tennessee 
48-yard line, quarterback Ben Roethlisberger completes an 11-yard pass to San- 
tonio Holmes. From the Tennessee 37, Roethlisberger finds Mike Wallace for a 
22-yard reception. Jeff Reed makes a 33-yard field goal to win the game with 
10:28 on the clock. 


December 20, 2009 — at TENNESSEE 27, Miami 24: Miami wins the toss. 
After a 23-yard kickoff return by Ted Ginn, quarterback Chad Henne finds full- 
back Lousaka Polite for a four-yard completion. A pass attempt on second down 
falls incomplete. On third-and-six from the Miami 27, Henne’s pass intended for 
Davone Bess is intercepted by Titans safety Michael Griffin at the Miami 45. A 
three-yard return is followed by a 15-yard unnecessary roughness penalty on 
Miami receiver Greg Camarillo. After three running plays by the Titans netting 
minus-one yard, Rob Bironas kicks a 46-yard field goal to win the game. 


November 21, 2010 - WASHINGTON 19, at Tennessee 16: Tennessee wins 
the toss. Graham Gano kicks off to Marc Mariani, who returns the ball 30 yards 
to the 33-yard line. After a 15-yard run by Chris Johnson, Johnson is stopped 
for no gain, and Rusty Smith throws two incomplete passes. Brett Kern punts to 
Brandon Banks, who calls for fair catch at the 13-yard line. Donovan McNabb 
completes a 26-yard pass to Chris Cooley. On second-and-22 from the 27, Mc- 
Nabb is intercepted by Alterraun Verner. However, the pass is ruled incomplete 
after a replay review, and an unnecessary roughness penalty on Tennessee’s 
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Jason Babin is enforced, providing a first down at the 42. Aroughing the passer 
penalty is called on Will Witherspoon. McNabb completes a 10-yard pass to 
Santana Moss. On second-and-nine from the Tennessee 30, Verner is called for 
illegal contact. Four plays later, Gano wins the game on a 43-yard field goal with 
8:17 remaining in overtime. 


September 23, 2012 — at TENNESSEE 44, Detroit 41: Tennessee wins the 
coin toss in the franchise’s first overtime under the modified overtime format. 
From the 20-yard line, Jake Locker completes a 24-yard pass to tight end Craig 
Stevens. On third-and-16 from the Tennessee 38-yard line, a defensive holding 
penalty gives the Titans another first down. Another 24-yard reception by Ste- 
vens was reversed upon replay review, but an unnecessary roughness penalty 
against Detroit on the same play put the ball at Detroit's 29-yard line. After 
receptions of 13 and seven yards by Damian Williams, Rob Bironas makes a 26- 
yard field goal. On Detroit's ensuing possession, Shaun Hill completes passes 
of 17 yards to tight end Brandon Pettigrew and 26 yards to receiver Calvin John- 
son. A nine-yard run by Joique Bell resulted in a first down at the Tennessee 
16-yard line. But on fourth-and-one from the seven-yard line, Hill was stuffed for 
a one-yard loss on a quarterback sneak. 


October 28, 2012 — INDIANAPOLIS 19, at Tennessee 13: Indianapolis wins 
the toss. After a touchback on Rob Bironas’ kickoff, Colts running back Donald 
Brown takes a handoff on six consecutive plays (first carry nullified by a Titans 
penalty), gaining 35 total yards. Andrew Luck then completes a 20-yard pass 
to wide receiver Reggie Wayne. Finally, on second-and-10 from the Tennessee 
16-yard line, Luck completes a short pass to running back Vick Ballard, who 
dives to the front left pylon for a touchdown. A replay review upholds the ruling 
on the field. 


September 15, 2013 — at HOUSTON 30, Tennessee 24: Houston wins the toss. 
Keshawn Martin returns Rob Bironas’ kickoff to the Houston 22-yardline, fol- 
lowed by an 18-yard completion from Matt Schaub to tight end Garrett Graham. 
Arian Foster rushes for five yards and 16 yards on consecutive carries, and Ben 
Tate carries for 13 yards on the following play. Three plays later, Schaub finds 
rookie receiver DeAndre Hopkins for a 26-yard pass, setting up first-and-goal on 
the one-yard line. On third down, Schaub and Hopkins connect again, this time 
for the game-winning, three-yard touchdown pass. A replay review upholds the 
touchdown call. 


December 15, 2013 — ARIZONA 37, at Tennessee 34: After the Titans score 17 
points in the final four minutes of regulation to force overtime, they win the coin 
toss to begin overtime. On the second play from scrimmage in the extra period, 
Ryan Fitzpatrick completes a 33-yard pass to receiver Nate Washington. How- 
ever, on the next play, Fitzpatrick’s pass is intercepted by cornerback Antoine 
Cason at the Arizona 30-yard line. The Cardinals then drive 31 yards, including 
22 total rushing yards by Rashard Mendenhall and a nine-yard pass from Carson 
Palmer to tight end Jim Dray. On third-and-12 from the 33-yard line, Jay Feely 
makes the game-winning, 41-yard field goal. 


November 8, 2015 - TENNESSEE 34, at New Orleans 28: Tennessee wins the 
coin toss. From the 20-yard line, Marcus Mariota completes a 14-yard pass to 
Dorial Green-Beckham, which is followed by a 15-yard run by Antonio Andrews. 
Mariota connects with tight end Craig Stevens for a 24-yard gain, and then, on 
third-and-two from the 17-yard line, Green-Beckham records a nine-yard catch. 


On second-and-goal from the five-yard line, Mariota finds tight end Anthony Fa- 
sano in the end zone for the franchise's first game-winning touchdown pass in 
overtime. 


October 22, 2017 — TENNESSEE 12, at Cleveland 9: The Browns win the coin 
toss and Cleveland goes three-and-out on their first possesssion. The Titans 
take over at their own 36-yard line and pick up a first down before punting. The 
Tennessee defense forces another three-and-out punctuated by a 12-yard sack 
of Cody Kessler by Brian Orakpo and Derrick Morgan on third-and-eight. Marcus 
Mariota connects with Rishard Matthews for an eight-yard gain on third-and- 
three setting up Ryan Succop’s 47-yard game-winning field goal just after the 
two-minute warning. 


September 30, 2018 — at TENNESSEE 26, Philadelphia 23: The Eagles win 
the coin toss and conducted a nine-play, 56-yard drive that is punctuated by a 
Jake Elliott 37-yard field goal, giving the visitors a 23-20 lead. The Titans an- 
swer with a 16-play, 75-yard march that features three fourth-down conversions. 
Marcus Mariota finds Taywan Taylor along the sideline for a 19-yard reception on 
fourth-and-15. Four plays later, Nick Williams draws a pass interference penalty 
on fourth-and-four. With less than a minute to play in the extra stanza, Mariota 
connects with Dion Lewis for a 17-yard pass play down to the Philadelphia 15- 
yard line on fourth-and-two. A Malcolm Jenkins defensive holding call gets the 
Titans five yards closer. On third-and-10 with 17 seconds on the clock, Mariota 
finds a leaping Corey Davis in the end zone for the game-winning, 10-yard touch- 
down strike and a Titans’ 26-23 victory. 


October 18, 2020 — at TENNESSEE 42, Houston 36: After A.J. Brown hauls in 
his second touchdown of the day with four seconds remaining in regulation to 
force overtime, the Titans win the coin toss to begin the extra session. Derrick 
Henry takes a swing pass from Ryan Tannehill on the second play of overtime 
and sprints 53 yards down the right sideline to the Houston 27-yard line. On the 
next snap, backup running back Jeremy McNichols scampers 17 yards up the 
middle setting up first-and-goal for Tennessee at the Texans’ 10-yard line. Three 
plays later, Henry lines up behind center in the “KingCat” formation and takes the 
direct snap five yards off left tackle for a touchdown and a Titans’ 42-36 victory. 


November 22, 2020 — TENNESSEE 30, at Baltimore 24: The Ravens win the 
coin toss, but the Titans defense forces a three-and-out that includes a Harold 
Landry III nine-yard sack of Lamar Jackson on second-and-eight. Tennessee 
takes over at their own 27-yard line following a Sam Koch 46-yard punt. Ryan 
Tannehill connects with Corey Davis for gains of 14 yards and 11 yards sand- 
wiched around a Derrick Henry four-yard run. Henry rumbles again for four 
yards before Tannehill finds A.J. Brown for an 11-yard completion with 5:29 re- 
maining in the extra session. Henry seals the victory on the next play by carrying 
the ball off left tackle and cutting it back for a 29-yard touchdown run, which caps 
his 133-yard rushing day and gives the Titans a 30-24 road win.

One sensational play by rookie halfback Billy Cannon, the previous season’s Heisman 
Trophy winner, was the difference, as the Houston Oilers defeated the Los Angeles 
Chargers 24-16 in the first AFL Championship game. The Chargers took the early 
lead on two field goals by Ben Agajanian, but QB George Blanda brought the Oilers 
back, throwing a 17-yard touchdown pass to Dave Smith and kicking an 18-yard field 
goal, which put Houston ahead 10-9 at halftime. The teams exchanged touchdowns 
in the third quarter, with Blanda throwing a seven-yard scoring pass to Bill Groman and 
Chargers halfback Paul Lowe pounding over from the 2. Protecting a one-point lead in 
the fourth quarter and facing a third-and-nine at the Houston 12, Blanda threw a short 
pass to Cannon, who broke a tackle and outran the Chargers’ secondary to complete 
an 88-yard scoring play. In the final minute of the game, the Chargers drove down the

Dec. 23, 1962 * Jeppesen Stadium 


In what was at the time the longest game in the history of professional football, the 
Dallas Texans dethroned the two-time defending AFL champion Houston Oilers when 
Tommy Brooker kicked a 25-yard field goal after 2:54 of the sixth quarter, or 17:54 of 
sudden-death overtime. The Texans led 17-0 after two quarters, but the Oilers, tied 
it up with 17 second-half points. The overtime started with a potentially damaging 
gaffe by Dallas captain Abner Haynes, who had already scored twice, but who won 
the toss and then elected to ‘kick to the clock’. What Haynes wanted was the strong 
wind behind his team, but, by saying kick first, it gave the Oilers the chance to decide 
which end to take, and they, needless to say, chose to have the wind behind them. As 
it turned out, it didn’t matter. After an interception near the end of the first overtime 
period, the Texans took over. Two big plays by fullback Jack Spikes put the ball at the 
Houston 19, and, on fourth-and-nine, Brooker ended the contest.

Big plays before and after halftime broke open a tight game, as the Raiders won their 
first AFL title with a 40-7 victory against Houston. The Raiders led 10-0 in the final min- 
utes of the half, the big play a 69-yard touchdown run by Hewritt Dixon. The Raiders 
lined up for a field goal attempt from the Houston 17, but instead quarterback Daryle 
Lamonica took the snap and threw to a wide open Dave Kocourek for a touchdown 
with 18 seconds remaining to build the lead to 17-0. The Oilers hoped for a big play to 
open the second half, and they got it, but it was in favor of the Raiders. Zeke Moore 
fumbled the kickoff and Oakland recovered deep in Houston territory, leading to La- 
monica’s one-yard quarterback sneak. In the next two quarters, George Blanda kicked 
three field goals, to give him 16 points for the day, and Lamonica threw a touchdown 
pass to Bill Miller.

Oakland scored four touchdowns in 4:22 of the first quarter, as the Raiders jumped 
to a quick 28-0 lead on the way to a 56-7 victory over the Oilers. The key figure was 
quarterback Daryle Lamonica, who threw six touchdown passes. On their second pos- 
session, the Raiders moved 50 yards in five plays, with Lamonica throwing a 13-yard 
scoring pass to Fred Biletnikoff. On the first play after the kickoff, George Atkinson in- 
tercepted Pete Beathard’s pass and returned it 57 yards for a score. The Oilers again 
lost the ball the first play after the kickoff, as Hoyle Granger fumbled and Carleton 
Oats recovered at the Houston 24. On first down, Lamonica hit Rod Sherman for a 
touchdown. Following the next kickoff, Houston again fumbled - this time by Beathard 
on the fourth play - and Tom Keating recovered. Again it took the Raiders one play to 
score, Lamonica finding Biletnikoff for the touchdown.

The two AFC wild card teams 
were locked in a 7-7 tie until midway through the fourth quarter. But Pastorini then 
completed all four of his passes in a 53-yard drive that set up Toni Fritsch’s 35-yard 
field goal for a 10-7 lead with 7:25 left. One play after the ensuing kickoff, Gregg 
Bingham intercepted a Bob Griese pass and the Oilers drove 50 yards in 10 plays (9 
on the ground) for Earl Campbell’s clinching touchdown from the one-yard line. Griese 
completed 11 of 28 passes. Campbell, the NFL's leading rusher during regular season 
with 1,450 yards, gained 84 yards on 26 carries.

Houston captured its second straight postseason road victory and advanced into its 
first AFC championship game with an impressive win over New England, the AFC 
East champion. Houston quarterback Dan Pastorini completed 10 of 13 passes for 
184 yards and three touchdowns as the Oilers jumped to a 21-0 halftime lead. After 
a scoreless first period, Pastorini hit wide receiver Ken Burrough on a 71-yard touch- 
down pass and connected with tight end Mike Barber on 19- and 13-yard touchdown 
strikes. New England narrowed the gap to 24-14 early in the final quarter on two scor- 
ing passes- a 24-yard option toss from running back Andy Johnson to wide receiver 
Harold Jackson and another 24-yard pass from backup quarterback Tom Owen to tight 
end Russ Francis. Linebacker Gregg Bingham’s 19-yard interception return to New 
England’s 18-yard line with 5:07 remaining stopped the Patriots’ rally and set up run- 
ning back Earl Campbell’s two-yard touchdown run three plays later. 


AFC CHAMPIONSHIP GAME - 1978 
Pittsburgh 34, Houston 5 
January 7, 1979 + Three Rivers Stadium 


Playing in their first championship game since 1962, the Oilers were unable to un- 
seat a strong Pittsburgh team, dropping a 34-5 contest at Three Rivers Stadium. The 
Steelers, striking through cold, steady rain for 31 first half points, won their third AFC 
championship in five years behind their usual solid defense and spectacular perfor- 
mances by Terry Bradshaw and Lynn Swann. Seventeen of the points, came during a 
48-second span in the last minute of the half as Pittsburgh capitalized on two fumbles 
by Ronnie Coleman and one by Johnnie Dirden. Despite the playing conditions that 
contributed to a postseason record 12 fumbles, Bradshaw completed 11 of 19 passes 
for 200 yards and touchdowns to John Stallworth and Swann, who caught four passes 
for 98 yards. Both touchdown passes and one of Roy Gerela’s two field goals made 
up the 17-point burst between 14:08 and 14:56 of the second quarter after Pittsburgh 
had built a 14-3 lead on scoring runs by Franco Harris and Rocky Bleier.

The Oilers, playing a postseason game at home for the first time in 17 years, advanced 
to the divisional playoffs by shutting out the Broncos over the last three quarters of 
play. Denver marched 80 yards for a touchdown and a 7-3 lead on its first posses- 
sion, but Earl Campbell's three-yard scoring run gave Houston a 10-7 halftime margin. 
Campbell and Oilers quarterback Dan Pastorini both missed second half action with 
groin injuries but Rob Carpenter and second year quarterback Gifford Nielsen played 
well in relief during their initial NFL playoff competition. Linebacker Gregg Bingham’s 
15-yard interception return set up Toni Fritsch’s second field goal- a 20-yarder with 
4:18 remaining to give Houston a 13-7 edge. The Oilers’ defense, which recorded six 
sacks overall, held the Broncos on the final two series with Curley Culp’s third-down 
sack and Vernon Perry’s fourth-down pass deflection the key plays.

The Steelers held the Oilers to only 24 rushing yards but were also aided by a contro- 
versial non-touchdown call to come away with a 27-13 win. Houston jumped to a 7-0 
lead just 2:30 into the game when Vernon Perry returned an interception 75 yards for a 
touchdown. Then after both teams exchanged field goals, Terry Bradshaw completed 
two touchdown passes, a 16-yarder to tight end Billy Cunningham and a 20-yard score 
to wide receiver John Stallworth. With the Steelers leading 17-10, the controversial 
play occurred during the last seconds of the third quarter. Quarterback Dan Pastorini 
threw a pass to Mike Renfro at the back of the end zone, and Renfro appeared to have 
caught it for a touchdown with both feet in bounds before he fell out of the end zone. 
However, the officials ruled the pass incomplete. Although the Oilers protested, and 
replays would later show that it was inconclusive, they had to settle for a 23-yard field 
goal. The Steelers would then score 10 unanswered points in the fourth quarter to 
clinch the victory.

Plunkett added another touchdown on a 44-yard pass to Arthur Whittington on the first 
play of the final period. Kenny King’s 31-yard run set up Bahr’s 37-yard field goal that 
gave Oakland a 20-7 edge.

He picked off Ken Stabler’s pass in the end zone to 
end a Houston scoring threat in the third period. In the fourth quarter Hayes’ 20-yard 
interception return capped the Raiders’ scoring.

Oilers kicker Tony Zendejas atoned for a fourth-quarter 29-yard field goal miss by 
converting a 42-yarder 8:05 into overtime to help Houston advance to the divisional 
playoffs for the first time since 1980. Quarterback Warren Moon completed 21 of 
32 passes for 273 yards and one touchdown in his initial NFL playoff game. Drew 
Hill and Ernest Givins combined for 13 catches for 173 yards, including six for 71 on 
third downs. Wide receiver Willie Drewrey’s first NFL touchdown catch, a 29-yarder, 
gave the Oilers a 20-13 lead in the third quarter. However, Seattle quarterback Dave 
Krieg hit wide receiver Steve Largent on a 12-yard scoring pass in the final 1:47 to tie 
the score and send the game into overtime. Houston held a 47:44 to 20:21 time-of- 
possession advantage over Seattle and outgained the Seahawks 437 yards to 250.

John Elway passed for two touchdowns and ran for a third as the Broncos defeated the 
Oilers 34-10 to become the first AFC West team since the San Diego Chargers of 1980 
and 1981 to play in consecutive AFC Championship Games. Denver capitalized on 
two Houston turnovers to take a 14-0 first quarter lead. Safety Steve Wilson recovered 
Warren Moon’s lateral to Mike Rozier at the Oilers’ 1-yard line to set up Gene Lang’s 
one-yard run. Karl Mecklenburg’s interception on Houston’s next possession led to 
Elway’s first touchdown pass, a 27-yarder to Clarence Kay. Kay also caught a one- 
yarder in the second quarter for the first two-touchdown game of his four-year career. 
Elway, who completed 14 of 25 passes for 259 yards, scored on a three-yard run with 
4:23 remaining to seal the win.

Allen Pinkett scored two touchdowns within 
a 15-second span of the second quarter, and Warren Moon rallied Houston with 10 
fourth-quarter points for the win. Moon’s 14-yard scoring pass to Pinkett seven sec- 
onds into the second quarter capped a 17-play, 91-yard drive and gave Houston a 7-3 
lead. Nose tackle Richard Byrd recovered Don Strock’s fumble on the Browns’ next 
play from scrimmage, and Pinkett scored one play later on a 16-yard run for a 14-9 
halftime lead. Mike Pagel replaced the injured Strock and completed a 14-yard touch- 
down pass to Webster Slaughter late in the third quarter for Cleveland's last lead of the 
day 16-14. Moon directed a 76-yard drive capped by Lorenzo White’s one-yard run as 
Houston regained the lead 21-16. Richard Johnson's interception on the Browns’ next 
possession led to Tony Zendejas’s game-winning 49-yard field goal with 1:54 to play.

The Steelers, 
despite being outgained by Houston 380 to 289 total yards, led the game for more than 
three quarters. Rookie running back Tim Worley converted a fourth-and-one play into 
a nine-yard touchdown run and Anderson kicked field goals of 25, 30, and 48 yards 
for a 16-9 fourth-quarter lead. Warren Moon tied the score with an 18-yard touch- 
down pass to Ernest Givins and gave the Oilers their only lead, 23-16, when he found 
Givins on a nine-yard scoring pass with six minutes to play. Pittsburgh’s Buddy Brister 
countered with an 82-yard, 11-play drive capped by Merril Hoge’s one-yard touchdown 
plunge with 46 seconds remaining. Anderson’s extra point tied the score and sent the 
game into overtime. Rod Woodson recovered Lorenzo White's fumble on the Oilers’ 
first play in overtime to set up Anderson’s decisive field goal.

Then, 
Buffalo started the comeback, advancing 50 yards to score on Davis’ 1-yard touch- 
down run to cut the deficit to 35-10. After a recovered onside kick by the Bills which 
led to a touchdown, and a 26-yard touchdown pass to wide receiver Andre Reed, the 
lead was trimmed to 35-24. On the Oilers’ ensuing possession, Bills safety Henry 
Jones intercepted a pass from Moon which led to another touchdown pass from Reich 
to Reed. Kicker Al Del Greco attempted a field goal to increase the Oilers’ lead, but 
the snap was fumbled. The Bills then scored on a 17-yard touchdown pass, taking 
the lead 38-35 with three minutes remaining in the game. A last minute drive ending 
in a 26-yard field goal from Del Greco would send the game into overtime. Early in 
overtime, Bills defensive back Nate Odomes intercepted a pass from Moon, setting up 
Steve Christie’s 32-yard game-winning field goal.

Joe Montana threw three second-half touchdown passes, including two just 54 sec- 
onds apart in the fourth quarter, to rally the Chiefs past the Oilers. Houston, which 
entered the game with an 11-game winning streak, jumped out to a 10-0 lead in the 
opening quarter and still led 13-7 after Al Del Greco’s 43-yard field goal with 9:37 re- 
maining in the fourth quarter. But Kansas City marched 71 yards in only 59 seconds, 
the key play a 38-yard pass interference penalty against Oilers cornerback Cris Dish- 
man, to take the lead for the first time on Montana’s 11-yard touchdown pass to J.J. 
Birden. On the next play from scrimmage, Chiefs linebacker Derrick Thomas sacked 
Warren Moon, forcing a fumble that defensive tackle Dan Saleaumua recovered at the 
Oilers’ 12-yard line. On third down, Montana’s 18-yard touchdown pass to Willie Davis 
put Kansas City ahead 21-13 with 7:44 left. Houston drove 80 yards to a touchdown 
to pull within one point with 3:45 to go, but Marcus Allen’s 21-yard touchdown run at 
the 1:55 mark sealed the Oilers’ fate.

AFC WILD CARD PLAYOFF GAME - 1999 
Tennessee 22, Buffalo 16 
January 8, 2000 « Adelphia Coliseum 


One of the most memorable finishes in NFL playoff history gave the Titans the fra- 
chise’s first playoff win since 1991, a 22-16 stunner over the visiting Buffalo Bills. After 
Steve Christie kicked a 41-yard field goal to give Buffalo a 16-15 lead with 16 seconds 
remaining, Kevin Dyson returned a Frank Wycheck lateral on the ensuing kickoff 75 
yards for a touchdown with three seconds left in the game. The play, quickly dubbed 
as the “Music City Miracle,” gave Tennessee a 22-16 lead that turned into a victory 
after Buffalo’s last-ditch hopes for a matching return touchdown were thwarted. Eddie 
George paced Tennessee’s offense with a 29-carry, 106-yard performance. The vic- 
tory, in front of a franchise-record crowd at Adelphia Coliseum, allowed the franchise 
to advance to the AFC Divisional Playoffs for the first time since 1993. The Titans took 
a 12-0 lead into intermission, but the Bills stormed back behind two touchdowns from 
Antowain Smith that gave Buffalo a 13-12 lead with 11:08 remaining. Al Del Greco’s 
36-yard field goal gave the Titans a 15-13 lead with 1:48 remaining, setting up the 
game’s final dramatic moments.

January 16, 2000 * RCA Dome 


Eddie George ran for a franchise playoff-record 162 yards and a touchdown as the 
Tennessee Titans advanced to their first AFC Championship Game since 1979 with a 
19-16 victory over the Indianapolis Colts at the RCA Dome. George’s 68-yard touch- 
down run on the first drive of the third quarter gave the Titans the lead for good, and 
Tennessee's defense held rookie standout Edgerrin James to only 56 yards rushing on 
20 carries. Al Del Greco set franchise post-season records for field goals in a game 
and a career, kicking two of his four field goals in each half to give him 11 for his ca- 
reer. Indiana native Blaine Bishop led the inspired Tennessee defense with 11 tackles 
and two passes defensed, and the defensive unit as a whole held Peyton Manning 
in check, with the second-year signal caller completing only 19 of 43 passes for 227 
yards in the loss. The Colts pulled within three points with 1:51 remaining on Manning’s 
15-yard TD run, but Yancey Thigpen sealed Tennessee’s victory by recovering Danny 
Kight’s ensuing onside kick.

AFC CHAMPIONSHIP GAME - 1999

The Titans advanced to the Super Bowl for the first time in franchise history by defeat- 
ing the Jacksonville Jaguars for the third time in the same season, 33-14, at Alltel 
Stadium. Steve McNair ran for 91 yards and two second-half touchdowns, combining 
with Eddie George for 177 yards rushing on the afternoon. The Titans’ defense turned 
in a dominant performance, forcing six Jacksonville turnovers, including two fumbles 
and two interceptions from Mark Brunell. Jacksonville led 14-7 on a 33-yard TD run 
by James Stewart. But the Titans then scored 26 unanswered points, including an 
Al Del Greco 34-yard field goal that cut the Jaguar lead to 14-10 at halftime. McNair 
scored on a 1-yard run with 9:24 remaining in the third quarter, and after Mark Brunell 
was dropped for a safety, Derrick Mason ran the ensuing free kick 80 yards for a 
touchdown. McNair scored his second touchdown of the game with seven minutes 
remaining, sealing the 33-14 outcome. The win gave the Titans their first AFC Champi- 
onship since the AFL-NFL merger, and advanced them to Super Bowl XXXIV against 
St. Louis.

The Titans’ magical season ended at the Georgia Dome, as receiver Kevin Dyson was 
stopped just short of the goal line on the game’s last play by Rams linebacker Mike 
Jones in a 23-16 St. Louis victory. The play ended an inspired two-minute drive led 
by Steve McNair, who broke Super Bowl records for rushing yards by a quarterback 
in both one game and one play for the Titans. The Rams held a 9-0 lead at halftime, 
extending their lead to 16-0 on a nine yard TD reception by Torry Holt with 7:20 left in 
the third quarter. The Titans charged back on two touchdown runs by Eddie George, 
and tied the score at 16 on a 43-yard Al Del Greco field goal with 2:12 remaining. On 
the first play of the ensuing drive, Isaac Bruce broke free and scored on a 73-yard 
touchdown pass from Kurt Warner, giving the Rams a seven-point advantage. McNair 
then led a 12-play, 87-yard drive that culminated in the completion to Dyson. McNair’s 
prolific day included 64 yards rushing. George, meanwhile, rushed for 95 yards to 
become the Titans’ career playoff rushing leader.

The Baltimore Ravens used big plays on defense and special teams to advance to 
the AFC Championship Game with a 24-10 victory over the Tennessee Titans at Adel- 
phia Coliseum. Anthony Mitchell returned a blocked Al Del Greco field goal attempt 
90 yards for a touchdown to break a 10-10 tie, and NFL Defensive Player of the Year 
Ray Lewis returned an interception 50 yards for a touchdown to seal Baltimore’s win 
with 6:41 remaining in the fourth quarter. The Titans took control of the game early, as 
Eddie George capped off an opening drive that spanned 11 plays and 58 yards with a 
two-yard touchdown run. Regardless of the final score, it was a dominant performance 
by the Tennessee defense, as they held the Ravens to six first downs, 134 total yards, 
and only five completions by Baltimore quarterback Trent Dilfer. Offensively, the Titans 
dominated Baltimore in first downs (23 to 6), rushing yards (126 to 49) and passing 
yards (191 to 85), but Baltimore’s big plays were ultimately too much to overcome. The 
loss ended the Titans’ reign as AFC Champions and their season at 13-4.

The kick was the result of a penalty on the previous play by cornerback Dewayne 
Washington. He drew a 5-yard flag for running into Nedney, giving the kicker another 
chance after he hooked a 31-yard attempt wide right. Titans quarterback Steve Mc- 
Nair passed for 338 yards and two touchdowns in the game, while tight end Frank 
Wycheck set a career high with 123 yards on 10 receptions. The Titans scored the 
game’s first 14 points on McNair and Eddie George runs before the Steelers respond- 
ed with 20 unanswered points. Wycheck and Erron Kinney each caught touchdown 
passes in the second half. Nedney’s game-winner gave the Titans their first victory in 
four playoff games against Pittsburgh and propelled them into the AFC Championship 
Game at Oakland.

The Raiders scored 14 unanswered points in the fourth quarter, closing out the Ti- 
tans 41-24 to advance to Super Bowl XXXVII against Tampa Bay. Steve McNair’s 
second rushing touchdown of the game pulled Tennessee within 27-24 at the end of 
the third quarter, but Rich Gannon scored on a 2-yard run and Zack Crockett added a 
7-yard scoring run, ending a drive that consumed 6:29 on the clock late in the contest. 
The game’s momentum changed before halftime when Oakland turned back-to-back 
fumbles by Tennessee into 10 points to close out the first half, taking a 24-17 lead 
at intermission. The Titans had scored 10 unanswered points to take their first lead 
of the game, 17-14, on McNair’s 9-yard rushing touchdown. But a fumble by Rob- 
ert Holcombe turned into a 1-yard touchdown pass from Gannon to Doug Jolley two 
plays later. Then John Simon fumbled the ensuing kickoff which Sebastian Janikowski 
turned into a 43-yard field goal as time expired at intermission.

NFL career scoring leader Gary Anderson kicked a 46-yard field goal with 29 seconds 
left after a courageous effort by a limping Steve McNair, giving the Titans a 20-17 
victory in the first-round AFC Wild Card playoff game. McNair, named the league’s co- 
MVP just 24 hours before kickoff, engineered an eight-play, 35-yard drive to set up the 
winning kick, and Eddie George finished with 88 yards on 25 carries, despite playing 
with a dislocated shoulder in the second half. In the process, Tennessee snapped a 
five-game losing streak against the Ravens. The Titans held 2003 NFL rushing cham- 
pion Jamal Lewis to a season-low 35 yards. The Titans got the better of Ravens line- 
backer Ray Lewis, the AP NFL Defensive Player of the Year. George ran repeatedly at 
him all game, dispelling any myth that Lewis owned the 1-on-1 battle. The Titans took a 
14-10 lead in the third quarter when McNair threw a 49-yard touchdown pass to Justin 
McCareins. Tennessee took a 7-0 lead in the first quarter on Chris Brown’s first career 
touchdown from six yards out. The Titans held Lewis to 12 yards rushing on seven 
carries in the first half and outgained Baltimore 108-15 in the first quarter.

NFL co-MVP Steve McNair almost single-handedly took Tennessee downfield in the 
final minutes. But the man playing with a cracked bone spur in his left ankle saw his 
final pass fall in and out of the hands of Drew Bennett with 1:45 remaining in a 17-14 
playoff loss to the eventual Super Bowl champion New England Patriots. The Titans 
(13-5) were trying to return to the AFC Championship for the third time in five seasons, 
and McNair nearly got them there. He tied the game with an 11-yard touchdown pass 
to Derrick Mason in the third quarter on a drive in which he was a perfect five of five 
for 59 yards. But the Titans came up just short on the final drive that included a pair 
of controversial calls against Tennessee. The game-time temperature at kickoff was 
four degrees with a wind-chill of minus 10. Winds were blowing at 10 mph. It marked 
the coldest game in both Patriots and Titans history. Rookie running back Chris Brown 
scored his second career touchdown — and second of the post-season — when he 
crossed the end zone from five yards out to tie the game at 7 in the first quarter.

January 6, 2008 - Qualcomm Stadium 


A pair of Rob Bironas field goals and a defense that held San Diego to 94 first-half 
yards enabled the Titans to take a 6-0 halftime lead in their first playoff game in four 
years. But San Diego scored 17 unanswered points in the second half, exploding for 
256 yards, in a 17-6 victory at Qualcomm Stadium. Running back LaDainian Tomlin- 
son was held to 42 yards, but got to celebrate the first playoff victory in three tries in his 
brilliant career. The Titans bottled up Tomlinson, the two-time NFL rushing champion, 
and dared quarterback Philip Rivers to beat them. The second-year starter did just 
that, throwing a 25-yard touchdown pass to Vincent Jackson late in the third quarter 
that gave San Diego its first lead at 10-6. Tomlinson finally found the end zone midway 
through the fourth quarter on a fourth-down leap over the pile from inside the 1-yard 
line that survived a video replay. Tennessee’s defense dominated in the first half, 
holding San Diego to just 10 total yards and without a first down in the first quarter.

Matt Stover connected on a 43-yard field goal with under a minute to play that proved 
to the difference as the Ravens defeated the Titans 13-10 in a Divisional Round playoff 
game at LP Field. Despite being outgained 391-211 in totals yards and gaining nine 
first downs to Tennessee’s 21, Baltimore forced three turnovers, all as the Titans were 
driving inside the Ravens’ 30-yard line. Receiver Justin Gage caught a career-high 
10 balls for 135 yards, second in his career only to his 147-yard effort in Jacksonville 
earlier in the season. The Titans were held without a sack for the first time since Week 
8. It marked only the third time all season that the Titans did not force a turnover. De- 
fensively, Tennessee held a Baltimore rushing attack averaging four yards-per-carry 
to 50 yards on 30 carries. Chris Johnson rushed for 72 yards in the first quarter before 
leaving the game with an injured ankle.

GAME RECAP 

In Week 1 of the 2017 playoffs, the Titans traveled to Kansas City to face the Chiefs 
on Wild Card weekend. Tennessee scored 19 unanswered points in the second half and 
did not allow the Chiefs to score in the third or fourth quarter, as the Titans won by a score 
of 22-21 and advanced to the Divisional Round. 

Both the Chiefs and Titans punted on their opening possessions. On Kansas City’s 
second possession, Chiefs QB Alex Smith drove his offense down the field with help by 
a 45-yard reception from Chiefs WR Tyreek Hill and a 27-yard reception from Chiefs TE 
Travis Kelce. On second-and-one from the Tennessee one-yard line, Chiefs RB Kareem 
Hunt ran up the middle for a one-yard touchdown and a 7-0 Chiefs lead. On the following 
Kansas City possession, the Chiefs doubled their lead as Smith hit Kelce for a 13-yard 
touchdown to put Kansas City up, 14-0. 

With the Titans offense driving in the second quarter, QB Marcus Mariota had the ball 
on the Kansas City 21-yard line. On second-and-10, he threw an interception to Chiefs 
CB Marcus Peters who returned the pick for 28 yards. However, the Tennessee defense 
came up big as Kansas City couldn't capitalize and was forced to punt. As the Titans 
regained possession, Mariota connected with TE Delanie Walker for a 22-yard reception 
and WR Corey Davis for an 11-yard catch. The Titans entered field goal range and got on 
the board with a 49-yard kick, 14-3 Chiefs. Kansas City took the field and strung together 
a 79-yard scoring drive that culminated in a 14-yard touchdown pass from Smith to Chiefs 
WR Demarcus Robinson with three seconds left to play in the second quarter. Kansas 
City took a 21-3 lead into halftime. 

On the Titans’ first drive of the second half, Mariota led the offense into the red zone 
after he rushed for two first downs and RB Derrick Henry contributed both a 29-yard 
receiving and 12-yard rushing first down. On third-and-six from the Kansas City six-yard 
line, Mariota’s pass was deflected by Chiefs CB Darrelle Revis, but it bounced back into 
Mariota’s hands and he ran it in for a touchdown. Mariota became the first quarterback to 
catch a touchdown pass in a playoff game since the 1970 AFC-NFC merger, and he also 
became the first quarterback in league history to complete a touchdown pass to himself in 
the playoffs. Tennessee narrowed the Chiefs lead, 21-10.

The Titans had the ball at the Kansas City 35-yard line to start the fourth quarter, and 
on the second play Henry ran up the middle for a 35-yard touchdown. Tennessee at- 
tempted a two-point conversion but failed as they edged closer, 21-16 Kansas City. After 
forcing the Chiefs to punt, Tennessee regained possession and tacked on another score 
as Mariota hit WR Eric Decker for a 22-yard touchdown. The two-point conversion failed 
as Tennessee took the lead, 22-21. 

Kansas City couldn't string together a comeback as the Titans came back from the 
second-largest deficit by a road team in NFL playoff history to win their first postseason 
contest in 14 years.

GAME RECAP 

In the AFC Divisional Playoff round of the 2017 season, the Titans traveled to New 
England to face the Patriots and were eliminated from postseason contention with a 35-14 
loss. 

The Titans defense forced New England to punt on both of the Patriots’ first quarter 
possessions. On Tennessee’s second possession of the game, the Titans drove efficiently 
down the field and constructed a 95-yard scoring drive. QB Marcus Mariota scrambled 
for two first downs, and connected with both TE Delanie Walker for a 36-yard pass and 
WR Rishard Matthews for an eight-yard third-down conversion pass. The drive resulted 
in Mariota hitting WR Corey Davis for a 15-yard touchdown as the Titans took an early 
7-0 Titans lead. 

In the second quarter, New England responded with three consecutive touchdown 
drives. Patriots RB James White scored on back-to-back possessions, first on a five- 
yard touchdown pass from Patriots QB Tom Brady, and on the ensuing drive, White 
rushed into the endzone for a six-yard touchdown. The Patriots got ahead, 14-7. On New 
England’s third possession of the second quarter, Brady led the Patriots on a 91-yard 
scoring drive that resulted in a four-yard touchdown pass to Patriots WR Chris Hogan. 
New England took a 21-7 lead heading into halftime. 

In the third quarter, Patriots RB Brandon Bolden rushed in a two-yard touchdown as 
New England increased its lead, 28-7. 

On the Patriots opening drive of the fourth quarter, Brady engineered a 90-yard drive 
that resulted in a four-yard touchdown pass to Patriots TE Rob Gronkowski. New Eng- 
land widened its lead, 35-7. Later in the fourth quarter, Tennessee put up its second 
score on a 16-play drive. Mariota connected with WR Eric Decker for two first downs and 
Matthews for one first down, before linking with Davis again for an 11-yard touchdown 
pass. The Titans doubled their points with Davis’ second score of the game, 35-14 New 
England. 

The Titans ultimately couldn’t construct a comeback and were knocked out of post- 
season contention with a final score of 35-14.

GAME RECAP 

During the 2019 playoffs on Wild Card Weekend, the Titans traveled to New England and 
defeated the defending Super Bowl champion Patriots by a score of 20-13. RB Derrick Henry 
set the franchise’s single-game postseason record with 182 rushing yards and one touchdown 
on 34 carries, while the defense shut out the Patriots in the second half. 

New England got on the board on their opening possession as Patriots QB Tom Brady 
led his team on an eight-play, 57-yard scoring drive that included a 21-yard pass to Patriots 
TE Ben Watson and a 29-yard catch by Patriots RB James White. The drive culminated in a 
36-yard field goal and an early 3-0 lead. The Titans responded on their own opening posses- 
sion with a scoring drive to take the lead. QB Ryan Tannehill engineered a 12-play, 75-yard 
drive that featured a combined 49 rushing yards by Henry before Tannehill connected with TE 
Anthony Firkser for a 12-yard touchdown and a 7-3 lead. 

On the ensuing New England possession, the Patriots came back with a 10-play scoring 
drive. Patriots RB Sony Michel contributed a 25-yard rush and White added a 14-yard gain to 
help move the chains, before Patriots WR Julian Edelman collected a five-yard touchdown on 
a jet sweep. New England went ahead, 10-7. 

Later in the second quarter with New England in the red zone, the Titans defense orches- 
trated an impressive goal line stop to force the Patriots to settle for a field goal. On New Eng- 
land's first down at the Tennessee one-yard line, Michel was stopped for a loss of one by LB 
Rashaan Evans. Next, Patriots RB Rex Burkhead was halted after a gain of one on second 
down, and on third down, Michel was pushed back for a loss of two yards again by Evans. New 
England was forced to kick a 21-yard field goal to extend the lead, 13-7. On the following Ten- 
nessee possession, the Titans retook the lead on a seven-play scoring drive. Henry accounted 
for all 75 yards on the drive that culminated in Henry's one-yard rushing score and a 14-13 
Titans lead heading into halftime. 

In the fourth quarter, with the Titans still leading by one point, New England took posses- 
sion of the ball at their own one-yard line. With 15 seconds remaining, Brady dropped back to 
pass but the ball was intercepted by CB Logan Ryan and returned for a nine-yard touchdown 
to seal a Titans victory. Tennessee advanced to the divisional round with a 20-13 win at New 
England.

GAME RECAP 

The Titans traveled to Kansas City to face the Chiefs for the AFC Championship Game and 
lost by a score of 35-24. 

In the first quarter, Tennessee put together consecutive scoring drives to take a 10-0 lead. 
First, QB Ryan Tannehill led the offense on an eight-play, 58-yard possession with WR A.J. 
Brown contributing a 37-yard catch. K Greg Joseph converted a 30-yard field goal attempt as 
Tennessee went up, 3-0. After forcing Kansas City to punt on the Chiefs' opening possession, 
Tennessee added another 58-yard scoring drive with help from a 22-yard reception from TE 
Jonnu Smith. At the Kansas City four-yard line, RB Derrick Henry took the direct snap and 
ran into the end zone for a four-yard score and a 10-0 Titans lead. 

Kansas City got on the board in the first quarter. Chiefs QB Patrick Mahomes led his team 
on a 10-play, 74-yard scoring drive that culminated in an eight-yard touchdown pass to Chiefs 
WR Tyreek Hill as Kansas City cut the lead, 10-7. On the following possession, the Titans 
put together a scoring drive that consumed more than nine minutes, the longest scoring drive 
for the club since the 2000 postseason. WRs Corey Davis, Adam Humphries and Brown 
all contributed first down catches, and Henry accounted for 37 yards on the ground, before 
Tannehill tossed a one-yard touchdown to extra tackle Dennis Kelly. The Titans extended the 
lead, 17-7. 

The Chiefs added two touchdowns in the second quarter to take the lead. First, Mahomes 
connected with Hill for a 20-yard score to make it 17-14. Then, Mahomes scrambled into the 
end zone on a 27-yard run down the left sideline as Kansas City took a 21-17 lead into the half. 

In the fourth quarter, Kansas City added a pair of touchdowns on back-to-back posses- 
sions. Chiefs RB Damien Williams capped a 13-play scoring drive with a four-yard touchdown 
run to put Kansas City ahead, 28-17. Next, Mahomes constructed an eight-play scoring drive 
that culminated in a 60-yard touchdown pass to Chiefs WR Sammy Watkins. Kansas City 
extended the lead, 35-17. 

On the following Tennessee possession, the Titans put together an 80-play scoring drive 
including a fourth-down fake punt that saw P Brett Kern toss a 28-yard pass to DB Amani 
Hooker. Davis contributed a 22-yard reception, as Tannehill then connected with TE Anthony 
Firkser for a 22-yard touchdown. Tennessee cut the lead to 35-24, but ultimately could not 
mount a comeback and fell to the Chiefs.

In the AFC Wild Card Round, the Titans hosted the Baltimore Ravens and fell by a 
score of 20-13. 

Tennessee got on the board first and built a 10-0 lead in the opening quarter. The 
Titans first touchdown came on a 10-play scoring drive that saw WR A.J. Brown con- 
tribute three receptions for 52 yards, including a 10-yard touchdown pass from QB Ryan 
Tannehill, to put Tennessee ahead 7-0. On the ensuing Baltimore possession, Ravens 
QB Lamar Jackson threw an interception to CB Malcolm Butler. The Titans took pos- 
session at their own 28-yard line and capitalized on the turnover as K Stephen Gost- 
kowski converted a 45-yard field goal to make it a 10-0 game. 

In the second quarter, Baltimore got into the red zone, but Jackson was sacked on 
third down by OLB Brooks Reed. The Ravens were forced to settle for a 33-yard field 
goal to make it a 10-3 contest. Later in the second quarter, facing a third-and-nine at the 
Tennessee 48-yard line, Jackson broke free for a 48-yard rushing touchdown to even 
the score 10-10. 

Baltimore began the second half with possession of the ball and tacked on a touch- 
down on a 77-yard scoring drive. Jackson accounted for 34 yards on four carries to 
move the chains before Ravens RB J.K. Dobbins scored on a four-yard rush. Baltimore 
pulled ahead, 17-10. 

In the fourth quarter, Tennessee inched within four points with a 25-yard field goal 
that made it 17-13, Baltimore. However, the Ravens added a field goal in the fourth 
quarter as well as Ravens K Justin Tucker converted a 51-yard attempt to make it 20- 
13. As Tennessee took possession down by seven with just over four minutes remain- 
ing, the Titans began driving. Tannehill was intercepted by Ravens CB Marcus Peters. 
The Titans ran out of time to mount a comeback and fell to the Ravens at home.
